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PREFACE. 

Each  page  of  this  work  has  cost  more  than  ten  dollars.  The  in- 
formation now  offered  to  the  purchaser  for  two  dollars  has  been  obtained 
and  put  in  its  present  shape  at  a  cost  of  more  than  six  thousand  ;  yet 
this  great  expense,  and  the  care  and  labor  bestowed  upon  the  work,  en- 
title the  editor  to  no  consideration  or  patronage  if  he  has  not  suc- 
ceeded in  producing  an  useful  and  meritorious  book.  His  sole  motive 
has  been  to  accomplish  this  result,  and  if  successful,  he  has  no  misgiv- 
ings as  to  patrons. 

In  preparing  the  work,  the  editor  has  been  assisted  by  the  secretaries 
of  the  several  states,  and  has  left  nothing  undone  to  insure  complete- 
ness and  accuracy.  Its  general  accuracy  and  completeness  is  beyond 
question  ;  it  wiU  stand  the  test  of  the  closest  scrutiny.  There  is  no 
business  man  who  could  not  benefit  himself  by  the  information  it  con- 
tains. It  is  a  work  which  every  one  should  have  on  his  counter  or  desk, 
because  it  contains  that  which  should  always  be  at  hand.  It  is  not 
only  an  official  and  legal  directory,  giving  the  name  of  every  lawyer, 
and  of  the  executive,  legislative,  and  judicial  officers  of  the  federal  and 
various  state  governments,  but  a  manual  and  form  book,  embodying  an 
array  of  practical  information  which  for  daily  reference  is  invaluable.

LIABILITY  OF  OWNERS  OF  CANAL-BOATS,  BAEGES, 
LIGHTERS,    STEAMBOATS,     SHIPS,    AND     OTHER 

YESSELS. 

The  following  act  of  Congress,  passed  in  March,  1851,  has  made  a 
great  change  in  liabilities  of  common  carriers,  and  it  is  of  importance 
that  the  same  should  be  familiar  to  all : 

No  owner  or  owners  of  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  subject  or  liable 
to  answer  for  or  make  good  to  any  one  or  more  person  or  persons  any 
loss  or  damage  which  may  happen  to  any  goods  or  merchandise  what- 
soever, which  shall  be  shipped,  taken  in,  or  put  on  board  any  such  ship 
or  vessel,  by  reason  or  by  means  of  any  fire  happening  to  or  on  board 
the  said  ship  or  vessel,  unless  such  fire  is  caused  by  the  design  or 
neglect  of  such  owner  or  owners :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  prevent  the  parties  from  making  such  contract  as  they 
please,  extending  or  limiting  the  liability  of  ship-owners. 

If  any  shipper  or  shippers  of  platina,  gold,  gold-dust,  silver,  bullion, 
or  other  precious  metals,  coins,  jewelry,  bills  of  any  bank  or  public 
body,  diamonds  or  other  precious  stones,  shall  lade  the  same  on  board 
any  ship  or  vessel,  without  at  the  time  of  such  lading  giving  to  the 
master,  agent,  owner  or  owners  of  the  ship  or  vessel  receiving  the 
same,  a  note  in  writing  of  the  true  character  and  value  thereof,  and 
have  the  same  entered  on  the  bill  of"  lading  therefor,  the  master  and 
owner  or  owners  of  the  said  vessel  shall  not  be  liable,  as  carriers,  in 
any  form  of  manner.  Nor  shall  any  such  master  or  owners  be  liable 
for  any  such  valuable  goods  beyond  the  value  and  according  to  the 
character  thereof  so  notified  and  entered.  ' 

The  liability  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  ship  or  vessel  for  any 
embezzlement,  loss  or  destruction,  by  the  masters,  officers,  mariners, 
passengers,  or  any  other  -person  or  persons,  of  any  property,  goods,  or 
merchandise,  shipped  or  put  on  board  any  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  for 
any  loss,  damage,  or  injury  by  collision,  or  for  anv  act,  matter,  or 
thing,  loss,  damage,  or  forfeiture,  done,  occasioned,  or  incurred,  without 
the  privity  or  knowledge  of  such  owner  or  owners,  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed the  amount  or  value  of  the  interest  of  such  owner  or  owners, 
respectively,  in  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  her  freights  then  pending. 

If  any  such  embezzlement,  loss,  or  destruction  shall  be  suffered  by 
freighters  or  owners  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  or  any  property 
whatever  on  the  same  voyage,  and  the  whole  value  of  the  ship  or  ves- 
sel, and  her  freight  for  the  voyage,  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  make  com- 
pensation to  each  of  them,  they  shall  receive  compensation  from  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  ship  or  vessel  in  proportion  to  their  respective 
losses  ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  freighters  and  owners  of  the 
property,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  or  any  of 
them  may  take  the  appropria.te  proceedings  in  any  court  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  apportioning  the  sura  for  which  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
ship  or  vessel  may  be  liable  among  the  parties  entitled  thereto.  And 
it  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
act,  on  the  part  of  such  owner  or  owners,  if  he  or  they  shall  transfer 
his  or  their  interest  in  such  vessel  and  freight,  for  the  benefit  of  such 
claimants,  to  a  trustee,  to  be  appointed  by  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, to  act  as  such  trustee  for  the  person  or  persons  who  may  prove 
to  be  legally  entitled  thereto,  from  and  after  which  transfer  all  claims 
and  proceedings  against  the  owner  or  owners  shall  cease. 

The  charterer  or  charterers  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  in  case  he  or  they 
shall  man,  victual,  and  navigate  such  vessel  at  his  or  their  own  ex- 
pense, or  by  his  or  their  own  procurement,  shall  be  deemed  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  vessel,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act ;  and  such 
ship  or  vessel  when  so  chartered  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  navigated  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof. 

Nothing  in, the  preceding  sections  shall  be  construed  to  take  away 
or  affect  the  remedy  to  which  any  party  may  be  entitled,  against  the 
master,  officers,  or  mariners,  for  or  on  account  of  any  embezzlement, 
injury,  loss,  or  destruction  of  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  other  prop- 
erty put  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel,  or  on  account  of  any  negligence, 
fraud,  or  other  malversation  of  such  master,  officers,  or  mariners 
respectively,  nor  shall  any  thing  herein  contained  lessen  or  take  away 
any  responsibility  to  which  any  master  or  mariner  of  any  ship  or  ves- 
sel may  now  by  law  be  liable,  notwithstanding  such  master  or  mariner 
may  be  an  owner  or  part  owner  of  such  ship  or  vessel. 

Any  person  or  persons  shipping  oil  of  vitriol,  unslaked  lime,  inflam- 
mable matches,  or  gunpowder,  in  a  ship  or  vessel  taking  cargo  for 
divers  persons  on  freight,  without  delivering  at  the  time  of  shipment, 
a  note  in  writing,  expressing  the  nature  and  character  of  such  mer- 
chandise, to  the  master,  mate,  officer,  or  person  in  charge  of  the  lading  of 
the  ship  or  vessel,  shall  forfeit  to  the  United  States  one  thousand  dollars. 

This  act  shall  not'  apply- to  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  canal-boat, 
harge,  or  lighter,  or  to  any  vessel  of  any  description  whatsoever  used  in 
river  or  inland  navigation. 


LAW  OF  COPYEIGHT. 

Any  person  or  persons,  being  a  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  or  resident  therein,  who  shall  be  the  author  or  authors  of  any 
book  or  books,  map,  chart,  or  musical  composition,  which  may  be  now 
made  or  composed,  and  not  printed  and  published,  or  shall  hereafter  be 
made  or  composed,  or  who  shall  invent,  design,  etch,  engrave,  work,  or 
cause  to  be  engraved,  etched,  or  worked,  from  his  own  design,  any 
print  or  engraving,  and  the  executors,  administrators,  or  legal  assigns 
of  such  person  or  persons,  shall  have  the  sole  right  and  liberty  of  print- 
ing, re-printing,  publishing,  and  vending   such  book   or  books,  map. 
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chart,  musical  composition,  print,  cut,  or  engraving,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
for  the  term  of  twenty-eight  years  from  the  time  of  re9ording  the  title 
thereof,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act,  unless  he  shall, 
before  publication,  deposit  a  printed  copy  of  the  title  of  such  book  or 
books,  map,  chart,  musical  composition,  print,  cut,  or  engraving,  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  district  court  of  the  district  wherein  the  author  or 
proprietor  shall  reside  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit 
of  this  act,  unless  he  shall  give  information  of  copyright  being  secured, 
by  causing  to  be  inserted,  in  the  several  copies  of  each  and  every  edi- 
tion published  during  the  term,  secured  on  the  .title-page,  or  the  page 
immediately  following,  if  it  be  a  book,  or,  if  a  map,  chart,  musical 
composition,  print,  cut,  or  engraving,  by  causing  to  be  impressed  on  the 
face  thereof,  or  if  a  volume  of  maps,  charts,  music,  or  engravings,  upon 
the  title  or  frontispiece  thereof,  the  following  words,  viz. :  "  Entered 
according  to  Act  of  Congress,  in  the  year  by  A.  B.,  in  the  -clerk's 

office  of  the  district  court  of  "  (naming  the  district  in  v\'hich  it  was 

entered).  There  is  a  fine  of  $100  for  putting  on  a  false  copyright 
notice. 

If  any  person  from  and  after  the  recording  the  title  of  any  book, 
shall  print,  publish,  or  import,  or  cause  to  be  printed,  published,  or 
imported,  any  copy  of  such  book,  without  the  consent  of  the  person 
legally  entitled  to  the  copyright  thereof,  first  had  and  obtained  in  writ- 
ing, signed  in  presence  of  two  or  more  credible  witnesses,  or  shall, 
knowing  the  same  to  be  so  printed  or  imported,  publish,  sell,  or  expose 
to  sale,  or  cause  to  be  published,  sold,  or  exposed  to  sale,  any  copy 
of  such  book  without  such  consent  in  writing  ;  then  such  offender  shall 
forfeit  every  copy  of  such  book  to  the  person  legally,  at  the  time,  en- 
titled to  the  copyright  thereof;  and  shall  also  forfeit  and  pay  fiftycents 
for  every  such  sheet  which  may  be  found  in  his  possession,  either 
printed,  or  printing,  published,  imported,  or  exposed  to  sale,  contrary 
to  the  intent  of  this  act,  the  one  moiety  thereof  to  such  legal- owner  of 
the  copyright  as  aforesaid,  and  the  other  to  the  use  of  the  United 
States,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  in  any  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction  thereof. 

The  penalty  for  violating  the  copyright  on  engravings,  maps,  etc.,  by 
copying  either  on  the  whole,  or  by  varying,  adding  to,^  diminishing 
the  main  design  with  intent  to  evade  the  law,  or  by  prinnng,  importing, 
or  selling,  or  causing  either  to  be  done,  is  forfeiture  of  the  plates  or 
engraving,  with  all  the  sheets  copied  or  printed,  besides  a  forfeit  cf  $1 
for  every  sheet  of  such  map,  chart,  musical  composition,  print,  cut,  or 
engraving,  which  may  be  found  printed,  published,  or  exposed  for  sale, 
one  half  to  the  proprietor,  and  the  other  half  to  the  United  States.  An  acr 
tion  must  be  brought  withiniwo  years  after  the  cause  of  action  shall  arise. 

A  copyright  can  be  renewed  for  fourteen  years  by  re-entering  it  six 
months  before  the  expiration  of  the  first  term,  but  the  renewal  must  be 
published  four  weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the  United 
States,  within  two  months  from  the  date  of  the  renewal.  The  fee  for 
entering  a  copyright  is  fifty  cents,  and  a  like  sum  for  a  certified  copy 
of  the  record. 
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A  copy  of  the  book,  or  whatever  is  copyrighted,  must  be  deposited 
in  the  clerk's  office  where  it  has  been  entered,  within  three  months 
from  the  publication  of  the  same,  and  also  a  copy  delivered  to  the 
librarian  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  another  copy  to  the  librarian 
of  the  Congress  Library,  at  Washington. 

An  assignment  of  copyright,  to  be  good  against  a  subsequent 
purchaser,  must  be  acknowledged  and  recorded  in  the  office  where  the 
original  copyright  was  taken  out,  within  sixty  days  after  its  execution. 


MILITARY  BOUNTY  LAND  BILL. 

On  the  28th  September,.  1850,  Congress  passed  the  following  aci, 
granting  bounty  land  to  certain  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  been  en- 
gaged in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  or  to  their  widows 
or  minor  children  : 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  each  of  the  surviving, 
or  the  widow  or  minor  children  of  deceased  commissioned  and  non- 
commissioned officers,  musicians,  or  privates,  whether  of  regulars, 
volunteers,  rangers,  or  militia,  who  performed  military  service  in  any 
regiment,  company,  or  detachment,  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  war  with  Great  Britain,  declared  by  the  United  States  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  or  in  any  of  the 
Indian  wars  since  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety,  and  each  of  the  com- 
missioned officers  who  was  engaged  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States  in  the  late  war  with  Mexico,  shall  be  entitled  to  lands  as 
follows  :  Those  who  engaged  to  serve  twelve  months,  or  during  the 
war,  and  actually  served  nine  months,  shall  receive  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  ;  and  those  who  engaged  to  serve  six  months,  and  actually 
-:  served  four  months,  shall  receive  eighty  acres  ;  and  those  who  engaged 
t'^to  serve  for  any,  or  an  indefinite  period,  and  actually  served  one  month, 
'  shall  receive  forty  acres  :  Provided,  That  whenever  any  officer  or 
soldier  was  lllihorably  discharged  in  consequence  of  disability  in  the 
service  before  the  expiration  of  his  period  of  service,  he  shall  receive 
the  amount  to  which  he  would  have  been  entitled  if  he  had  served  the 
full  period  for  which  he  had  engaged  to  serve  :  Provided,  The  person 
so  having  been  in  service  shall  not  receive  said  lands,  or  any  part  thereof, 
if  it  shall  appear  by  the  muster-rolls  of  his  regiment  or  corps  that  he 
deserted,  or  Avas  dishonorably  discharged  from  service,  or  if  he  has 
received  or  is  entitled  to  any  military  land-bounty  under  any  act  of 
Congress  heretofore  passed. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  period  during  which 
any  officer  or  soldier  may  have  remained  in  captivity  with  the  enemy 
shall  be  estimated  and  added  to  the  period  of  his  actual  service,  and 
the  person  so  detained  in  captivity  shall  receive  land  under  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  act  in  the  same  manner  that  he  would  be  entitled  in  case 
he  had  entered  the  service  for  the  whole  term  made  up  by  the  addition 
of  the  time  of  his  captivity,  and  had  served  during  such  term. 

Sect.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  each  commissioned  and 
non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  and  private,  for  whom  provision  is 
made  by  the  first  section  hereof,  shall  receive  a  certificate  or  warrant 
from  the  department  of  the  interior  for  the  quantity  of  land  to  vvhich 
he  may  be  entitled,  and  which  may  be  located  by  the  Avarrantee,  or  his 
heirs-at-law,  at  any  land-office  of  the  United  States,  in  one  body,  and 
in  conformity  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  public  lands,  upon  any  of 
the  public  lands  in  such  district  then  subject  to  private  entry  ;  and  upon 
the  return  of  such  certificate  or  warrant,  with  evidence  of  the  location 
thereof  having  been  legally  made,  to  the  general  land-office,  a  patent 
shall  be  issued  therefor.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  commissioned 
or  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or  private,  prior  or  subsequent 
to  the  passage  of  this  act,  who  shall  have  served  as  aforesaid,  and  who 
shall  not  have  received  bounty  land  for  said  services,  a  like  certificate 
or  warrant  shall  be  issued  in  favor  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  his  widow, 
who  shall  receive  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  in  case  her  hus- 
band was  killed  in  battle,  but  not  to  her  heirs  :  Provided,  She  is  un- 
married at  the  date  of  her  application  :  Provided  further,  that  no  land 
warrant  issued  imder  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  laid  upon  any 
land  of  the  United  States  to  which  there  shall  be  a  pre-emption  right, 
or  upon  which  there  shall  be  an  actual  settlement  and  cultivation,  ex- 
cept with  the  consent  of  such  settler,  to  be  satisfactorily  proven  to  the 
proper  land-officer. 

Sect.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  sales,  mortgages,  letters 
of  attorney,  or  other  instruments  of  writing  going  to  affect  the  title  or 
claim  to  any  warrant  or  certificate  issued,  or  to  be  issued,  or  any  land 
granted,  or  to  be  granted,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  made  or  exe- 
cuted prior  to  the  issue,  shall  be  null  and  void  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses whatsoever  ;  nor  shall  such  certificate  or  warrant,  or  the'land  ob- 
tained thereby,  be  in  any  wise  affected  by,  or  charged  with,  or  subject 
to,  the  payment  of  any  debt  or  claim  incurred  by  such  officer  or  soldier 
prior  to  the  issuing  of  the  patent :  Provided,  That  the  benefits  of  this 
act  shall  not  accrue  to  any  person  who  is  a  member  of  the  present  Con- 
gress :  Provided  further.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner 
of  the  general  land-office,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pescribed 
by  the  secretary  of  the  interior,  to  cause  to  be  located  free  of  expense, 
any  warrant  which  the  holder  may  transmit  to  the  general  land-office 
for  that  purpose,  in  such  state  and  land-district  as  the  said  holder  or 
warrantee  may  designate,  and  upon  good  farming  land,  so  far  as  the 
same  can  be  ascertained  from  the  maps,  plates,  and  field-notes  of  the 
surveyor,  or  from  any  other  information  in  the  possession  of  the  local 
office  ;  and  upon  the  location  being  made,  as  aforesaid,  the  secretary 
shall  cause  a  patent  to  be  transmitted  to  such  warrantee  :  And  provided 
further.  That  no  patent  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  delivered  upon 
any  power  of  attorney  or  agreement  dated  before  the  passage  of  this 
act ;  and  that  all  such  powers  of  attorney  or  agreements  be  considered 
and  treated  as  null  and  void.

The  offices 
of  Clerks  of  County  and  C'ounty  Courts  are  frequently  held  by  the  same  person.

THE  LAW  COURTS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 

STATISTICS  OF  THE  LAW  CCURTS  FOR  1853. 

The  following  is  a  statistical  table  of  the  transactions  of  the  Courts  during  the  year  1853. 
It  will  be  seen  by  the  prodigous  amount  of  causes  which  have  been  commenced,  contin- 
tinued  and  ended,  that  the  inhabitants  of  New  York  are  very  fond  of  litigation,  and  are 
good  clients  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  legal  profession. 

There  are  no  less  than  twenty-three  departments,  in  the  Old  and  New  City  Halls,  in 
which  law  business  is  transacted,  including  trial  and  argument  Conrts,  Judges'  Chambers, 
and  United  States  Commissioners,  and  other  oihces. 

It  is  but  justice  to  the  several  clerks  and  other  officials,  to  say  that  we  are  indebted  to 
them  for  their  assistance  in  the  comijilation  of  the  following  tables,  as  well  as  for  the  uni- 
form courtesy  extended  by  them  to  our  Legal  reporter,  in  facilitating  him  in  procuring 
the  opinions,  decisions,  and  records  of  the  Courts.  Many  very  important  cases  have  been 
tried  and  adjudicated  during  the  year  1853. 

UNITED  STATES  CIRCUIT  COURTS.

The  number  of  suits  at  common  law,  commenced  in  this  Court  during  the  year  1853, 
was  Eixty-tive,  of  which  number  thirty-five  have  been  tried ;  defaults  and  discon- 
tinued, four. 

In  equity,  thirty  bills  of  complaint  have  been  filed,  most  of  which  were  for  the  in- 
fringement of  patents,  out  of  which  number  six  injunctions  have  been  granted,  and  two 
were  discontinued. 

In  criminal  cases,  forty-four  bills  of  indictment  have  been  found  against  persons  for 
offences  committed  on  the  high  seas,  making  and  passing  counterfeit  coin,  &c.;  of  which 
number  twleve  have  been  finally  disposed  of  in  this  Court,  and  nine  remitted  to  the  Dis- 
trict Court  for  trial,  leaving  twenty-three  still  pending.  Among  that  number  were  two  for 
murder — one  acquitted,  and  the  other  convicted  of  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  ten 
years  imprison  ment.  The  parties  indicted  for  manslaughter  on  board  the  steamboat  Henry 
Clay,  in  July,  1852,  were  also  tried  and  acquitted. 

At  the  special  term,  in  September,  which  was  in  session  twenty-two  days.  Judge  Nelson 
heard  thirty-two  appeals  in  admiralty  from  the  District  Court,  and  delivered  during  that 
time  sixteen  written  opinions,  affirming  eighteen,  reversing  ten,  and  dismissing  two  for 
irregularity  in  the  proceedings.  Of  said  thirty-two  cases  heard,  six  appeals  have  been 
taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

The  case  of  Thomas  Kane,  an  alleged  fugitive  from  justice  from  Ireland,  claimed  under 
the  Ashburton  treaty,  was  finally  disposed  of  by  the  Judge  discharging  the  prisoner. 

Among  the  important  cases  by  Judges  Nelson  and  Betts,  in  this  Court,  are  thirty-six  de- 
cisions in  reference  to  duties  paid  under  protest  to  the  Collector  of  this  port.  A  decree 
has  aUo  been  entered,  settling  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  controversy. 
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UNITED  STATES  CIRCUIT  COURT. 

The  Clerk  of  this  Court,  John  W.  Nelson,  and  Deputy  Clerk  Richard  E.  Stillwell,  are 
also  United  States  Commissioners,  and  have  issued,  durin?  the  year  1853,  ninety-eight 
warrants  for  offences  committed  against  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

ITie  last  case  decided  by  Commissioner  Nelson,  was  that  of  Alexander  Heilbern, 
claimed  by  the  British  authorities,  under  the  extradition  tieaty,  as  a  fugitive  from  an 
alleged  act  of  forgery.  Mr.  Nelson  decided  on  giving  the  prisoner  up  to  the  claimants. 
Judge  Mitchell,  of  the  Supreme  Court,  granted  the  discharge  of  Heilbonn ;  but  the  United 
States  Marshal  refuses  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  State  Judge.

Joseph  Bridgham,  Esq.,  Deputy  Clerk. 

From  the  1st  of  January,  1853,  to  the  31st  of  December,  1853,  four  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  suits  were  instituted  on  the  Admiralty  side  of  the  District  Court. 

These  sidts  were  on  bottomry  bonds,  bills  of  lading,  charter  parties,  marine  hypothe- 
cation, seamen's  wages,  collisions,  personal  torts  at  sea,  salvage,  <S:.c.,  &c. 

Of  the  above  number  instituted,  there  have  been  heard  and  finally  disposed  of,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  and  there  are  yet  remaining  on  the  docket,  and  not  brought  to  a 
hearing,  three  hundred  and  Jwenty-four. 

During  the  past  year,  and  owing  to  the  press  of  business,  and  the  sitting  of  the  Circuit 
Court,  the  Hon.  Nathan  K  Hall,  of  the  Northern  District,  and  the  Hon.  Judge  Inger- 
eoll,  of  Connecticut,  was  designated  to  hold  the  terms  of  the  District  Court  under  the 
acts  of  July,  1850,  and  April,  1852— the  Hon.  Samuel  R.  Betts  holding  the  Circuit  Court, 
and  disposing  of  the  business  during  Judge  Nelson's  absence. 

On  the  common  law  side  of  theDistrict  Court  there  were  twenty-three  suits  com. 
menced.     Of  these,  two  were  disposed  of  and  twenty-one  are  still  pending. 

On  the  criminal  side  of  the  District  Court  there  were  presented  seventy-seven  indict- 
ments. Of  these,  four  were  dismissed,  sixteen  have  been  tried  and  disposed  ot]  and  fifty- 
seven  remains  to-be  tried. 

In  the  cases  argued  and  submitted  during  the  past  year.  Judge  Betts  decided  143  causes, 
and  gave  written  opinions  in  sixty-five  cases,  in  addition  to  those  decided  by  him  in  the 
Circuit  Court. 

Judge  Hall  decided  thirty-live  causes,  and  Judge  Ingersoll  forty-seven. 

Judge  Betts  has  decided  every  case  argued  before  him,  or  submitted  during  the  past 
year. 

Judge  Ingersoll  has  been  assigned  to  hold  the  Januaiy  term  of  the  District  Court,  and 
Judge  Hall  "the  February  term. 

Judge  Betts  will  take  up  the  unfinished  business  in  the  Circuit  Court,  while  Judge  Nel- 
son is  sitting  in  the  Supreme  Couit  at  Washington.

The  Commissioners,  Messrs.  Morton  and  Bridgham,  issued  one  hundred  and  four  war- 
rants during  the  year. 

These  were  on  complaints  of  murder,  manslaughter,  assault  with  dangerous  weapons, 
cruel  and  unusual  punishments,  endeavors  to  malie  a  revolt,  larceny  on  the  high  seas, 
opening  and  embezzling  letters,  <fec. 

Many  of  the  cases  were  taken  before  the  Grand  Jury,  in  session  at  the  time  of  issuing 
the  warrants,  and  were  disposed  of  by  indictments  being  found  or  the  complaints  dis- 
missed. 

Of  those  heard  and  determined  by  the  Commissioners,  twenty  .three  were  committed 
for  trial,  and  in  fifty-five  cases,  the  testimony  on  the  part  of  the  Umted  States  being  insuf- 
ficient, the  complaint  was  dismissed.

The  Statt 
supported  ]t!2,  the  City  16,  New  Jersey  State 
13,  Fiiends  31,  and  the  remainder  were  eup- 
poi'ted  by  the  Institution. 

FRIENDLESS  BOYS.  Transferred  to  New 
York  .luvenile  Asylum,  77  Grand  st. 

HOME  FOR  SAILORS'  CHILDREN.  On 
Stateu  Island,  near  the  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor 
O'oject,  To  give  a  home  and  correct  educa- 
tion to  the  bereaved  or  destitute  children  ol 
seamen, 

HOME  FOR  THE  FRIENDLESS.  E.  30lL 
St.,  bet.  Madison  Av.  and  Av.  4.  Opened  in 
1847.  Establislied  by  the  American  Feinah. 
Guardian  Society,  wliich  was  formed  in  18.34, 
.and  incorporated  in  1849.  Object,  To  atlbni 
a  place  and  means  of  protection  for  destitute 
i-espectable  females,  and  for  friendless  chil 
dren  of  both  sexes.  The  Society  is  princi- 
pally supported  by  voluntary  contribution-. 
It;  received  $393,0!t  from  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion last  year.  The  number  of  inmates  since

HOUSE  OF  REFUGE.  On  Randall's

■^tituted  1833,  This  iustitutton  Is  supported 
ijy  voluntary  contributions.  There  were  70 
inmates  last  year.

THE    EXECUTION,  ACKNOWLEDGMENT,  AND   KECORD- 
ING  OE  DEEDS. 

Execution. — Throughout  the  Union,  deeds — under  which  term  we 
shall  for  the  most  part  include  not  only  conveyances  of  real  property, 
but  also  mortgages,  and,  indeed,  powers  of  attorney  to  sell  and  conrey 
— are,  of  necessity,  in  writing.  They  must  be  signed  by  the  party  exe- 
cuting them.  In  a  few  of  the  states  it  is  not  essential  to  the  validitj 
of  a  deed  that  it  be  executed  in  the  presence  of  subscribing  witnesses ; 
but  attestation  by  one  or  two  witnesses  is  imperatively  required  in 
some,  and  is  always  desirable.  Deeds  were  required  at  common  law 
to  be  under  seal,  by  which  was  intended  an  impression  on  wax  or  wafer, 
or  other  tenacious  substance  capable  of  being  impressed.  This  rule  has 
now,  however,  been  greatly  relaxed.  In  a  number  of  the  states,  a  scroll 
drawn  with  the  pen  in  imitation  of  the  real  seal  is  received  in  place  of 
one ;  and  in  one  or  two,  neither  seal  nor  scroll  are  requisite  to  a  deed. 

These  formalities,  together  with  the  delivery  of  the  deed  to  the  gran- 
tee, will,  as  a  general  rule,  complete  the  transfer  of  the  property  accord- 
ing to  the  tenor  of  the  instrument,  whatever  that  may  be,  so  far  as  the 
immediate  parties  to  the  transaction  are  concerned.  But  in  order  to 
protect  fully  the  rights  of  others,  a  system  of  registry  of  deeds  has 
been  established  in  each  of  our  states ;  and  a  preliminary  condition  to 
the  registry  of  a  deed  is  the  acknowledgment  or  probate  of  it. 

Acknowledgment. — The  due  execution  of  a  deed  may  be  shown  bj 
the  acknowledgment  of  the  party  who  executed  it,  or  by  the  testimony 
of  a  subscribing  witness  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signature.  Under 
the  laws  of  nearly  every  state,  officers  are  authorized  to  receive  such 
acknowledgments  or  testimony,  and  to  certify  to  the  substance  of  them. 
These  officers  are  generally  justices  of  the  peace,  notaries  public,  judges, 
clerks  of  court,  and  others.  Where  the  party  who  has  executed  a  deed 
is  desirous  to  acknowledge  it,  he  appears  before  the  officer,  bringing 
with  him,  if  not  known  to  the  officer,  a  witness  to  prove  his  identity. 
No  great  strictness  of  proof  on  this  point  is  in  practice  required ;  but 
the  officer  must  be  satisfied  that  the  party  who  appears  before  him  is 
the  grantor  himself.  This  requisite  being  satisfied,  the  grantor  declares 
to  the  officer — "/  acknowledge  this  instrument  to  be  my  free  act  and 
deed;''''  or  uses  such  form  of  words  as  may  comply  with  the  statutor/ 
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requisitions  of  his  state.  The  officer  then  .writes  a  certificate,  which 
ought  always  to  be  indorsed  upon  or  annexed  to  the  deed,  stating  that 
upon  a  day  named,  the  grantor,  who  was  personally  known,  or  was 
proved  by  the  testimony  of  a  witness  (named)  to  be  the  person  de- 
scribed in  and  who  executed  the  deed,  personally  appeared  before  him, 
and  acknowledged  the  instrument  to  be  his  free  act  and  deed — he  signs 
the  certificate — affixes  his  official  or  private  seal  as  may  be  required, 
and  the  acknowledgment  is  complete.  In  the  case  of  proof  by  a  sub- 
scribing witness,  he  must  appear  before  the  officer,  and  declare  that  the 
grantor  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  the  deed  offerfed  for  proof,  in  wit- 
ness' presence,  and  acknowledged  to  him  that  it  was  his  free  act  and 
deed.  The  officer  must  draw  up  and  execute  a  certificate  of  this  testi- 
mony, conforming  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the  deed  is  then 
entitled  to  record. 

These  remarks  are  applicable  to  the  case  of  a  deed  executed  by  a 
man,  or  by  an  unmarried  woman.  But  when  a  deed  conveys  any  in- 
terest, whether  of  dower  or  otherwise,  held  by  a  wife,  the  provisions 
of  law  are  different.  They  throw  around  her  a  special  protection  ;  such 
that  while  in  other  cases  the  deed'is  valid  upon  execution,  and  acknow- 
ledgment is  only  a  requisite  to  registry,  the  interest  of  a  wife  who 
joins  in  it  will,  as  general  rule,  only  pass  upon  a  due  acknowledgment 
of  the  deed  by  her.  She  is  intended  to  be  protected  also  in  the  very 
form  of  the  acknowledgment.  This  differs  considerably  in  different 
states,  and  the  requirements  of  the  statute  in  each  state  must  be  very 
carefully  followed,  in  order  to  give  effect  to  the  deed.  But  as  a  general 
description  of  the  form  we  may  say,  that  the  officer  must  converse  with 
the  wife,  privately,  apart  from  her  husband,  and  out  of  his  hearing;  and 
her  acknowledgment  must  be  to  the  eflfect  that  she  executed  the  deed 
for  the  purposes  therein  named,  freely  and  voluntarily,  and  without 
compulsion,  threats,  fear,  or  other  undue  influence  exerted  by  her  hus- 
band. The  fact  of  the  private  examination,  and  the  substance  of  the 
acknowledgment,  should  appear  in  the  officer's  certificate.  There  are 
some  states  where  this  separate  examination  of  the  wife  is  not  required  ; 
and  in  the  others  it  is  practically  a  mere  form ;  but  it  is  an  important 
form,  and  the  certificate  must  show  that  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
have  been  substantially  complied  with,  else  the  deed  will  be  of  doubfe. 
ful  effect  in  respect  to  the  wife's  interest. 

A  certificate  of  acknowledgment  has  been  held  to  be  an  act  which 
may  be  corrected  or  amended  by  the  officer  who  made  it,  at  any  time 
during  his  term  of  office,  but  not  later.  If,  therefore,  the  deed  was  in 
■  fact  sufficiently  acknowledged,  but  the  ^icts  constituting  the  acknow- 
ledgment were  not  sufficiently  stated  in  the  certificate,  the  difficulty  may 
be  remedied,  even  upon  trial,  if  the  officer  can  be  found  to  correct  the 
certificate,  and  his  term  has  not  expired. 

Deeds  are  often  executed  out  of  the  limits  of  the  state  in  which  the 
lands  conveyed  by  them  are  situated.  The  statutes  of  each  state  spec- 
ify the  foreign  officers  who  may  take  acknowledgments  or  proof  of  such 
deeds.  They  are  principally — within  the  United  States,  notaries  public, 
judges,  and  clerks  of  various  courts,  mayors,  and  other  presiding  officers 
of  cities,  and  commissioners  of  deeds  appointed  by  the  governors  of 
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each  state  to  reside  and  act  in  the  others — and  without  the  United 
States,  ministers  and  consuls  of  our  national  government,  and  foreign 
notaries  public,  and  judges  or  courts  of  law.  The  appointment  of  com- 
missioners for  other  states  is  a  plan  adopted  for  the  special  purpose  of 
avoiding  inconvenience  in  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  executed  ia 
other  parts  of  the  Union.  Nearly  every  state  has  its  commissioners 
residing  in  the  cities  and  large  towns  of  the  other  states,  and  where 
circumstances  admit  of  the  acknowledgment  of  a  deed  before  one  of 
these  officers,  it  is  best  to  go  before  him. 

Recording. — The  execution  and  acknowledgment  having  been  per- 
fected according  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  the  duties  of  the 
grantor  have  been  performed,  and  the  deed  passes  wholly  into  the  charge 
of  the  grantee.  It  is  for  his  interest  to  have  it  immediately  recorded 
or  registered.  The  purpose  of  the  registry  of  deeds  is  to  enable  the 
owner  of  land  to  give  an  effectual  constructive  notice  to  all  the  world, 
of  his  title.  This  is  very  desirable.  For  it  is  the  doctrine  of  the  law 
in  this  country,  that  a  deed  is  only  valid  against  creditors  of  the  grantor, 
or  subsequent  purchasers  from  him,  for  a  valuable  consideration,  when 
they  have  actual  or  constructive  notice  of  the  existence  and  purport  of 
the  deed.  So  that  while  a  deed  remains  unrecorded,  it  is  in  the  power 
of  the  creditors  of  the  grantor  to  enforce  their  remedies  for  the  collec- 
tion of  debt  againt  the  land  (except  perhaps  that  they  will  be  required 
to  resort  to  other  property  of  the  grantor  if  it  be  available),  or  of  the 
grantor  himself  to  sell  the  land  over  again  to  another  person,  provided 
the  creditors  or  the  new  grantee  were  ignorant  of  the  prior  deed.  But 
by  placing  the  deed  upon  record,  the  grantee  makes  it  so  far  public,  that 
all  persons  concerned  are  held  responsible  to  examine  it,  and  take 
notice  of  its  operation. 

In  the  system  of  registry  adopted  in  most  part  of  our  states,  there 
is  in  each  county  an  office  where  all  instruments  affecting  the  title  to 
real  property  lying  within  the  county,  may,  if  properly  certified,  be 
recorded.  This  office  is  under  the  charge  of  the  clerk  of  some  court 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  county,  in  which  case  the  clerk's  office 
serves  the  purpose  of  his  office  for  the  registry  of  deeds,  or  of  a  special 
officer  known  indifferently  as  the  recorder  or  register  of  deeds.  Deeds 
are  left  with  the  clerk  or  register  for  record,  are  copied  into  volumes 
by  the  officer  or  his  deputies,  and  when  carefully  examined  are  re- 
turned to  the  grantee.  The  record,  or  an  authenticated  copy  of  it, 
is  then  evidence  of  the  contents  of  the  deed.  Where  a  deed  is  exe- 
cuted by  attorney,  the  power  of  attorney  duly  acknowledged  must  be 
recorded  with  it. 

If  a  deed  is  executed  by  several  grantors  (the  case  of  husband  and 
wife  not  being  here  included),  the  acknowledgment  of  one  of  them  will 
generally  entitle  the  deed  to  be  recorded ;  and  it  has  been  held  that 
when  it  is  thus  fairly  upon  the  record,  the  notice  is  effectual  as  to  all 
persons.  The  notice  takes  effect  in  general  from  the  date  when  the 
deed  is  delivered  to  the  recording  officer  to  be  registered.  The 
laws  of  some  states  prescribe  that  when  a  deed  is  recorded  within  a 
specified  time,  after  execution  or  delivery,  the  record  shall  relate  back 
to  that  date.     Even  where  no  such  time  is  specified,  it  is  probable 
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that  the  recording  of  a  deed,  if  promptly  secured  after  delivery,  would 
be  sustained,  and  the  doctrine  of  relation  similarly  applied  to  it. 

These  explanations  are  only  intended  to  illustrate  those  general  fea- 
tures of  the  law  upon  this  subject  which  are  common  to  nearly  all  the 
states.  Many  deviations  are  found  in  tiie  statutes  of  particular  states, 
as  will  be  seen  below.  In  particular  we  may  notice  that  in  some 
parts  of  the  Union  the  acknowledgment,  and  even  the  recording  of  a 
deed  are  apparently  considered,  not  merely  as  a  mode  by  which  the 
grantee  may  give  notice  of  the  transfer,  but  as  important  steps  in  that 
transfer  itself.  The  following  is  a  concise  stateqjent  of  the  statute 
provisions  peculiar  to  each  state. 

Alabama. — No  witness  is  necessary  when  the  deed  is  acknowledged 
by  the  grantor;  without  a  subscribing  witness,  however,  it  is  of  course 
impracticable  to  prove  the  execution.  Deeds  are  under  seal ;  but  a 
scroll  of  the  pen  is  equivalent  to  a  seal,  and  instruments  purporting 
on  their  face  to  be  sealed  are  deemed  such,  whether  the  seal  is  added 
or  not. 

Deeds  must  be  duly  acknowledged  or  proved  before  they  can  be 
recorded.  The  acknowledgment  may  be  taken  by  a  judge  of  the 
county  court,  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  any  notary  public  in  the 
county  for  which  he  is  commissioned,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace. 
The  wife  of  a  grantor  joining  with  him  in  a  deed  need  not  necessarily 
be  privately  examined.  If  she  joins  in  the  execution  in  the  presence 
of  two  or  more  witnesses,  or  acknowledges  the  execution  before  a  com- 
petent officer,  it  is  effectual  to  bar  her  right  of  dower. 

Conveyances  should  be  immediately  recorded ;  and  if  not  recorded 
within  six  months,  they  will  be  void  as  against  a  subsequent  bonajide 
purchaser  or  mortgagee  without  notice. 

Arkansas. — Deeds  must  be  executed  in  presence  of  two  witnesses, 
and  sealed. 

They  may  be  acknowledged  within  the  state,  before  the  supreme 
or  circuit  court,  or  a  judge  or  clerk  thereof,  or  before  the  county  court  or 
the  presiding  judge  thereof,  or  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary 
public.  They  may  be  acknowledged  without  the  state ;  if  within  the 
United  States,  before  any  court  having  a  seal,  or  before  the  clerk  of 
such  a  court,  or  before  the  chief  officer  of  any  city  or  town  who  have 
an  official  seal ;  or  if  without  the  United  States,  then  before  any  court 
having  a  seal,  or  any  chief  officer  of  a  city  or  town  who  has  an  official 
seal.  The  acknowledgment  must  be  certified  under  official  seal ;  or 
if  there  is  none,  under  the  officer's  official  signature.  The  grantor 
must  acknowledge  that  he  executed  the  deed  for  the  consideration  and 
purposes  therein  set  forth.  A  married  woman  must  voluntarily  appear 
before  the  officer  in  the  absence  of  her  husband,  and  declare  that  she 
has,  of  her  own  free  will,  executed  the  instrument,  or  signed  and  sealed 
the  relinquishment  of  dower,  for  the  purposes  therein  contained  and 
set  forth,  without  compulsion  or  undue  influence  of  her  husband. 

Deeds  should  be  recorded  by  the  recorder  of  the  county  in  which 
the  land  lies.     {^Digest,  p.  2Q4,  &  seq.) 
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California, — Deeds  must  be  signed  by  the  party  executing,  but 
Hjeither  seal  nor  witnesses  seem  to  be  absolutely  essential. 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  taken  ;  if  within  the  state,  by  a  judge 
or  clerk  of  any  court  having  a  seal,  or  by  a  notary  public  or  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  proper  county;  if  elsewhere  within  the  United  States, 
by  a  judge  or  clerk  of  any  court  having  a  seal,  or  by  a  California  com- 
missioner within  the  state  for  which  he  is  commissioned ;  if  without 
the  United  States,  then  by  a  judge  or  clerk  of  any  court  of  any  state, 
kingdom,  or  empire,  having  a  seal,  or  by  a  notary  public,  or  by  any 
minister,  commissioner,  or  consul  of  the  United  States  appointed  to 
reside  therein.  The  certificate  of  acknowledgment,  if  granted  by  a 
judge  or  clerk,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  court,  if  by 
an  officer  having  an  official  seal,  then  under  his  hand  and  such  seal. 
The  wife  in  California  has  no  dower;  but  when  she  joins  with  her  hus- 
band in  conveying  land  held  in  her  right,  she  should  be  examined 
apart  from  and  out  of  the  hearing  of  her  husband ;  should  be  made  ac- 
quainted by  the  officer  with  the  contents  of  the  conveya,nce,  and  ac- 
knowledge that  she  executed  the  same  freely  and  voluntarily,  without 
fear,  or  compulsion,  or  undue  influence  of  her  husband,  and  that  she 
does  not  wish  to  retract  the  execution  of  the  same. 

The  acknowledgment  and  recording  of  a  deed  appear  to  be  requisite 
to  give  it  effect. 

Connecticut. — Deeds  must  be  in  Avriting  under  seal,  subscribed  by 
the  party  executing  them,  and  attested  by  two  witnesses.  By  act  of 
1851,  the  addition  of  the  word  ''seal,"  or  of  the  scroll  [l.  s.],  are 
either  of  them  equivalent  to  a  seal. 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  made  within  the  state,  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  a  notary  public,  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court  or  of  a 
district  court  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  supreme  or  superior  court 
or  court  of  common  pleas,  or  county  court  of  the  state,  or  before  the 
commissioner  of  the  school  fund,  or  a  commissioner  of  deeds,  or  county 
commissioner  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  lies.  Without  the  state 
the  acknowledgment  may  be  made  before  a  United  States  consul,  a 
notary  public,  or  a  justice  of-  the  peace  ;  or,  in  another  of  the  United 
States,  before  a  Connecticut  commissioner.  The  wife  of  the  grantor 
need  not  be  separately  examined.  ' 

The  deed  must  be  recorded  at  length  by  the  register  or  town-clerk 
of  the  town  where  the  lands  are  situated. 

Delaware, — Deeds  must  be  in  writing,  under  seal,  and  should  be 
attested  by  two  witnesses.  Under  the  decisions  of  the  superior  court, 
a  scroll  of  the  pen  is  equivalent  to  a  seal,  at  least  where  the  parties  to 
the  instrument  reside  within  the  state. 

A  deed  may  be  acknowledged  by  any  party  to  it,  or  his  attorney, 
or  proved  by  a  subscribing  witness.  If  acknowledged  by  a  party,  it 
may  be  in  the  superior  court  or  before  the  chancellor,  or  any  judge 
or  notary  public,  or  before  two  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  same 
county.  A  deed  may  be  acknowledged  in  the  superior  court  by  at 
torney,  by  virtue  of  a  power  either  contained  in  the  deed  or  separate 
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from  it ;  or  may  be  proved  in  that  court  by  a  subscribing  witness. 
A  married  woman  who  executes  a  deed  to  which  her  husband  is  a 
party,  must  acknowledge,  upon  a  private  examination,  apart  from  her 
husband,  that  she  executed  it  willingly,  without  compulsion  or  threats, 
or  fear  of  her  husband's  displeasure.  Her  examination  aiay  be  taken 
in  any  county,  before  the  chancellor,  or  any  judge  or  notary  public,  or 
two  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  same  county.  The  certificate  of  any 
acknowledgment,  proof,  or  private  examination,  if  taken  in  court  must 
be  authenticated  under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  clerk  or  pro^ 
.  thonotary  ;  if  taken  before  the  chancellor  or  other  officer,  as  already 
mentioned,  it  must  be  certified  under  his  hand,  ^f  taken  before  two 
justices,  they  must  be  together,  and  must  make  a  joint  certificate. 
An  acknowledgment,  proof,  or  private  examination  may  be  taken,  out 
of  the  state,  before  a  judge  of  any  district  or  circuit  court  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  chancellor  or  any  judge  of  a  court  of  record  of 
any  state,  territory,  or  country,  or  the  chief  officer  of  any  city  or 
borough,  or  within  the  United  States,  by  a  Delaware  commissioner. 
It  must  then  be  certified  under  the  hand  of  such  officer,  and  his 
official  seal ;  or  the  acknowledgment  or  proof  may  be  taken  in  any 
court  above  mentioned,  and  certified  under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  or 
other  officer,  and  the  seal  of  the  court.  In  case  of  a  certificate  by  a 
judge,  the  seal  of  his  court  may  be  affixed  to  his  certificate,  or  to  a 
certificate  of  attestation  of  the  clerk  or  keeper  of  the  seal. 

Deeds  are  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office  for  the  county  where  the 
lands  lie.  If  lodged  in  the  office  for  record,  within  one  year  after  seal- 
ing and  delivery,  a  deed  or  letter  of  attorney  must  be  recorded  by  the 
officer.  But  after  the  1st  January,  1854,  no  deed  is  to  be  allowed  to  be 
recorded,  unless  lodged  within  the  year.  This  limitation,  however,  is 
inapplicable  to  a  written  contract«for  the  conveyance  of  lands  executed 
by  a  deceased  person,  and  proved  with  a  view  to  apply  to  his  executor 
or  administrator  for  its  fulfillment. 

Florida. — Deeds  must  be  under  seal,  and  delivered  in  the  presence 
of  two  witnesses.  A  dower  right  is  only  barred  when  the  wife  joins 
in  the  conveyance  for  the  purpose  of  relinquishing  it,  or  executes  a 
separate  instrument  relinquishing  it,  under  her  hand  and.  seal,  and  in 
presence  of  two  witnesses. 

The  acknowledgment,  if  taken  within  the  state,  must  be  before  the 
officer  authorized  to  record  the  conveyance,  or  before  some  judicial 
officer  of  the  state ;  if  taken  without  the  state,  then  before  a  Florida 
commissioner.  A  relinquishment  of  dower  is  only  valid  when  accom- 
panied by  an  acknowledgment  taken  before  a  judicial  officer  of  the 
state,  when  it  is  made  therein,  on  her  examination  separate  and  apart 
from  her  husband,  to  the  effect  that  the  relinquishment  is  made  freely 
and  voluntarily,  without  any  compulsion,  constraint,  apprehension,  or 
fear  of,  or  from  her  husband.  Unless  acknowledged  as  above,  or  proved 
by  a  subscribing  witness,  no  deed  can  be  recorded. 

Deeds  should  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  recorder  of  deeds  of  the 
county  where  the  lands  lie. — (See  Thomjpson' s  Dig..,  pp.  167-181.) 
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Georgia. — Deeds  must  be  executed  under  hand  and  seal  in  the  pres- 
ence of  two  witnesses,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  justice  of  the  peace  or 
notary  public.     A  scroll  is  equivalent  to  a  seal. 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  the 
chief  justice,  or  an  associate  justice  or  clerk  of  the  superior  court. 
Deeds  made  out  of  the  state  may  be  recorded  on  proof  by  a  subscrib- 
ing witness  before  one  of  the  above-mentioned  officers,  or  on  proof  or 
acknowledgment  before  a  Georgia  commissioner  for  the  state  where  it 
is  executed,  or  before  a  consul  or  vice-consul  of  the  United  States, 
certifying  under  official  seal.  When  the  wife  joins  in  a  conveyance  of 
land  held  in  her  fight,  she  must,  on  a  private  examination,  acknowledge 
and  agree  that  she  did  of  her  own  free  will  and  accord,  subscribe,  seal, 
and  deliver  the  deed,  with  an  intention  thereby  to  renounce,  give  up, 
and  forever  quit  claim  all  her  interest  of,  into,  and  to  the  lands  or 
tenements  therein  mentioned.  Unless  the  land  was  held  by  the  hus- 
band in  the  wife's  right,  this  examination  and  acknowledgment  are 
unnecessary.— (^c^  0/ 1826,  Cobb's  Dig.  171.) 

Deeds  must  be  registered  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  the  county 
where  the  lands  lie,  within  twelve  months  from  their  date. 

Illinois. — Deeds  must  be  under  seal,  but  a  scroll  is  equivalent  to  one. 

Deeds  may  be  acknowledged  before  any  judge  or  justice  of  the 
supreme  or  district  court  of  the  United  States ;  or  of  a  supreme, 
superior,  or  circuit  court  of  any  state  or  territory ;  or  before  any 
Illinois  commissioner ;  or  any  clerk  of  a  court  of  record,  mayor  of  a 
city,  or  notary  public,  certifying  under  seal  of  office  of  such  clerk, 
mayor,  or  notary.  The  officer  who  takes  the  acknowledgment  of  a 
married  woman,  shall  acquaint  her  with  the  contents  of  the  deed,  and 
shall  examine  her  separately  and  apart  from  her  husband,  whether  she 
executed  the  same  and  relinquished  her  dower  to  the  laiids  and  tene- 
ments therein  mentioned,  voluntarily,  freely,  and  without  compulsion 
of  her  husband  ;  and  her  acknowledgment  of  this  must  appear  from  his 
certificate. — {Rev.  Statutes,  p.  106,  &  seq.  Statutes  o/1847,  p.  37.) 

Indiana. — A  scroll  may  be  used  for  a  seal. 

The  acknowledgment  of  a  deed,  or  proof  by  a  subscribing  witness, 
may  be  made  within  the  state,  before  any  supreme  or  circuit  judge, 
justice  of  the  peace,  notary  public,  or  mayor  of  a  city  ^  or  elsewhere 
within  the  United  States,  before  any  judge  of  a  supreme  or  circuit 
court,  or  court  of  common  pleas,  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  mayor, 
or  recorder  of  a  city,  notary  public,  or  Indiana  commissioner ;-  or 
beyond  the  United  States,  before  a  minister,  charge  ofaffaires,  or 
consul  of  the  United  States.  No  separate  examination  of  a  married 
woman  is  now  necessary. — [Rev.  Statutes,  1852,  ch.  23.) 

The  deed  must  be  recorded  in  the  county  where  the  land  is  situated, 
within  ninety  days.     It  should  be  recorded  immediately. 

Iowa. — Private  seals  are  abolished.  Neither  seal  nor  scroll  affects 
the  instrument  in  any  respect. 

The  acknowledgment  or  proof  of  a  deed  may  be  made  within  the 
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state,  before  any  court  having  a  seal,  or  a  justice  or  clerk  thereof,  of 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public ;  or  without  the  state, 
before  a  court  of  record  or  officer  holding  the  seal  of  one,  or  before  a 
notary  public  or  Iowa  commissioner.  The  authentication  of  the  certif- 
icate must  be  in  the  mode  in  which  the  officer  authenticates  his  most 
formal  acts.  The  certificate  of  an  acknowledgment  must  state  :  1.  The 
title  of  the  court  or  officer  before  whom  the  acknowledgment  was 
taken.  2.  That  the  person  acknowledging  was  personally  known  to 
the  officer,  or  to  at  least  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court,  taking  the  ac- 
knowledgment to  be  the  identical  person  subscribing  the  deed,  or  that 
his  identity  was  proved  by  at  least  one  credible  Vvitness  named  in 
the  certificate.  3.  That  he  acknowledged  the  instrument  to  be  his 
free  act  and  deed.  The  certificate  of  proof  must  embody  these  re- 
quisites as  nearly  as  the  case  may  admit ;  it  should  show  the  reason 
why  the  acknowledgment  of  the  grantor  could  not  be  procured,  the 
names  of  the  witnesses  who  testified,  and  that  they  are  credible,  and 
also  that  the  matters  said  to  have  been  testified  to  are  satisfactorily 
proved.  Unless  a  deed  is  thus  acknowledged  or  proved  it  can  not  be 
recorded. 

Deeds  must  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  recorder  of  the  county  in 
which  the  lands  lie,  in  order  to  be  effectual  against  subsequent  pur- 
chasers for  a  valuable  consideration,  without  notice. 

Ketsttucky. — Neither  seal  nor  scroll  is  requisite  to  a  deed,  unlesa 
executed  by  a  corporation.     There  should  be  two  witnesses. 

Deeds  executed  within  the  state  can  be  acknowledged  before  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court.  Or  it  may  be  proved  by  one  of  the  sub- 
scribing witnesses  if  he  can  prove  the  attestation  of  the  other ;  or  by 
proof  by  two  witnesses  that  the  two  subscribing  witnesses  are  either 
dead  or  out  of  the  state,  and  proof  of  the  signature  of  one  of  them, 
and  of  the  grantor.  In  such  case  the  witnesses'  names  must  be  stated 
in  the  certificate.  A  deed  executed  out  of  Kentucky,  but  within  the 
United  States,  may  be  acknowledged  before  a  judge,  and  certified  un- 
der the  seal  of  his  court,  or  before  a  clerk  of  a  court,  mayor  of  a  city, 
secretary  of  state,  or  commissioner  of  deeds  for  Kentucky,  and  certi"> 
fied  under  his  official  seal. 

Deeds  executed  out  of  the  United  States  may  be  acknowledged  or 
proved  before^ny  minister,  consul,  or  secretary  of  legation  of  the  United 
States,  or  by  the  secretary  of  foreign  affairs,  or  judge  of  a  superior 
court  of  the  nation  where  acknowledged.  If  a  married  woman  is  a 
grantor,  the  officer  must  explain  to  her  the  contents  and  eifect  of  the 
deed,  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband  ;  and  she  must  also  declare 
that  she  did  freely  and  voluntarily  execute  it,  and  is  willing  that  it  should 
be  recorded.  These  facts  should  appear  in  the  certificate,  unless  the 
acknowledgment  is  taken  within  the  State,  when  the  officer  may  simply 
certify  that  the  acknowledgment  was  made  before  him,  and  its  date, 
and  it  will  be  presumed  that  the  law  was  complied  with. 

All  deeds  other  than  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust,  must  be  lodged 
for  record  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  the  land,  or  the  greater 
part  of  it,  lies.     If  the  deed  is  executed  by  a  resident  of  Kentucky,  this 
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must  be  done  within  eight  months.  The  time  is  extended  to  twelva 
months  if  he  resides  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  and  to  eighteen 
months  if  he  resides  out  of  the  Union.  If  not  lodged  for  record  within 
the  time  limited,  deeds  are  only  good  against  creditors  and  subsequent 
bona  ,Jide  purchasers  for  a  valuable  consideration,  from  the  time  when 
they  are  lodged  for  record. — (See  Rev.,  Code,  196,  &  sey.) 

LotrisiANA. — The  law  of  Louisiana  is  quite  different  from  that  of  tho 
'other  states.  The  instruments  by  which  real  property  is  oonveyed  are 
there  termed  acts  of  sale,  and  are  divided  into  private  acts  and  authen- 
tic acts.  Private  acts  are  executed  merely  under  the  hands  of  the 
parties.  Authentic  acts  are  those  where  the  parties  appear  before  a 
notary  public,  who  reduces  the  contract  to  writing,  and  signs  it  together 
with  the  parties.  This  must  be  done  in  the  presence  of  two  male  wit- 
nesses, at  least  fourteen  years  of  age. 

Acts  of  sale,  in  order  to  have  etfect  against  third  persons,  must  be 
recorded  in. the  office  of  the  recorder;  and  if  under  private  signature 
should  be  acknowledged  by  the  parties  or  witnesses. 

Maine. — Deeds  must  be  sealed  with  a  real  seal.  It  is  usual  and  de- 
sirable to  have  them  attested  by  one  or  two  witnesses  ;  but  a  deed  may 
be  valid  without  one.  i 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the 
state,  or  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate,  or  notary  public, 
or  Maine  commissioner  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  or  before 
any  minister  or  consul  of  the  United  States,  or  notary  public,  in  a  foreign 
country. 

Maryland. — Deeds  must  be  under  seal  or  scroll,  and  must  be 
stamped.  A  married  woman  executing  a  deed  must  not  only  acknow- 
ledge it  before  the  proper  officer,  but  must  sign  and  seal  it  before  him, 
and  out  of  the  presence  and  hearing  of  her  husband. 

Deeds  may  be  acknowledged  before  any  chief  or  associate  judge  of 
the  district  within  which  the  land  lies,  or  before  any  two  justices  of 
the  peace  in  their  county.     Acknowledgments  may  be  taken  out  of  the 
state,  before  any  justice  of  the  United  States  Court,  or  judge  of  a  court 
of  record ;    they  must,  in  such  case,  be  certified  by  the  judge  taking 
the  acknowledgment  under  his  hand ;    and  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall 
certify  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  court,  that  the  officer  taking 
the  acknowledgment  is  a  judge  of  the  court,  duly  commissioned  and 
qualified  at  the  time  of  taking  the  acknowledgment.     Consuls  and  vice- 
consuls  of  the  United  States  may  take  acknowledgments  of  persons 
within  their  consulates,  certifying  under  their  official  seals.     Whatever 
officer  takes  an  acknowledgment,  must  embody  in  his  certificate  the 
fact  that  he  was  satisfied  as  to  the  identity  of  the  person  making  it. 
In  case  a  married  woman  executes  the  deed,  the  officer  must  examine 
her  out  of  the  presence  and  hearing  of  her  husband,  and  she  must 
declare  that  she  executed  it  freely  and  voluntarily,  and  without  being 
induced  to  do  so  by  fear  or  threats  of  or  ill  usage  by  her  husband,  or 
by  fear  of  his  displeasure.     These  facts  must  appear  in  the  certificate. 
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Massachusetts. — Conveyances  may  be  made  by  deed  under  real 
seal,  and  duly  acknowledged  and  recorded. 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  made  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  Massachusetts — or  before  any  Massachusetts  commissioner  in  another 
state — or  before  a  United  States  minister  or  consul  in  any  foreign 
country,  or  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate,  or  notary  pub- 
lie  within  the  United  States,  or  abroad.  The  certificate  of  acknowledg- 
ment, under  the  hand  of  the  officer,  must  be  indorsed  upon  the  deed. 
The  wife  of  a  grantor  need  not  be  separately  examined,  but  her  dower 
is  barred  if  she  joins  in  the  conveyance. 

Deeds  are  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  county  where  the 
land  lies. 

Michigan. — Conveyances  of  land  may  be  made  by  deed  signed  and 
sealed  by  the  grantor  or  his  attorney,  and  duly  acknowledged  or  proved, 
■without  any  other  act.  A  wife  is  not  bound  by  any  covenant  in  the 
joint  deed  of  herself  and  husband,  conveying  her  real  estate.  The  exe- 
cution of  deeds  executed  within  the  state  must  be  attested  by  two  sub- 
scribing witnesses.  A  deed  executed  out  of  the  state  may  be  executed 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  district,  or  foreign  coun- 
try in  which  it  is  done. 

In  the  case  of  a  deed  executed  within  the  state,  the  parties  may  ac- 
knowledge it  before  any  judge  or  commissioner  of  a  court  of  record,  or 
before  any  notary  public,  justice  of  the  peace,  or  master  in  chancery 
within  the  state ;  the  officer  must  indorse  a  certificate  of  the  acknow- 
ledgment, and  the  time  and  date  of  making  it,  under  his  hand.  The 
acknowledgment  of  a  married  woman  residing  within  the  state  must 
be  taken  separately  and  apart  from  her  husband,  and  she  must  acknow- 
ledge that  she  executed  the  deed  freely,  and  without  fear  or  compulsion 
from  any  one.  In  case  of  a  deed  executed  out  of  Michigan,  but  in  the 
United  States,  the  execution  may  be  acknowledged  before  any  judge  of 
a  court  of  record,  a  notary  public,  justice  of  the  peace,  master  in  chan- 
cery or  other  officer  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  or 
district,  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  or  before  any  Michigan 
commissioner.  Unless  the  acknowledgment  is  taken  before  a  Michigan 
commissioner,  there  must  be  attached  a  certificate  of  the  clerk,  or  other 
proper  certifying  officer,  of  some  court  of  record  for  the  county  or  dis- 
trict within  which  the  acknowledgment  was  taken,  given  under  his  offi- 
cial seal,  that  the  person  subscribing  the  certificate  was  at  the  date  of 
it  such  officer  as  he  described  himself  to  be,  that  he  believes  his  signa- 
ture to  be  genuine,  and  that  the  deed  is  executed  according  to  the  laws 
of  the  state,  territory,  or  district.  In  case  of  a  deed  executed  in  a 
foreign  country,  it  may  be  acknowledged  by  any  notary  public,  or  any 
minister  plenipotentiary,  extraordinary  or  resident,  any  charge  d'affaires^ 
commissioner,  or  consul  of  the  United  States,  appointed  to  reside 
therein.  The  acknowledgment,  by  a  married  woman  residing  out  of 
the  state,  of  a  deed  in  which  she  joins  with  her  husband,  may  be  the 
same  as  if  she  were  sole.  The  acknowledgment  must  be  certified  upon 
the  deed  by  the  officer  under  his  hand ;  and  if  taken  before  a  notary, 
then  also  under  his  official  seal. 
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Deeds  must  be  recorded  by  the  register  of  deed's  of  the  county  where 
the  lands  lie. 

Mississippi. — Deeds  must  be  sealed  with  a  real  seal,  and  attested 
by  two  subscribing  witnesses. 

They  may  be  acknowledged  or  proved,  within  the  state,  before  a 
judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state,  or  a  justice  of  the  county 
court,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  notary  public  of  the  county  in  which 
the  lands,  or  some  part  of  them,  lie.  The  certificate  must  be  written 
upon  or  under  the  deed,  and  signed  by  the  officer.  A  married  woman 
must  acknowledge,  on  a  private  examination  apart  from  her  husband, 
that  she  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  the  deed,  as  her  voluntary  act  and 
deed,  freely,  without  any  fear,  threats,  or  compulsion  of  her  husband. 
This  acknowledgment  must  be  stated  in  the  certificate.  Acknowledg- 
ments made  out  of  Mississippi,  but  within  the  Union,  may  be  before 
any  judge  or  justice  of  the  United  States  supreme  or  district  court,  or 
of  tiie  supreme  or  superior  court  of  any  state  or  territory.  In  foreign 
countries,  deeds  may  be  acknowledged  before  any  court  of  law,  or 
mayor,  or  other  chief  magistrate  of  any  city,  borough,  or  corporation, 
and  certified  as  such  acts  are  usually  authenticated  by  them. 

Deeds  are  recorded  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  where  the 
land  lies. 

Missouri. — Deeds  must  be  under  seal  (or  scroll),  and  subscribed  by 
the  grantor. 

They  may  be  acknowledged  or  proved  within  the  state  before  a 
court  having  a  seal,  or  before  a  jfidge,  justice,  or  clerk  thereof,  or  some 
notary  public  or  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  where  the  land  lies. 
They  may  be  acknowledged  or  proved  elsewhere,  within  the  United 
States,  before  any  court  having  a  seal,  or  before  the  clerk  of  such  a 
court,  or  before  a  Missouri  commissioner — and  in  foreign  countries 
before  any  court  having  a  seal,  or  before  the  mayor  of  any  city  having 
an  official  seal.  The  party  acknowledging  must  be  personally  known 
to  the  officer,  or  to  one  judge  of  the  court  taking  the  certificate,  or  his 
identity  proved  by  two  credible  witnesses,  and  this  fact  must  be  stated 
in  the  certificate,  which  must  be  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  officer. 
Relinquishments  of  dower  may  be  taken  before  any  of  the  officers  above 
mentioned ;  but  the  acknowledgment,  by  a  married  woman,  of  a  deed 
conveying  her  separate  estate  can  be  taken  only  by  some  court,  judge, 
or  clerk  authorized  to  take  acknowledgments  in  other  cases.  In  either 
case  the  wife  must  be  made  acquainted  with  the  contents  of  the  deed, 
and  acknowledge,  on  an  examination  apart  from  her  husband,  that  she 
executed  the  same  (and  relinquishes  her  dower  in  the  real  estate  therein 
mentioned — unless  the  deed  conveys  her  separate  estate)  freely,  and 
without  compulsion  or  undue  influence  of  her  husband  ;  all  of  which  must 
be  stated  in  the  certificate. 

New  Hampshire. — Deeds  must  be  sealed  with  a  real  seal,  and  at- 
tested by  two  witnesses. 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  notary 
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public,  or  commissioner,  or  before  a  minister  or  consul' of  the  United 
States  in  a  foreign  country.     The  wife  need  not  be  separately  examined. 
They  must  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  county  iu 
■which  the  land  lies. 

New  Jersey. — A  real  seal  is  necessary  to  a  deed. 

The  acknowledgment  or  proof  may  be  made  within  the  state,  before 
the  chancellor,  or  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  or  a  master  in 
chancery,  or  a  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  any  county. 
If  made  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  it  may  be  before  a  judge 
of  the  supreme  or  district  courts  of  the  United  States,  or  befoi-e  any 
judge  or  justice  of  the  supreme  or  superior  court  of  any  state  or 
territory,  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  before  any  judge  of  a  dis- 
trict or  circuit  court  of  any  state,  or  before  any  mayor  or  chief  magis- 
trate of  a  city  certifying  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  or  before  a  judge 
of  any  court  of  common  pleas.  In  the  latter  case  a  certificate,  under 
the  great  seal  of  the  state,  or  the  seal  of  the  county  court  of  which  * 
the  judge  is  a  member,  to  the  effect  that  he  is  such  judge  as  he  is 
stated  to  be  in  his  certificate  of  acknowledgment,  must  be  annexed  to 
the  deed,  and  is  deemed  sufficient  evidence  of  his  authority.  Acknow- 
ledgments may  be  made  in  a  foreign  country,  before  any  court  of  law,' 
or  chief  magistrate  of  a  city,  borough,  or  corporation,  of  such  country, 
and  must  be  authenticated  as  such  acts  are  usually  authenticated  by 
them.  The  officer  who  takes  an  acknowledgment  must  make  known 
the  contents  of  the  deed  to  the  person  acknowledging  it.  A  married 
woman  must  acknowledge,  upon  a  private  examination,  apart  from  her 
husband,  that  she  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered,  the  instrument  as  her 
voluntary  act  and  deed,  freely  and  without  any  fear,  threats,  or  com- 
pulsion of  her  husband,  and  this  must  be  stated  in  the  certificate. 

Deeds  thus  acknowledged  or  proved  and  certified,  may  be  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county 
in  which  the  lands  lie. — {Rev.  Statutes,  639.      S.  Laws  of  1850,  70.) 

New  York. — Peeds   must  be  subscribed  by  the  party  executing^ 
them,  and  sealed  with  a  real  seal,  and  unless  acknowledged  they  must 
be  attested  by  one  or  more  subscribing  witnesses  ;  at  least  this  attesta- 
tion is  requisite  to  give  effect  to  them  as  against  purchasers  or  incum- 
brancers. 

Acknowledgment  or  proof,  if  made  within  the  state,  may  be  before 
justices  of  the  supreme  or  county  courts,  before  a  mayor  or  recorder 
of  a  city,  or  before  commissioners  of  deeds  or  justices  of  the  peace  in 
towns.  But  no  county  judge  nor  commissioner  of  deeds  can  take 
acknowledgments  or  proof  out  of  his  county.  Nor  can  a  conveyance 
proved  or  acknowledged  before  a  county  judge  not  of  the  degree  of 
counselor  at  law,  or  before  a  commissioner  for  a  county  or  city,  be 
recorded  or  read  in  evidence  in  any  other  county  than  that  in  which 
the  judge  or  commissioner  shall  reside,  unless  there  is  subjoined  to  the 
certificate  of  proof  or  acknowledgment  a  certificate  under  the  hand 
and  official  seal  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  that  the  judge  or  commis- 
eloner  was  at  the  time  of  taking  the  acknowledgment  or  proof,  duly 
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authorized  to  take  it,  and  that  the  clerk  is  well  acquainted  with  the 
officer's  handwriting,  and  verily  believes  the  signature  to  his  certificate 
to  be  genuine.  The  acknowledgment  of  a  married  woman  residing 
within  the  state  must  be  taken  upon  a  private  examination,  apart  from 
her  husband,  and  she  must  acknowledge  that  she  executed  it  freely,  and 
without  any  fear  or  compulsion  of  her  husband.  When  an  acknowl- 
edgment or  proof  is  taken  out  of  New  York,  but  -«|jthin  the  United 
States,  it  may  be  before  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  supreme  or  dis- 
trict courts  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  supreme,  superior,  or 
circuit  court  of  any  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  acting  withia 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  to  which  such  judge  or  justice  belongs,  or 
before  the  mayor  of  any  city.  Or  they  may  be  taken  before  any  New 
York  commissioner,  within  the  city  or  county  within  which  he  resided 
at  the  time  of  his  appointment ;  in  which  case  his  certificate  must  state 
the  day  on  which,  or  the  city,  or  town,  and  county  within  which  the 
acknowledgment  or  proof  was  taken,  and  there  shall  be  subjoined  to 
it  a  certificate  under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  secretary  of  state 
of  New  York,  to  the  effect  that  the  commissioner  was  at  the  time  of 
taking  the  acknowledgment  or  proof,  authorized  to  take  it,  and  that 
the  secretary  is  acquainted  with  the  handwriting  of  the  commissioner, 
or  has  compared  the  signature  to  his  certificate  with  'his  signature 
deposited  in  the  secretary's  office,  and  has  compared  the  impression  of 
the  seal  affixed  to  the  certificate  with  the  impression  of  the  seal  of  the 
commissioner  deposited  in  his  office,  and  that  he  verily  believes  both 
to  be  genuine.  Or  they  may  be  taken  before  any  officer  of  a  state  or 
territory  authorized  by  its  laws  to  take  the  proof  or  acknowledgment 
of  deeds  ;  but  in  this  case  there  must  be  subjoined  to  the  certificate  of 
acknowledgment  or  proof  a  certificate  under  the  name  and  official  seal 
of  the  clerk,  register,  recorder,  or  a  prothonotary  of  the  county  in 
which  such  officer  resides,  specifying  that  he  was  at  the  time  of  taking 
the  acknowledgment,  duly  authorized  to  take  the  same,  and  that  the 
clerk,  register,  recorder,  or  prothonotary  is  well  acquainted  with  the 
^andwriting  of  such  officer,  and  verily  believes  that  the  signature  to 
the  certificate  of  proof  or  acknowledgment  is  genuine.  Deeds  executed 
out  of  the  United  States  may  be  acknowledged  or  proved  as  follows  : 
in  Upper  or  Lower  Canada,  before  a  judge  of  the  highest  court  therein ; 
in  Europe  or  in  North  or  South  America,  before  any  minister,  pleni- 
^DOtentiary,  or  extraordinary,  or  any  charge  d'affaires  of  the  United 
States,  resident  and  accredited  within  the  state  or  kingdom  ;  in  France, 
before  the  United  States  consul  at  Paris ;  in  Russia,  before  the  United 
States  consul  at  St.  Petersburg ;  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  before 
the  mayors  or  chief  magistrates  of  London,  Dublin,  Edinburgh,  and 
Liverpool,  or  the  United  States  consul  at  Liverpool ;  or  generally 
before  any  consul  of  the  United  States,  resident  in  any  foreign  country; 
each  such  officer  to  certify  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office.  Or  a 
commission  may  issue  under  the  seal  of  the  New  York  Supreme  Court 
to  any  reputable  person  residing  in,  or  going  to,  a  country  where  a 
particular  acknowledgment  or  proof  is  to  be  taken,  specially  authoriz- 
ing him  to  take  it.     The  acknowledgment  of  a  married  woman  resid- 
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ing  out  of  the  state  may  be  taken  as  if  she  were  sole.  The  certificate 
of  proof  by  a  subscribing  witness  must,  in  any  case,  state  the  residence 
of  the  witnesses. 

Deeds  acknowledged  or  proved  in  conformity  with  the  above  provi- 
sions are  entitled  to  be  read  in  evidence,  or  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  where  the  real  estate  is  situated.  Unless  so  re- 
corded, they  are*void  against  any  subsequent  purchaser  in  good  faith, 
and  for  a  valuable  consideration,  whose  deed  is  first  duly  recorded. 

North  Carolina. — In  this  state  a  scroll  may  be  used  for  a  seal. 

Acknowledgments  may  be  made,  within  the  state,  before  a  judge 
of  the  supreme  or  superior  court,  or  in  the  court  of  the  county  where 
the  land  lies.  A  married  woman  must  be  privily  examined,  and  ac- 
knowledge that  she  does  voluntarily  consent  to  the  conveyance. 
Deeds  may  be  acknowledged  elsewhere  within  the  United  States, 
before  a  judge  of  supreme  jurisdiction  or  -of  the  superior  or  circuit 
courts  within  any  state,  territory,  or  district.  An  attestation  of  the 
acknowledgment  must  be  indorsed  or  affixed,  as  also  a  certificate  by 
the  governor  of  the  state  or  territory  (or  the  secretary  of  state  of  the 
United  States),  that  the  judge  taking  the  aclcnowledgment  was  at  the 
time  of  taking  it  such  judge  as  he  describes  himself  in  his  certificate. 
Or  deeds  naay  be  acknowledged  before  a  North  Carolina  commis- 
sioner. 

Deeds  must  be  registered  by  the  public  register  of  the  county  where 
the  land  lies,  within  two  years  from  their  dates. 

Onio.^Deeds  must  be  under  seal  (or  scroll),  and  attested  by  two 
subscribing  witnesses. 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  made  within  the  state,  before  a  judge 
of  the  supreme  court,  or  court  of  common  pleas,  or  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  notary  public  within  his  county,  or  mayor,  or  other  presiding 
officer  of  any  incorporated  town  or  city.  The  certificate  must  be^upon 
the  same  sheet  with  the  deed.  A  wife  who  executes  a  deed  within  th^ 
state,  must  be  examined  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband.  Thai 
officer  must  make  known  to  her  the  contents  of  the  deed,  and  she 
must  declare  that  she  did  voluntarily  sign,  seal,  and  acknowledge  the 
same,  and  that  she  is  still  satisfied  therewith.  Deeds  executed  and 
acknowledged  or  proved  out  of  Ohio  may  be  executed  and  acknowl- 
edged or  proved  either  according  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory, 
or  country,  or  according  to  those  of  Ohio.  They  may  be  acknowl- 
edged in  other  states  before  Ohio  commissioners.  {^Swaii's  Stat., 
p.  265.) 

Pennsylvania.^ — Deeds  must  be  under  seal  (or  scroll),  and  attested 
by  two  witnesses. 

They  may  be  acknowledged  or  proved  within  the  •(■ate,  before  a  judge 
of  the  supreme  court,  or  of  a  court  of  common  pleas,  or  an  alderman 
of  Philadelphia,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  any  county,  or  before  the 
recorder  of  the  county,  city,  or  district  in  which  the  lands  lie.  Deeds 
made  out  of  the  state  may  be  acknowledged  or  proved  before  any 
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judge  of  a  court  of  record  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the  United 
States.  The  judge  must  certify  to  the  acknowledgment  or  proof,  un- 
der his  hand  and  the  seal  of  his  court ;  and  the  clerk  or  prothonotary 
of  his  court  must  certify  under  the  seal  of  the  court,  to  the  official 
character  of  the  judge  and  the  genuineness  of  his  handwriting.  Deeds 
may  also  be  acknowledged  or  proved  in  other  states  before  a  Pennsyl- 
vania commissioner.  Whatever  officer  takes  the  ackriowledgment  of 
a  deed,  executed  by  husband  and  wife,  must  examine  the  wife  sepa- 
rately and  apart  from  her  husband,  and  must  make  known  the  full  con- 
tents of  the  deed  to  her ;  and  it  is  necessary  that  she  declare  that  she 
did  vuluntaiily  and' of  her  own  free  will  and  accord  sign,  seal,  and  de- 
liver the  deed  without  any  coercion  or  compulsion  from  her  husband  j 
and  all  these  facts  must  appear  in  the  certificate. 

Rhode  Island. — -Deeds  must  be  sealed  with  a  real  seal. 
.  They  may  be  acknowledged  within  the  state  before  a  senator,  judge, 
justice  of  the  peace,  notary  public,  or  town-clerk ;  elsewhere  within 
the  United  States,  before  any  judge,  justice  of  the  peace,  mayor,  qt 
notary  public  in  the  state  where  executed;  without  the  United  States, 
before  any  ambassador,  minister,  charge  (T affaires^  recognized  consul, 
vice  consul,  or  commercial  agent  of  the  United  States  in  the  country 
where  the  deed  is  executed.  A  wife  acknowledging  a  deed  must  be 
examined  privily  and  apart  from  heriiusband  ;  the  officer  must  show 
and  explain  to  her  the  deed,  and  she  must  acknowledge  that  it  is  h^r 
voluntary  act,  and  that  she  does  not  wish  to  retract  the  same.  These 
facts  must  appear  in  the  certificate. 

South  Carolina. — Deeds  must  be  under  seal  (or  scroll),  and  attested 
by  two  witnesses. 

They  may  be  acknowledged  or  proved  before  any  magistrate  in  South 
Carolina,  or  out  of  the  state  before  a  South  Carolina  commissioner. 
The  wife  may  release  her  dower  by  acknowledging  before  any  judge 
of  a  court  of  common  pleas  or  magistrate  for  the  county  in  which  she 
]^sides,  that  she  did  freely  and  voluntarily,  without  any  compulsion, 
dread,  or  fear  of  any  person  whomsoever,  renounce  and  relinquish  all 
her  interest  and  estate,  and  also  all  her  right  and  claim  of  dower  in  the 
premises  conveyed.  If  the  deed  conveys  an  estate  of  inheritance  of 
the  wife,  she  should  acknowledge  that  the  deed  was  executed  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  examination.  The  certificate  of  acknowledgment 
must  be  under  the  hand  of  the  wifc^  and  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  magis- 
trate, and  must  be  indorsed  on  the  deed. 

Deeds  must  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  register  of  mesne  convey- 
ances of  the  district  where  the  land  lies.  In  Charleston  and  George- 
town districts  there  are  special  registers ;  in  all  the  other  districts  the 
clerk  of  the  court  acts  as  register.     {^A.  A.,  1795.) 

Tennessee. — Deeds  must  be  in  writing,  but  neither  seal,  scroll,  nor 
witnesses  are  absolutely  necessary.  It  is  usual,  however,  to  employ  a 
scroll  as  a  seal,  and  to  secure  attestation  by  two  witnesses. 

To  entitle  a  deed  to  record,  it  must  be  duly  acknowledged  or  proved 
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by  two  subscribing  witnesses,  and  the  acknowledgment  or  probate 
must  be  authenticated  by  the  officer  taking  it,  in  precisely  the  mode 
prescribed.  Acknowledgment  or  proof  may  be  taken  within  tne  state 
before  clerks  of  the  county  courts;  elsewhere  within  the  United  States 
by  a  Tennessee  commissioner,  or  a  notary  public,  or  a  judge  of  a  su- 
preme or  superior  court,  or  before  any  court  of  record  in  any  state ; 
or  without  the  Union,  by  any  consul,  minister,  or  ambassador  of  the 
United  States  in  any  foreign  country.  A  notary  public  must  certify 
under  his  official  seal ;  a  judge  must  certify  under  his  hand,  and  the 
clerk  of  his  court  must  certify  under  his  official  seal,  or,  if  he  has  none, 
then  under  private  seal,  to  the  official  character  of  the  judge.  When  an 
acknowledgment  or  probate  is  taken  before  a  court  of  record,  the  clerk 
must  certify  the  fact  under  his  seal  of  office,  or  if  there  is  none,  under 
his  private  seal,  and  the  judge,  chief  justice,  or  presiding  magistrate 
jnust  certify  to  the  official  character  of  the  clerk.  Consuls,  ministers, 
and  ambassadors  must  certify  under  their  official  seals,  or  if  they  have 
none,  under  private  seal.  Where  a  wife  joins  in  a  deed,  which  is  only 
necessary  when  the  lands  conveyed  are  held  in  the  wif^s  right,  she 
must  be  examined  privately  and  apart  from  her  husband,  and  ac- 
knowledge that  she  executed  the  deed  freely,  voluntarily,  and  under- 
standingly,  without  compulsion  or  restraint  from  her  husband,  for  the 
purposes  expressed  in  it.  The  certificate  should  in  every  case  state 
the  official  character  of  the  person  taking  it. 

Deeds  are  valid  as  between  parties,  and  those  having  actual  notice 
df  them,  from  their  delivery  ;  but  only  take  effect  as  against  creditors 
and  bona  fide  purchasers  without  notice  from  the  date  of  their  registrar 
tion  in  the  office  of  register  for  the  county  where  the  lands  lie.  {Acts 
o/lSSl,  ch.  90;  1853,  ch.  92;  1851,  ch.  126.) 

Texas. — Deeds  must  be  under  seal ;  but  a  scroll  by  way  of  seal 
will  answer  if  it  is  recognized  in  the  body  of  the  instrument  as  having 
been  affixed  by  way  of  seal. 

Deeds  may  be  proved  or  acknowledged  within  the  state  before  a 
notary  public,  or  a  clerk  of  any  county  court.  If  a  married  woman 
conveys  her  separate  estate,  she  must  acknowledge  the  deed  before  a 
judge  of  the  district  court,  or  chief  justice  of  the  county  court;  if  she 
merely  releases  her  interest  in  the  estate  of  her  husband,  then  before 
any  judge  of  the  supreme  or  district  court,  or  any  notary  public.  In 
either  case  the  certificate  must  state  that  she  was  examined  by  the 
officer  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband,  that  the  conveyance  was 
fully  explained  to  her,  and  that  she  acknowledged  the  same  to  be^her  act 
and  deed,  and  declared  that  she  had  willingly  signed,  sealed,  and  deliv- 
ered the  same,  and  wished  not  to  retract  it.  Deeds  may  be  acknowl 
edged  out  of  Texas,  but  within  the  United  States,  before  any  judge  of 
a  court  of  record  having  a  seal ;  or  out  of  the  Union,  before  a  public 
minister,  charge  d'affaires^  or  consul  of  the  United  States. 

Deeds  should  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  coftnty 
court  of  the  county  where  the  lands,  or  some  part  of  them,  lie,  {Hart 
ley's  Dig.,  Arts.  167,  173,  2752,  2755.) 
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Vermont. — Deeds  must  be  under  seal,  and  must  always  be  wit- 
nessed by  two  witnesses. 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  made  within  the  state,  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  town  clerk,  notary  public,  or  master  in  chancery  ;  or  else- 
where within  the  United  States,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  magis- 
trate, or  notary  public;  or  without  the  Union,  before  any  minister, 
charge  d'affaires,  or  consul  of  the  United  States  ;  or  it  may  be  made 
and  certified  according  to  the  laws  of  any  state  or  kingdom  in  which 
it  is  taken.  No  private  acknowledgment,  or  other  peculiar  form,  is 
now  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  execution  of  a  deed  by  a  married 
woman ;  her  acknowledgment  may  be  taken  as  in  the  same  manner 
that  of  any  other  person. 

Deeds  must  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  in  the  town  where  the 
lands  lie  ;  or  if  there  is  no  town  clerk,  then  by  the  clerk  of  the  county. 
— [Compiled  Statutes,  ch.  63.) 

Virginia. — Deeds  must  be  unaer  seal  (or  scroll),  and  attested  by 
one  witness. 

The  acknowledgment  may  be  made  before  the  court  of  the  countj 
or  corporation  where  the  lands  lie,  or  before  the  clerk  of  the  court  ia 
his  office,  or  the  deed  may  be  proved  by  ttoo  witnesses.  A  wife  con- 
veying, must  be  examined  by  one  of  the  justice^pf  the  court  or  by  the 
clerk,  privily  and  apart  from  her  husband,  and  must  acknowledge  the 
instrument  to  be  her  act,  and  declare  that  she  executed  it  willingly,  and 
does  not  wish  to  retract  it.  Acknowledgments  may  be  made  out  of 
Virginia,  but  within  the  Union,  before  a  justice  (except  that  the 
acknowledgment  of  a  married  woman  must  be  made,  before  two 
justices  present  together)  or  a  notary  public,  or  a  Virginia  commissioner. 

Deeds  are  recorded  in  the  court  of  the  county  or  corporation  where 
the  lands  lie,  or  in  the  clerk's  office.  Until  duly  admitted  to  record, 
they  are  void  as  to  creditors  and  subsequent  purchasers  for  a  valuable 
consideration,  without  notice. — [Va.  Code,  pp.  101,  501,  512,  580.) 

Wisconsin. — Deeds  must  be  under  seal  (or  scroll),  and  attested  by 
two  witnesses. 

They  may  be  acknowledged  before  any  judge  or  commissioner  of  a 
court  of  record,  or  before  any  notary  public,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  or 
before  any  clerk  of  a  court  of  record,  or  any  clerk  of  the  board  of 
supervisors,  within  their  respective  ^counties.  Deeds  may  be  executed 
in  any  other  state,  territory,  or  district  of  the  United  States,  accord- 
ing to  its  laws,  and  may  then  be  acknowledged  before  a  Wisconfdn 
commissioner,  or  before  any  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  notary  public, 
justice  of  the  peace,  master  in  chancery,  or  other  officer  authorized  by 
the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  or  district,  to  take  acknowledgments 
in  it.  Unless  it  is  taken  before  a  Wisconsin  commissioner,  there  a^ust 
be  attached  a  certificate  by  the  clerk  or  other  proper  certifying  officer 
of  a  court  of  record  of  the  county  or  district  within  which  the  acknowl- 
edgment was  taken,  to  the  effect  that  the  person  whose  name  is  sub- 
scribed to  the  certificate  of  acknowledgment  was,  at  the  date  of  it,  such 
officer  as  he  is  represented  to  be,  that  he  believes  the  signature  of  the 
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officer  to  be  genuine,  and  that  the  deed  is  executed  and  acknowledged 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  etc.  This  latter  certificate 
must  be  under  the  official  seal  of  the  clerk.  A  deed  may  be  executed 
in  a  foreign  country  according  to  its  laws,  and  acknowledged  before 
any  notary  public,  or  any  minister,  plenipotentiary  or  resident,  or  any 
consul  of  the  United  States  appointed  to  reside  therein.  The  acknowl- 
edgment must  be  certified  by  the  officer  under  his  hand,  and  if  taken 
by  a  notary  public,  under  his  official  seal.  The  acknowledgment  of  a 
married  woman  may  be  made  ae  if  she  were  sole. 

Deeds  must  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  the 
county  where  the  lands  lie. 


FOEMS  FOR  THE  AUTHENTICATION   OF  DEEDS. 

In  many  of  the  states  two  witnesses  are  required  to  thie  execution 
of  deeds,  while  some  require  only  one,  and  others  none  at  all.  The 
safer  course  will  be  to  have  every  instrument  witnessed  by  at  least 
two  persons.  In  most  of  the  "states  a  scroll  or  device  has  the  same 
effect  as  a  seal  of  wafer  or  wax ;  but,  as  in  some  states  a  scroll  is  not 
regarded,  the  officer  before  whom  papers  are  executed  should  affix  a 
seal,  unless  familiar  Avith  the  laws  of  the  locality  where  the  papers  are 
to  be  used. 

It  is  a  settled  rule  of  law,  that  not  only  the  capacity  of  persons  to 
convey  or  devise  real  estate,  and  the  right  to  inherit,  but  also  the  forms 
and  solemnities  required  to  pass  the  title,  must  be  in  conformity  with 
the  local  laws  of  the  country  in  which  the  land  is  situated.  [1  Pick., 
86  ;  7  Cranch,  195  ;  9  Wheaton,  2  ;  10  Wheaton,  192  ;  Story  on  Con- 
flict of  Laws,  364  ;  4  Kent  Com.,  440.]  It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  acknowledging  officers  should  make  their  certificateB 
in  legal  form. 

The  following  forms,  which  are  used  by  the  editor,  are  such  as  arc 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  several  states :

THE  EIGHTS  OF  MAERIED  WOMEN"  IN"  EVEEY 

STATE. 

Alabama. — All  the  property  which  a  woman  has  at  the  time  of  her 
marriage,  and  all  that  she  acquirrs  thereafter,  is  esteemed  in  law  as 
her  separate  estate,  notwithstanding  her  coverture,  and  the  husband 
acquires  no  right  to  the  property  by  marriage.  The  property  vests  in 
the  husband  as  trustee  of  the  wife,  the  husband  controlling  the  property, 
without  liability  to  account  to  the  wife  for  the  proceeds.  The  property 
can  not  be  taken  by  legal  process  for  the  husband's  debts.  The  hus- 
band and  wife  are  jointly  liable  and  suable  at  law  for  all  necessary 
family  supplies. 

Dower. — The  widow  (if  no  provision  is  made  for  her  by  will)  is  entitled 
to  one  third  part  of  the  real  estate  of  which  her  husband  died  seized, 
and  to  which  she  has  not  relinquished  the  right  of  dower  ;  and  to  one 
half  of  the  personal  property  if  there  be  no  children,  or  if  there  be  but 
one  child ;  if  there  be  more  than  one  child,  and  less  than  five,  she  is 
entitled  to  a  child's  part ;  if  there  be  five  children  or  more,  she  is  en- 
titled to  one  fifth  part  in  absolute  right.  She  shall  be  endowed  of  one 
half  of  her  husband's  estate  when  he  dies  leaving  no  lineal  descendants, 
unless  the  estate  is  insolvent. 

The  widow  may  dissent  from  or  waive  provision  in  a  will,  and  claim 
her  dower,  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  the  probate  of  the  will. 
The  widow  may  retain  the  dwelling-house,  plantation,  etc.,  free  of  rent, 
until  her  dower  is  assigned  her. 

Arkansas. — Any  married  woman  may  in  her  ovsm  right  become  pos- 
sessed of  any  property,  provided  the  same  does  not  come  from  the  hus- 
band after  marriage. 

The  slaves  and  their  natural  increase,  owned  by  any  married  woman 
before  marriage  or  acquired  by  her  after  marriage,  are  her  separate 
property,  exempt  from  any  liability  for  the  debts  or  contracts  of  the 
husband. 

In  order  to  secure  her  rights,  the  wife  must  cause  a  schedule  of  her 
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separate  property  to  be  filed  in  the  recorder's  office  of  the  county  in 
which  she  Hves,  unless  the  instrument  by  virtue  of  which  the  property 
was  transferred  to  her  expressly  set  forth  that  the  property  was  de- 
signed for  the  wife  alone,  exempt  from  all  the  liabilities  of  the  husband, 
in  which  case  it  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  exclusively  to  the  wife,  and 
shall  not  be  liable  for  the  husband's  debts. 

Dower. — A  widow  is  endowed  with  a  life  estate  in  one  third  of  all 
the  lands  of  which  the  husband  Avas  seized  at  any  time  during  the  mar- 
riage, unless  she  relinquished  her  right  in  legal  form,  and  of  a  like  in- 
terest of  one  third  m  all  the  slaves  of  which  he  dies  possessed,  and  of 
one  third  of  all  the  personal  estate,  absolutely  in  her  own  right,  unless 
the  husband  leave  no  children,  in  which  case  her  dower  shall  be  one 
half  the  slaves  and  personal  estate. 

California. — All  property,  both  real  and  personal,  of  the  wife, 
owned  by  her  before  marriage,  and  that  acquired  afterward  by  gift, 
bequest,  devise,  or  descent,  is  her  separate  property ;  and  all  prop- 
erty, both  real  and  personal,  owned  by  the  husband  before  marriage, 
and  that  acquired  by  him  afterward  by  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  descent, 
is  his  separate  property. 

All  property  acquired  after  the  marriage  by  either  husband  or  wife, 
except  such  as  may  be  acquired  by  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  descent, 
is  common  property. 

A  full  and  complete  inventory  of  the  separate  property  of  the  wife 
must  be  made  out  and  signed  by  the  wife,  acknowledged  or  proved  in 
the  manner  required  by  law  for  the  acknowledgment  or  proof  of  a  con- 
veyance of  land,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  the  county 
in  which  the  parties  reside. 

If  there  be  included  in  the  inventory  any  real  estate  lying  in  other 
counties,  the  inventory  must  also  be  recorded  in  such  counties. 

The  filing  of  the  inventory  in  the  recorder's  office  is  sufficient  notice 
of  the  title  of  the  wife  ;  and  all  property  belonging  to  her,  included 
in  the  inventory,  is  exempt  from  seizure  or  execution  for  the  debts  of 
her  husband. 

The  husband  has  the  management  and  control  of  the  separate 
property  of  the  wife  during  the  continuance  of  the  marriage ;  but  no 
sale  or  other  alienation  of  any  part  of  such  property  can  be  made,  nor 
any  lien  or  incumbrance  created  thereon,  unless  by  an  instrument  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  husband  and  wife,  and  acknowledged  by  her 
upon  an  examination  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband,  before  a 
justice  of  the  supreme  court,  judge  of  the  district  court,  county  judge, 
or  notary  public ;  or  if  executed  out  of  the  state,  then  so  acknowledged 
before  some  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  or  before  a  commissioner  ap- 
pointed under  the  authority  of  this  state  to  take  acknowledgment  of 
deeds.  . 

The  husband  has  the  entire  management  and  control  of  the  com- 
mon property,  with  the  like  absolute  power  of  disposition  as  of  his 
own  separate  estate.  The  rents  and  profits  of  the  separate  property 
of  either  husband  or  wife  are  deemed  common  property. 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  community  by  the  death  of  either  hus- 
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band  or  wife,  one  half  of  the  common  property  goes  to  the  survivor, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  descendants  of  the  deceased  husband  or  wife, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  deceased.  If  there  be  no 
descendants  of  the  deceased  husband  or  wife,  the  whole  goes  to  the 
survivor,  subject  to  such  payment. 

In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  the  marriage,  by  the  decree  of  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  common  property  is  equally  divided 
between  the  parties,  and  the  court  granting  the  decree  makes  such 
order  for  the  division  of  the  common  property,  or  the  sale  and  equal 
distribution  of  the  proceeds  thereof,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  re- 
quire. 

The  separate  property  of  the  husband  is  not  liable  for  the  debts 
of  the  wife  contracted  before  the  marriage,  but  the  separate  property  of 
wife  continues  liable  for  all  such  debts. 

In  every  marriage  contracted  in  the  state,  the  rights  of  husband  and 
wife  are  governed  by  the  statute,  unless  there  is  a  marriage  contract, 
containing  stipulations  contrary  thereto. 

In  1852,  an  act  was  passed  authorizing  married  women  to  transact 
business  in  their  own  name. 

Dower. — No  estate  shall  be  allowed  to  the  husband  as  tenant  by 
courtesy  upon  the  decease  of  his  wife,  nor  any  estate  in  dower  be  al- 
lowed to  the  wife  upon  the  decease  of  her  husband. 

Connecticut. — The  interest  of  a  married  man  in  the  real  estate  of 
his  wife,  belonging  to  her  at  the  time  of  the  marriage,  or  which  she 
may  have  acquired  afterward  by  devise  or  inheritance,  can  not  be  taken 
on  execution  against  him  during  her  life,  or  the  lives  of  children,  the 
issue  of  such  marriage. 

If  the  wife  acquires  real  estate  by  her  personal  services,  or  personal 
property  should  accrue  to  her  when  abandoned  by  her  husband  or  dur- 
ing a  separation  from  him  caused  by  his  abuse  or  habitual  intemperance, 
it  is  her  sole  and  separate  estate. 

When  the  real  estate  of  a  married  woman  is  sold  and  the  avails  in- 
vested in  her  name  or  for  her  benefit,  the  same  is  construed  in  equity 
to  be  her  separate  estate,  and  is  not  liable  for  the  debts  of  her  husband. 

All  personal  estate  which  accrues  during  coverture,  to  any  married 
man,  in  right  of  his  wife,  by  virtue  of  bequest  to  her,  or  distribution  to 
her,  as  heir  at  law,  and  all  property  derived  from  the  sale  or  investment 
thereof,  vests  in  him  in  trust  for  the  use  of  his  wife  ;  and  at  his  decease, 
if  undisposed  of,  vests  in  the  wife,  or  her  devisees,  legatees,  or  heirs  at 
law. 

The  husband  is  entitled  to  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate,  but  such 
rents  and  profits  can  not  be  taken  for  his  debts,  except  those  contracted 
for  the  support  of  his  wife  and  her  children  after  such  estate  has  vested 
in  him. 

No  sale  or  transfer  of  such  estate  by  the  husband  is  valid,  unless  by 
consent  of  the  wife,  or  if  she  be  dead,  the  consent  of  those  in  whom  the 
estate  is  vested,  and  they  must  join  with  the  husband  in  its  conveyance. 

The  husband  can  be  called  to  account  by  a  court  of  probate,  which 
can  remove  him,  and  appoint  a  trustee  in  his  place.

A  married  woman  has  the  separate  use  and  benefit  of  an  insurance 
on  the  life  of  any  person  expressed  to  be  for  her  benefit,  independent 
of  her  husband,  his  creditors  or  representatives,  provided  the  annual 
premium  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  unless  paid 
from  the  private  property  of  the  wife. 

If  a  married  woman  earn  wages  by  her  own  labor,  payment  of  the 
same  may  be  made  to  her  and  be  valid  in  law  as  though  made  to  her 
husband,  and  no  debt  for  the  wages  of  any  married  woman  thus 
earned  is  liable  to  be  taken  by  virtue  of  any  process  against  her 
husband. 

Payment  to  a  married  Avoman  of  any  money  deposited  by  her,  the 
earnings  of  her  own  labor,  either  before  or  after  marriage,  is  valid,  and 
her  receipt  has  the  same  effect  as  that  of  her  husband,  not  to  affect  the 
right  ol'  the  husband's  creditors  to  levy. 

The  widow  has  right'  of  dower  in  one  third  part  of  the  real  estate  of 
her  husband,  of  which  he  died  possessed,  during  her  natural  life.  If 
there  be  no  children  or  legal  representatives  of  them,  then  one  moiety 
of  the  personal  estate  is  set  out  to  the  wife  forever,  and  one  third 
of  the  real  estate  for  the  term  of  her  life — i.  e.,  where  there  is  no  will. 
If  there  be  children,  she  takes  but  one  third  personal,  and  that  for  her 
own  use  and  disposal  forever. 

Delaware. — This  state  has  no  special  legislation  for  the  protection 
of  the  property  of  married  women ;  and  the  rights  of  the  wife  remain 
as  at  the  common  law. 

Florida. — The  separate  estate  of  a  married  woman,  a  citizen  of  the 
state,  or  who  has  married  a  citizen,  whether  acquired  before  or  after 
marriage,  continues  her  separate  and  independent  property,  beyond  the 
control  of  her  husband,  and  not  liable  for  her  husband's  debts. 

The  husband  and  wife  must  join  in  any  conveyance  of  the  estate  of 
the  wife,  and  her  real  property  can  only  he  conveyed  by  a  joint  deed. 

The  property  of  the  wife  only  is  liable  for  the  debts  contracted  by 
her  prior  to  the  marriage. 

If  a  married  woman  die  possessed  of  property,  the  husband  inherits 
as  a  child  would  inherit ;  and  if  she  die  without  children,  the  surviving 
husband  is  entitled  to  administration  and  to  all  her  property. 

An  inventory  of  all  the  property  of  which  the  wife  is  possessed  at 
the  time  of  marriage,  or  of  which  she  becomes  possessed  at  any  time 
after  marriage,  must  be  filed  in  the  circuit  court,  or  in  the  county  clerk's 
office,  within  six  months  after  marriage,  or  after  the  property  is  ac- 
quired, in  order  to  protect  the  same  from  liability  for  the  husband's  debts  ; 
but  a  neglect  to  file  such  inventory  confers  no  rights  upon  the  husband. 

A  widow  is  entitled  to  a  life  estate  in  one  third  of  the  husband's  real 
estate.  The  widow  takes  one  half  of  the  personal  estate  absolutely,  if 
there  be  no  child  or  only  one ;  if  more  than  one  child,  she  takes  one 
third  absolutely,  except  slaves,  in  which  she  takes  a  life  estate.  A 
widow  may  elect  to  take  dower,  or  a  child's  part ;  if  she  choose  the  latter, 
she  has  a  fee  simple ;  if  the  former,  she  has  onlv  a  life  estate  in  the 
real  property. 
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Georgia. — Dower. — The  Avife  must  make  application  for  her  dower 
within  seven  years  from  the  time  of  her  husband's  death. 

All  conveyances  of  lands  and  tenements  made  by  the  husband  alone 
during  coverture  shall  convey  the  entire  premises  (except  such  lands  as 
the  husband  is  seized  of  by  his  intermarriage  with  his  wife) ;  provided 
that  nothing  shall  deprive  the  widow  of  her  right  to  dower  in  all  lands 
of  which  her  husband  may  have  died  seized  and  possessed. 

Illinois. — Dower. — A  widow,  unless  divorced  from  her  husband  foi 
her  own  fault,  is  endowed  with  one  third  part  of  the  lands  in  which  her 
husband  had  an  estate  of  inheritance  at  any  time  during  marriage,  unles* 
she  shall  have  relinquished  the  same  in  the  form  prescribed  by  law. 

Iowa. — Dower. — One  third  of  all  the  legal  or  equitable  interest  of 
the  husband  in  any  estate,  unless  the  wife  relinquish  her  rights  thereto, 
is  set  apart  upon  the  death  of  the  husband  as  dower,  if  the  wife  survive 
him ;  but  such  dower  is  a  life  estate  only. 

The  widower  has  the  like  interest  in  the  real  estate  owned  by  the 
wife  during  the  coverture.     Estate  by  courtesy  is  not  known  in  the  law. 

Continuous  cohabitation  as  husband  and  wife  is  presumptive  evidence 
of  marriage  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  right  of  dower. 

The  personal  property  of  the  wife  does  not  vest  in  the  husband  im- 
mediately upon  marriage,  but  if  left  in  his  control,  it  will,  in  favor  of 
third  persons  acting  in  good  faith,  without  knowledge  of  the  real  own- 
ership, be  presumed  that  it  has  been  transferred  to  him.  To  avoid  this, 
the  wife  must  place  upon  record,  in  the  recorder's  office,  a  notice  stating 
the  value  of  her  separate  property,  and  that  she  has  a  claim  therefor 
upon  the  husband's  estate. 

The  wife  is  not  liable  for  the  separate  debts  of  the  husband,  or  the 
husband  for  those  of  the  wife ;  but  the  separate  debts  of  the  wife  are 
those  only  contracted  in  relation  to  her  separate  property,  or  those  pur- 
porting to  bind  herself  only. 

The  expenses  of  the  family,  the  education  of  the  children,  and  such 
like  obligations,  are  chargeable  upon  the  property  of  both  husband  and 
wife,  or  either  of  them. 

Indiana. — No  real  or  personal  estate  acquired  by  the  wife,  either 
before  or  after  marriage,  is  liable  for  the  debts  of  her  husband  ;  but  is 
her  own  separate  property,  as  if  she  were  unmarried  ;  and  is  liable  for 
all  her  debts  contracted  before  marriage. 

Tenancies  by  courtesy  and  in  dower  are  abolished.  At  the  hus- 
band's death,  one  third  of  his  estate  descends  to  the  wife  in  fee  simple, 
free  from  all  demands  of  creditors,  except  when  the  estate  exceeds 
$10,000  in  value,  when  she  has  one  fourth,  and  when  it  exceeds  $20,000 
she  has  one  fifth,  free  from  creditors.  If  she  marry  again,  holding  such 
real  estate,  she  can  not,  either  with  or  without  the  consent  of  her  hus- 
band, alienate  the  same,  but  at  her  death  it  descends  to  the  children  of 
the  husband  from  whom  it  was  derived.  If  the  husband's  estate  does 
not  exceed  $300  in  value,  it  goes  to  the  widow  without  administration. 
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The  widow  is  entitled  to  one  half  the  personal  property  of  the  husband, 
if  there  be  but  one  child,  and  one  third  if  there  be  more  than  one. 

Kentucky. — The  slaves  of  a  married  woman  and  their  natural  in- 
crease, her  real  estate  and  chattels  real  owned  before,  or  acquired  after 
marriage,  are  not  liable  for  the  debts  of  her  husband,  but  are  liable  for 
any  debts  contracted  by  husband  and  wife  jointly,  for  necessaries  fur- 
nished any  member  of  the  family. 

The  husband's  estate  is  not  liable  for  debts  contracted  by  the  wife 
before  marriage,  to  a  greater  amount  than  was  received  by  the  husband 
from  the  wife  upon  the  marriage. 

An  alien  wife  of  a  citizen  may  take  and  hold  property  as  if  a  citizen. 

A  married  woman  who  comes  into  the  state  without  her  husband, 
he  never  having  resided  within  the  limits,  so  long  as  he  remains  absent, 
has  all  the  rights  to  make  contracts,  sue  and  be  sued,  of  a,femme  sole. 

Louisiana. — The  debts  of  both  husband  and  wife,  contracted  before 
marriage,  are  chargeable  only  on  their  separate  and  individual  property. 

The  property  which  the  husband  or  the  wife  owns  before  marriage, 
or  that  comes  to  either  by  gift,  bequest,  or  inheritance,  after  marriage, 
remains  the  distinct  and  individual  property  of  the  party  to  whom  it 
belongs.  As  to  all  other  property  they  are  partners,  unless  they  have 
otherwise  stipulated  in  their  marriage  contract. 

The  wife,  even  when  she  is  separate  in  estate  from  her  husband,  can 
not  alienate,  grant,  mortgage,  or  acquire,  either  by  gratuitous  or  encum- 
bered title,  unless  her  husband  concurs  in  the  act,  or  yields  his  consent 
in  writing. 

The  wife  may  make  her  last  will  without  the  authority  of  her 
husband. 

The  surviving  husband  or  wife  has  the  usufruct  of  the  portion  coming 
to  his  or  her  children,  unless  the  husband  or  wife  first  dying  prevent  it 
by  will. 

Maine. — If  any  woman  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  be  seized  in  her 
own  right  of  any  property,  real  or  personal,  whether  by  direct  bequest, 
demise,  gift,  or  purchase  in  her  own  name,  she  can  hold  the  same 
exempt  from  the  debts  or  contracts  of  her  husband  ;  provided  it  appears 
that,  if  the  property  was  purchased  after  marriage,  the  husband  did  not 
furnish  the  purchase  money,  and  that  the  husband  did  not,  directly  or 
indirectly,  convey  the  property  to  the  wife  without  adequate  consider- 
ation, and  in  order  to  defraud  his  creditors. 

The  statute  provisions  do  not  affect  any  marriage  settlement  or  rights 
of  property  acquired  by  virtue  of  any  life  insurance. 

Any  woman  may  release  to  her  husband  the  right  of  control  over  her 
separate  property,  and  the  husband  may  receive  and  dispose  of  the 
income  so  long  as  it  is  appropriated  to  their  mutual  comfort  and 
support. 

Any  married  woman  legally  seized  of  property  in  her  own  right,  ean 
commence  and  prosecute  a  suit  as  if  she  were  unmarried,  but  her  per- 
son is  not  subject  to  arrest.     In  case  of  the  decease  of  any  married 
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woman  intestate  holding  property  in  her  own  right,  such  property  de- 
scends to  her  heirs  ;  or  she  may  devise  or  bequeath  any  property  be- 
longing to  her.  , 

By  a  late  enactment,  a  married  woman  holding  property  in  her  own 
right,  as  above  stated,  can  lease,  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal,  and  can  execute  all  necessary  papers  in  her  own 
name  as  if  she  were  unmarried ;  and  no  action  can  be  maintained  by 
the  husband  for  any  property  held  or  disposed  of  by  her. 

In  1 852  the  following  provisions  were  added  to  the  law  regarding 
the  rights  of  married  women  : 

Hereafter  when  any  man  shall  marry,  his  property  shall  be  exempt 
from  any  and  all  liabilities  for  the  debts  or  contracts  of  his  wife  made 
or  contracted  before  marriage  ;  but  an  action  to  recover  the  same  may 
be  maintained  against  such  husband  and  wife,  and  the  property  of  the 
wife  held  in  her  own  right,  if  any,  alone  may  be  attached  or  sold  on 
■execution,  to  satisfy  all  such  liabilities  as  if  she  were  unmarried. 

In  any  such  action  the  wife  may  defend  alone  or  jointly  with  her 
husband ;  but  neither  husband  nor  wife  can  be  arrested. 

Married  women  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  enjoy  the  priv- 
ileges and  are  subject  to  the  liabilities  above  named  as  though  they  were 
•of  full  age. 

Maryland. — This  state  has  no  special  legislation  for  the  protection 
<of  the  property  of  married  women  ;  and  the  rights  of  the  wife  remain 
•as  at  the  common  law. 

Massachusetts. — A  married  woman  may  receive  any  property  or 
estate  by  bequest  or  deed,  to  be  held  by  her  without  the  intervention 
of  a  trustee,  and  free  from  the  control  of  the  husband.  The  grant 
conveying  the  property  must,  within  ninety  days,  be  recorded  in  the 
registry  of  deeds  for  the  county  in  which  the  husband  resides,  or  if  he 
be  a  non-resident  of  the  state,  in  the  county  in  which  the  grantor 
resides.  If  this  registry  be  not  made,  the  property  is  liable  for  the 
debts  of  the  husband. 

No  property  held  by  a  married  woman  is  protected  by  law  when 
employed  in  trade  or  commerce,  but  only  when  invested  in  real  estate 
or  in  public  stocks,  in  personal  securities,  or  in  furniture  in  the  actual 
use  and  occupation  of  the  woman. 

A  policy  of  insurance  upon  the  life  of  any  person  for  the  benefit  of 
a  married  woman  inures  to  her  use  and  that  of  her  children,  free  from 
all  liability  for  the  debts  of  her  husband. 

A  married  woman  may  devise  her  separate  property  with  the  assent 
■of  the  husband  indorsed  in  writing  on  the  will ;  and  she  may  revoke 
the  will  without  the  husband's  assent ;  but  if  all  the  devises  are  to  the 
husband,  his  assent  is  unnecessary. 

Every  woman  is  entitled  to  her  dower  at  common  law,  unless  her 
right  is  lawfully  barred. 

The  right  to  dower  may  be  barred  by  the  wife  joining  her  husband 
in  a  deed  and  voluntarily  relinquishing  her  interest,  or  joining  the  hus- 
'band  in  a  subsequent  deed  releasing  her  claim.     Or  it  may  be  barred 
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by  a  jointure,  at  least  of  a  freehold  estate  in  lands  for  life  of  the  wife, 
to  take  effect  immediately  on  decease  of  the  husband  ;  or  by  a  pro-' 
vision  in  the  will  of  the  husband,  in  lieu  of  dower  at  her  election,  to 
be  made  within  six  months  after  probate  of  the  will. 

Michigan. — All  property  acquired  by  any  female  before  marriage, 
or  to  which  she  may  be  entitled  afterward,  continues  her  separate  prop- 
erty, and  is  not  liable  for  her  husband's  debts,  but  is  liable  for  her  own 
debts  contracted  before  marriage.  She  can  not  give,  grant,  or  sell  with- 
out the  consent  of  her  husband,  except  by  order  of  court ;  but  she 
may  devise  and  bequeath  her  property  as  if  she  were  unmarried. 

Dower. — The  wife  is  entitled  to  dower  in  all  lands  of  which  her 
husband  was  seized  of  an  estate  of  inheritance  during  coverture. 

Mississippi. — A  married  woman  may  become  seized  or  possessed 
of  property,  real  or  personal,  by  direct  bequest,  gift,  or  purchase,  or  dis- 
tribution in  her  own  name,  and  as  of  her  own  property,  provided  the 
same  does  not  come  from  her  husband  after  marriage. 

The  slaves  owned  before  marriage  and  their  natural  increase  con- 
tinue her  separate  property,  exempt  from  any  liability  for  the  debts  or 
contracts  of  her  husband  ;  also  those  she  may  acquire  by  conveyance, 
gift,  inheritance,  distribution,  or  otherwise  after  marriage,  and  their 
natural  increase. 

Dower  includes  a  life  estate  in  one  third  part  of  all  the  real  estate  of 
which  the  husband  dies  seized,  together  with  one  third  of  all  the  estates 
conveyed  to  him  to  which  the  widow  did  not  relinquish  her  right  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law. 

Missouri. — Property  owned  by  a  woman  before  marriage,  or  in  any 
way  acquired  subsequent  to  her  marriage,  and  the  use  and  profits 
thereof,  are  exempt  from  debts  and  liabilities  of  her  husband  contracted 
before  marriage  or  before  the  wife  came  into  possession  of  such  prop- 
erty. Such  property  is  absolutely  exempt  from  the  husband's  securit)'" 
debts,  whenever  contracted,  and  also  from  fines  or  costs  imposed  on  the 
husband  in  any  criminal  case. 

Dower. — The  wife  is  endowed  of  one  third  of  all  the  lands  of  which 
her  husband,  or  any  one  to  his  use,  was  seized,  of  an  estate  of  inherit- 
ance, at  any  time  during  the  marriage  ;  also  of  leashold  estate  for  the 
term  of  twenty  years  or  more. 

The  widow  is  also  entitled  to  have  and  keep  as  her  absolute  prop- 
erty, all  her  implements  of  industry,  and  all  the  beds,  bedding,  wearing 
apparel,  provisions,  etc.,  requisite  for  the  family;  also  kitchen  furniture 
to  the  value  of  twenty  dollars,  and  any  other  personal  property  to  the 
value  of  two  hundred  dollars.     In  addition,  she  is  entitled  as  follows  : 

If  the  husband  leaves  descendants — to  a  child's  share  of  the  personal, 
estate,  absolutely ;  or,  at  her  option,  to  one  third  of  the  slaves  for  her 
life,  and  one  third  of  the  other  personal  property  absolutely  subject  to 
her  husband's  debts. 

If  the  husband  leaves  no  descendants — to  all  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  which  came  to  the  husband  in  right  of  the  marriage, 
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remaining  undisposed  of  absolutely,  and  to  one  half  of  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  belonging  to  the  husband  at  the  time  of  his  death  subject 
to  the  husband's  debts. 

3d.  If  the  husband  leaves  descendants,  but  not  by  his  last  marriage, 
his  widow  may,  in  lieu  of  dower,  take  the  real  estate  and  personal 
property  in  possession  of  the  husband  which  came  to  him  in  right  of 
his  wife,  by  means  of  the  marriage — subject  to  the  husband's  debts. 

New  Hampshire. — A  married  woman  entitled  to  hold  property  in 
her  own  right  and  to  her  separate  use,  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  her 
o-wn  name,  and  may  dispose  of  her  property  by  will  or  otherwise  as 
if  she  were  unmarried ;  should  she  die  intestate,  the  husband  is 
excluded,  and  her  estate  is  divided' in  the  same  manner  as  if  she  were 
unmarried. 

A  married  woman  of  full  age  may  join  with  her  husband  in  any  con- 
veyance of  real  estate,  and  though  not  of  age  may  join  in  release  of 
dower. 

A  married  woman  may  dispose  of  her  property  by  will,  provided  the 
will  does  not  affect  any  rights  acquired  by  the  husband  from  the  mar- 
riage contract. 

Dower.. — The  widow  of  every  person  deceased  shall  be  entitled  to 
her  dower  in  the  real  estate  of  which  her  husband  was  seized  during 
coverture. 

The  widow"  of  every  person  deceased  testate,  leaving  lineal  descend- 
ants, is  entitled,  in  addition  to  her  dower,  to  one  third  part  of  all  the  es- 
tate remaining  after  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  adminis- 
tration, if  no  provision  is  made  for  her  by  the  will  of  the  deceased,  or 
if  she  shall  waive  such  provision. 

If  the  deceased  is  intestate,  and  leaves  no  such  lineal  descendants,  the 
widow  is  entitled  to  one  half  of  all  the  estate  remaining  after  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  administration  in  addition  to  her 
dower.  If  the  widow  in  either  of  the  above  cases  elect,  she  shall  be 
entitled,  including  her  dower  to  a  portion  of  the  estate  remaining  after 
payment  of  debts  and  expenses  of  administration,  not  exceeding  that 
which  the  husband  received  from  her  or  in  her  right  during  coverture. 

New  Jersey. — A  wife,  in  her  own  name,  or  in  that  of  a  third  person, 
with  the  assent  of  her  husband,  as  trustee,  may  for  her  own  use  cause 
the  life  of  her  husband  to  be  insured  for  her  sole  use  for  any  definite 
period,  or  for  the  term  of  his  natural  life.  And,  in  case  of  her  surviving 
her  husband,  the  insurance  shall  be  payable  to  her  for  her  vise,  free  from 
the  claims  of  her  husband's  representatives  or  creditors  ;  but  this  exemp- 
tion does  not  apply  when  the  amount  of  premium  annually  paid  exceeds 
one  hundred  dollars.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  wife  during  the  life 
of  the  husband,  the  amount  of  the  insurance  may  be  made  payable  to 
the  children,  if  of  age,  or  to  their  guardian  if  under  age. 

The  widow,  alien  or  citizen,  is  endowed  with  an  estate  for  life  of  one 
third  of  the  real  property  of  which  the  husband  was  seized  at  any  time 
during  the  marriage,  and  to  which  she  has  not  relinquished  her  right  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 
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New  York. — The  real  and  personal  property  of  any  female  who  may 
hereafter  marry,  and  which  she  shall  own  at  the  time  of  marriage,  and 
the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  thereof,  are  not  subject  to  the  disposal  of 
her  husband,  nor  liable  for  his  debts,  and  continues  her  sole  and  sep- 
arate property,  as  if  she  were  a  single  woman. 

Any  married  woman  may  take,  by  inheritance,  or  by  gift,  grant,  de- 
vise, or  bequest,  from  any  person  other  than  her  husband,  and  hold  to 
her  sole  and  separate  use,  and  convey  and  devise  real  and  personal 
property,  and  any  interest  or  estate  therein,  and  the  rents,  issues,  and 
profits  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  if  she  were 
unmarried,  and  the  same  is  subject  to  the  disposal  of  her  husband,  or 
liable  for  his  debts. 

Any  person  who  holds,  as  trustee  for  any  married  woman,  any  real 
or  personal  estate,  or  other  property,  under  any  deed  of  conveyance 
or  otherwise,  on  the  written  request  of  such  married  woman,  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  that  he  has  ex- 
amined the  condition  and  situation  of  the  property,  and  made  due  in- 
quiry into  the  capacity  of  such  married  woman  to  manage  and  control 
the  same,  may  convey  to  such  married  woman,  by  deed  or  otherwise, 
all  or  any  portion  of  such  property,  or  the  rents,  issues,  or  profits  thereof 
for  her  sole  and  separate  use  and  benefit. 

All  contracts  made  between  persons  m  contemplation  of  marriage 
remain  in  full  force  after  such  marriage  takes  place. 

Any  married  woman,  by  herself  and  in  her  name,  or  in  the  name  of 
any  third  person,  with  his  assent,  as  her  trustee,  may  insure,  for  her 
sole  use,  the  life  of  her  husband  for  any  definite  period,  or  for  the 
term  of  his  natural  life  ;  and  in  case  of  her  surviving  her  husband,  the 
sum  or  net  amount  of  the  insurance  becoming  due  and  payable,  by  the 
terms  of  the  insurance,  is  payable  to  her,  to  and  for  her  own  use,  free 
from  the  claims  of  the  representatives  of  her  husband  or  of  any  of  his 
creditors ;  but  such  exemption  does  not  apply  where  the  amount  of 
premium  annually  paid  exceeds  three  hundred  dollars. 

In  case  of  the  death  of  the  wife  before  the  decease  of  her  husband, 
the  amoimt  of  the  insurance  may  be  made  payable,  after  her  death,  to 
her  children,  for  their  use,  and  to  their  guardian  if  under  age. 

Every  married  woman,  being  a  resident  of  this  state,  who  receives 
a  patent  for  her  own  invention,  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  may  hold  and  enjoy  the  same,  and  all  the  proceeds,  benefits,  and 
profits  of  such  invention,  to  her  own  separate  use,  free  and  inde- 
pendent of  her  husband  and  his  creditors,  and  may  transfer  and  dis- 
pose thereof,  and  in  every  respect  perform  all  acts  in  relation  thereto, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  she  were  unmarried ;  but  this  act  does  not 
authorize  such  married  woman  to  contract  any  pecuniary  obligations  to 
be  discharged  at  any  future  time. 

When  any  deposit  is  made  in  any  savings  bank  or  institution,  by  any 
woman,  being  or  hereafter  becoming  married,  in  her  own  name,  it  is 
lawful  for  the  trustees  or  officers  of  the  bank  or  institution  to  pay  the 
depositor  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  due,  and  the  receipt  or  acquit- 
tance of  the  depositor  shall  be  a  sufficient  legal  discharge  to  the  cor- 
poration 
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Dower. — A  widow  is  endowed  with  the  third  part  of  all  the  lands 
whereof  her  husband  was  seized,  of  an  estate  of  inheritance,  at  any 
time  during  the  marriage. 

North  Carolina. — WheneA^er  a  marriage  takes  place,  all  the  lands 
or  real  estate  owned  by  the  wife  at  the  time  of  the  marriage,  and  all 
lands  or  real  estate  which  she  subsequently  acquires,  by  will,  devise, 
inheritance,  or  otherwise,  can  not  be  sold  or  leased  by  the  husband  for 
the  term  of  his  own  life,  or  any  less  term  of  years,  except  with  the 
consent  of  his  wife,  to  be  ascertained  and  effectuated  by  privy  examina- 
tion according  to  the  rules  now  required  by  law  for  the  sale  of  lands  by 
deed  belonging  to  married  women.  And  no  interest  of  the  husband 
whatever,  in  such  lands  or  real  estate,  can  be  sold  to  satisfy  any  execu- 
tion obtained  against  him,  and  all  such  sales  are  declared  to  be  null  and 
void  both  at  law  and  in  equity. 

Dower. — The  widow  is  endowed  of  one  third  part  of  all  the  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments  of  which  her  husband  died  seized  and 
possessed. 

The  dower  of  a  widow  is  not  subject  to  the  payment  of  debts  due 
from  the  estate  or  her  husband,  during  the  term  of  her  life. 

Ohio. — The  interest  of  any  married  man  in  the  real  estate  of  his 
wife,  belonging  to  her  at  the  time  of  their  intermarriage,  or  which  may 
have  come  to  her  by  devise,  gift,  or  inheritance  during  coverture,  or 
which  may  have  been  purchased  with  her  sole  and  separate  money  or 
other  property,  or,  during  her  coverture,  have  been  deeded  to  her,  or 
to  any  trustee  for  her,  is  not  be  liable  to  be  taken,  by  any  process  of 
law  or  chancery,  for  the  payment  of  his  debts  during  the  life  of  the 
"wife,  or  the  life  or  lives  of  the  heir  or  heirs  of  her  body. 

All  conveyances  and  incmnbrances  of  the  husband's  interest  in  the 
^  real  estate  of  the  wife  above  mentioned  are  void  during  the  life  of 
the  wife,  and  during  the  life  or  lives  of  the  heirs  of  her  body,  unless 
an  instrument  of  such  conveyance  or  incumbrance  is  executed,  attested, 
and  acknowledged,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  for  the  convey- 
ance or  incumbrance  of  the  estate  of  the  wife,  in  lands,  tenements,  and 
hereditaments,  situate  ;yvithin  this  state. 

No  interest  of  a  husband  in  any  chose  in  action,  demand,  legacy,  or 
bequest  of  his  wife  is  liable  to  be  taken,  by  any  process  of  law  or 
chancery,  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  unless  the  husband  has  re- 
duced the  same  to  possession,  so  as,  by  the  rules  of  law,  to  have  become 
the  owner  in  his  marital  rights. 

All  articles  of  furniture  and  household  goods  which  a  wife  brings 
with  her  at  marriage,  or  which  come  to  her  by  bequest,  gift,  or  which 
after  marriage  are  purchased  with  her  separate  money  or  other  prop- 
erty, are  exempt  from  liability  for  the  debts  of  the  husband  during  the 
life  of  the  wife,  or  of  any  heir  of  her  body. 

Dower. — A  widow  is  endowed  of  one  third  part  all  the  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  real  estate  of  which  her  husband  was  seized  at  any  time 
during  the  coverture,  and  of  all  equitable  interest  in  real  estate  of 
which  he  may  die  possessed. 
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Pennsylvania. — Every  species  and  description  of  property  which 
may  be  owned  by  a  woman,  may  be  owned  by  her  as  well  after  marriage 
as  before  ;  and  all  that  a  woman  acquires  in  any  manner  after  marriage 
remains  her  o\\'n  separate  property  and  is  not  liable  for  the  debts  of  the 
husband ;  and  this  property  can  not  be  encumbered  or  sold  by  the  hus- 
band without  her  consent  having  been  obtained  and  an  acknowledg- 
ment made  by  her  before  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas,  that  the  same  was  given  freely  without  coercion  on  the  part  of 
the  husband. 

The  property  of  the  wife  is  liable  for  debts  contracted  by  herself  or 
her  agent,  and  to  satisfy  judgments  obtained  against  the  husband  for 
wrongs  done  by  the  wife  ;  in  these  cases  execution  must  be  first  had 
against  the  separate  property  of  the  wife. 

A  married  woman  may  dispose  of  her  separate  property  by  will 
executed  in  presence  of  two  witnesses  neither  of  whom  is  her  hus- 
band. 

In  all  cases  where  judgments  are  obtained  on  debts  contracted  for  ar- 
ticles necessary  to  the  support  of  the  family,  execution  shall  first  issue 
against  the  estate  of  the  husband ;  if  not  satisfied,  an  alias  execution 
may  issue  against  the  estate  of  the  wife.  In  this  case  it  must  be  proved 
either  that  the  wife  contracted  the  debt,  or  that  the  debt  was  contracted 
for  articles  necessarj^  for  the  maintenance  of  the  family. 

Rhode  Island. — The  real  estate,  chattels  real,  household  furniture, 
plate,  jewels,  stock,  or  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  any  incorporated 
company  of  this  state,  or  debts  secured  by  mortgage  on  property  within 
this  state,  which  are  the  property  of  any  woman  before  marriage,  or 
which  may  become  her  property  after  marriage,  are  so  far  secured  to 
her  sole  and  separate  use,  that  the  same,  and  the  rents,  profits,  and  in- 
come thereof,  are  not  liable  to  be  attached  or  in  any  way  taken  for  the 
debts  of  her  husband,  either  before  or  after  his  death. 

Any  policy  of  insurance  on  the  life  of  any  person,  expressed  to  be 
for  the  benefit  of  a  married  woman,  whether  eftected  by  herself  or  by 
her  husband,  or  by  any  other  person  in  her  behalf,  inures  to  her  sepa- 
rate use  and  benefit,  and  that  of  her  children,  if  any,  independently  of 
her  husband,  of  his  creditors  and  representatives,  and  also,  independ- 
ently of  any  other  person  effecting  the  same  in  her  behalf,  his  creditors 
and  representatives.  A  trustee  or  trustees  may  be  appointed,  by  any 
court  authorized  to  appoint  trustees,  to  hold  and  manage  the  interest  of 
any  married  woman  in  any  such  policy,  or  its  proceeds.  These  provi- 
sions do  not  apply  to  any  policy  upon  which  the  amount  of  annual 
premium  exceeds  the  sum  of  $300. 

Doioer. — The  widow  of  any  person  shall  be  endowed  of  one  full 
and  equal  third  part  of  all  the  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments 
whereof  her  husband,  or  any  other  to  his  use,  was  seized  of  an  estate 
of  inheritance  at  any  time  during  the  intermarriage,  and  to  which  she 
has  not  during  the  coverture  released  her  right  by  deed. 

South  Carolina. — The  common  law  in  regard  to  the  rights  of 
married  women  prevails  in  this  state,  except  that  marriage  settlement 
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deeds  must  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretarj^  of  state,  and 
register  of  mesne  conveyance,  within  three  months  after  their  ex- 
ecution. V 
I 

Tennessee. — ^When  any  married  woman  Is  possessed  of  property, 
real  or  personal,  acquired  before  or  after  marriage,  the  husband's  inter- 
est in  the  wife's  estate  can  not  be  disposed  of  by  virtue  of  any  judg- 
ment or  decree  against  him ;  this  exemption  of  the  husband's  interest 
does  not  exist  after  the  death  of  the  wife.  The  husband  can  not  dis- 
pose of  such  an  interest  during  the  wife's  life,  unless  she  join  in  the 
conveyance  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

When  a  husband  dies  without  children,  the  widow  inherits  in  fee 
simple  all  the  real  estate  remaining  after  payment  of  his  debts. 

Married  women  may  dispose  of  their  separate  property  by  will. 

Doioer. — A  widow  is  entitled  to  dower  of  one  third  of  the  real  estate 
of  which  the  husband  dies  seized  and  possessed. 

Texas. — All  property,  real  and  personal,  owned  or  claimed  by  mar- 
ried women,  or  which  may  be  owned  or  claimed  at  the  time  of  marriage 
by  any  woman,  or  which  she  may  acquire  by  gift,  devise,  or  descent, 
must  be  registered. 

A  schedule  must  be  made  out,  particailarly  describing  the  same,  and 
acknowledged  by  her  that  the  property  described  therein  is  her  separate 
property,  and  recorded  in  the  county  or  counties  where  it  really  lies, 
and  if  there  be  personal  property,  then  also  in  the  county  where  she 
resides. 

Property  so  recorded  can  not  be  recovered  by  the  creditors  of  the 
husband. 

She  has  a  community  with  the  husband  in  all  property  acquired  dur- 
ing coverture,  except  that  acquired  by  devise,  gift,  or  descent.  The 
community  property  may  be  sold  by  the  husband  alone,  and  is  liable  for 
his  debts. 

Vermont. — The  wife  may  effect  an  insurance  upon  the  life  of  her 
husband,  and  if  she  survive  him,  the  insurance  becoming  due  must  be 
paid  to  her  for  her  own  use,  and  is  not  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  hus- 
band, unless  the  premium  annually  paid  exceed  $300. 

In  case  the  wife  die  before  the  husband,  the  insurance  may  be  made 
payable  to  her  children  for  their  use,  or  to  their  guardian. 

Married  women  may  devise  real  estate,  or  any  interest  therein 
descendible  to  their  heirs. 

The  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  real  estate  of  any  married 
woman,  and  the  interest  of  the  husband  in  any  real  estate  which 
belonged  to  the  wife  before  marriage,  or  which  she  may  have  acquired 
by  gift,  devise,  or  otherwise,  after  marriage,  are  exempt  from  liability 
for  any  separate  debts  of  the  husband  during  the  coverture  ;  and  no 
conveyance  of  such  property  is  valid  unless  it  be  by  joint  deed  of 
husband  and  wife. 

Dower. — The  widow  is  entitled  during  her  life  to  one  third  of  the 
estate  of  which  her  husband  died  seized,  and  to  the  same  portion  of 
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any  equity  of  ^-edemption  of  lands  mortgaged  by  the  nusband  which  he 
may  hold  under  the  mortgagee. 

The  widow  may  be  barred  of  her  dower  when  a  jointure  shall  have 
been  settled  upon  her,  or  some  pecuniary  provision  shall  have  been 
made  for  her  before  her  marriage  with  or  without  her  consent ;  or  after 
her  marriage  with  her  consent,  to  have  effect  after  the  death  of  the 
husband,  and  expressed  to  be  in  lieu  and  discharge  of  her  dower ; 
or,  when  the  husband  provides  by  will  for  his  widow,  and  it  appears  to 
the  probate  court  that  the  provision  was  intended  in  lieu  of  dower. 

When  the  husband  dies  leaving  no  children  or  children's  represent- 
atives, the  widow  is  entitled  to  one  half  the  estate. 

The  widow  may  waive  all  the  above  provisions  and  notify  the  pro- 
bate court  within  eight  months  after  the  will  is  proved  or  letters  of 
administration  are  granted,  in  writing,  that  she  intends  to  take  her 
dower  instead. 

Virginia. — A  widow  is  endowed  of  one  third  part  of  all  the  real 
estate  whereof  her  husband,  or  any  other  to  his  use,  was  at  any  time 
during  coverture  seized  of  any  estate  of  inheritance,  unless  her  right 
of  dower  has  been  lawfully  barred  or  relinquished.  , 

In  addition  to  dower  she  is  entitled  to  one  third  of  the  personal 
estate  after  the  payment  of  debts  and  charges,  taking,  in  slaves,  an 
estate  for  life  only  ;  if  the  marriage  be  without  issue,  she  is  entitled, 
absolutely,  to  the  slaves  and  other  personal  property  so  remaining, 
which  were  derived  from  her,  and  were  preserved  in  kind  ;  and  if  the 
marriage  be  without  issue,  and  the  deceased  husband  was  without 
issue  by  any  former  marriage,  she  is  entitled  to  one  half  of  the  residue, 
qualified  in  respect  to  slaves  as  before. 

If  provision  be  made  for  her  in  her  husband's  Avill,  she  may  renounce 
it  at  any  time  within  one  year  from  the  probate,  and  entitle  herself  to 
her  legal  rights. 

Wisconsin. — The  widow  is  entitled  to  dower  of  any  property  in 
which  her  husband  was  seized  of  an  estate  of  inheritance  at  any  time 
during  marriage,  unless  she  is  lawfully  barred. 

The  real  estate,  and  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  thereof,  of  any 
married  woman,  are  not  subject  to  the  disposal  of  her  husband,  but  are 
her  sole  and  separate  property,  as  if  she  were  single. 

The  real  and  personal  property  of  any  unmarried  female,  and  which 
she  may  own  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  and  the  rents,  issues,  and 
profits  thereof,  are  not  subject  to  the  disposal  of  her  husband  nor  liable 
for  his  debts,  and  are  to  continue  her  sole  and  separate  property. 

A  married  woman  may  receive  by  inheritance,  or  by  gift,  gi-ant, 
devise,  or  bequest,  from  any  person  other  than  her  husband,  and  hold 
to  her  sole  and  separate  use,  and  convey  and  devise  real  and  personal 
property,  and  any  interest  or  estate  therein,  and  the  rents,  issues,  and 
profits,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  if  she  were 
unmarried,  and  the  same  is  not  subject  to  the  disposal  of  her  husband 
nor  liable  for  his  debts. 

Any  policy  of  insurance  upon  the  life  of  any  person  expressed  to  be 
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for  the  benefit  of  a  married  woman,  whether  the  same  be  effected  by 
herself,  her  husband,  or  any  other  person  in  her  behalf,  inures  to  her 
sole  and  separate  use  and  that  of  her  children.  In  case  of  the  death 
of  the  wife,  any  court  having  authority  may  appoint  guardians  to  the 
minor  children,  who  have  power  to  manage  the  interests  of  the  children 
in  the  policy  and  its  proceeds. 

When  lands  are  exchanged,  it  is  deemgd  that  the  widow  elects  to 
have  dower  in  the  lands  received,  unless  within  one  year  from  the 
death  of  her  husband  she  commence  proceedings  to  recover  her  dower, 
and  in  case  of  lands  mortgaged  for  the  purchase  money,  the  widow  is 
not  entitled  to  dower  out  of  the  lands  against  the  mortgagee,  but  against 
all  other  persons.

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TAKING  DEPOSITIONS  TO  BE  USED  IN  ALABAMA. 

The  commission  for  taking  testimony,  in  each  case,  directs  in  what 
manner  the  same  shall  be  taken.  The  instructions  under  New  York 
are  believed  to  be  sufficient  for  this  state. 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TAKING  DEPOSITIONS  TO  BE  USED  IN  ARKANSAS. 

The  person  taking  depositions  will  indorse  on  the  back  of  the  com- 
mission the  words  :  "  The  execution  of  this  commission  appears  by  the 
schedule  hereto  annexed,"  and  sign  it  officially. 

He  will  have  the  witnesses  before  him  at  the  precise  place,  and  on 
the  day,  and  between  the  hours,  fixed  by  the  notice  or  agreement  of 
counsel ;  and  will  swear  each  (or  affirm),  that  he  will  testify  the  truth, 
the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  in  regard  to  the  matters  in 
controversy  between  and  in  circuit  court. 

He  will  then  commence  the  deposition,  as  follows :  "  Depositions 
of  witnesses  taken  and  subscribed  before  me,  A.  B.,  an  acting  justice 
of  the   peace   for  the   county  of  in   the  state  of  duly 

commissioned  as   such  (or  judge,  etc.),  on  the  day  of 

A.  D.  between  the  hours  of         A.  m.  and         p.  m.  of  said  day, 

at  in  the  town  of  in  the  county  of  in  the  state 

of  in  pursuance  of  a  commission  hereto  annexed,  and  to  be 

read  as  evidence  in  a  certain  cause  now  depending  in  the  circuit  court 
of  the  county  of  in  the  state  of  Arkansas,  wherein  is 

plaintiff,  and  is  defendant,  on  the  part  of  the 

,  a  witness  known  to  me  to  be  of  lawful  age,  being  to  me  at 

the  time  and  place  aforesaid  produced,  and  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn 
to  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  in  regard 
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to  tlie  matters  in  controversy  in  the  suit  aforesaid,  did  then  and  there, 
on  his  oath  aforesaid,  depose  as  follows,  to  wit :" 

Then  write  down  his  answers  or  his  statement.  If  it  is  merely  a 
statement,  write  it  in  his  own  words,  in  the  first  person — if  interroga- 
tories accompany  the  coinmission,  say  :  "  To  the  first  interrogatory  he 
answers  that,  etc.,"  and  so  proceed  with  all  interrogatories ;  then  his 
answers  to  cross-interrogatories,  in  the  same  way. 

If  papers  are  referred  to,  let  them  be  referred  to  as  "  the  paper 
marked  A,  etc.,  hereto  annexed;"  and  indorse  on  such  paper:  "This 
is  paper  marked  A,  referred  to  in  the  deposition  of  A.  B.  hereto 
annexed ;"  which  is  to  be  signed  by  both  the  magistrate  and  the  de- 
ponent. 

The  magistrate  must  sign  his  name  officially  at  the  bottom  of  each 
half  sheet  of  the  depositions. 

When  the  deposition  of  a  witness  is  concluded,  let  him  sign  it.  If 
a  second  witness  is  produced,  proceed  to  state  as  follows  :  "  And  at  the 
same  time  and  place,  before  me  also  appeared  C.  D.,  etc.,"  as  before. 

When  all  the  depositions  are  concluded,  let  a  certificate  follow, 
thus :

SYNOPSIS 

OF    THE 

CONSTITUTION   AND    JUKISDI^CTION 

or   THE 

SEVERAL  STATE  COURTS  OF  ALL  THE  STATES. 


STATE    COURTS    OF    ALABAMA. 


I.  Supreme  Court. — The  judges  of  this  court,  and  the  chancellors, 
are  elected  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, for  the  term  of  six  years.  The  supreme  court  has  appellate  juris- 
diction, and  has  power  under  the  constitution  to  issue  writs  of  injunction, 
mandamus,  quo  warranto,  habeas  corpus,  and  such  other  remedial  and 
original  writs  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  it  a  general  superintendence 
and  control  of  courts  of  inferior  jurisdiction. 

It  holds  its  sessions  at  the  seat  of  government  on  the  first  Mondays 
of  January  and  June  of  each  year,  fer  hearing  and  determining  points 
of  law  taken  by  appeal  or  writ  of  error  from  the  chancery,  circuit,  and 
probate  courts,  and  such  other  business  as  may  be  properly  before  it. 
The  volumes  of  reported  decisions  are  thirty-seven  in  number.  The 
judges  now  report  their  own  decisions. 

II.  Chancery  Court. — This  court  has  original  and  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion, under  the  constitution. 

III.  Circuit  Courts. — These  have  original  jurisdiction!  in  all  criminal 
proceedings,  and  also  of  civil,  when  the  amount  in  controversy  exceeds 
the  sum  of  $50 ;  and  for  sums  of  less  than  $50,  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion, taken  by  appeal  or  certiorari  from  the  decision  of  a  justice  of  the 
p>eace. 

IV.  Courts  of  Probate  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  estates  of 
deceased  persons  ;  in  granting  letters  of  administration ;  and  over  the 
affairs  of  orphans. 

STATE  COURTS  OF  ARKANSAS. 

^  I.  The  Supreme  Court  has  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  except  in  par- 
ticular cases  pointed  out  by  the  constitution.  It  holds  annually  two 
terms  at  Little  Rock,  on  the  first  Mondays  in  January  and  July.  The 
judges  are  elected  by  the  General  Assembly,  by  a  joint  vote  of  both 
houses,  for  eight  years. 

II    The  Circuit  Court  has  original  jurisdiction  over  all  criminal  cases 
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not  expressly  provided  for  otherwise  by  law ;  and  exclusive  original 
jurisdiction  of  all  crimes  amouiiting  to  felony  at  common  law  ;  and 
original  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  caSes  which  are  not  cognizable  before 
justices  of  the  peace  ;  and  in  all  matters  of  contract,  where  the  sum 
in  controversy  is  over  $100.  It  holds  annually  two  terms  in  each  cir- 
cuit. The  judges  and  prosecuting  attorneys  are  elected  by  the  people, 
the  former  for  four,  and  the  latter  for  two  years. 

III.  The  County  Court,  composed  of  a  presiding  judge  and  two  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  meets  four  times  in  each  year,  and  has  jurisdiction 
in  all  matters  relating  to  county  taxes,  disbursements  of  money  for 
county  purposes,  and  in  every  other  case  that  may  be  necessary  to  the 
internal  improvement  and  local  concerns  of  the  respective  counties. 

IV.  The  Probate  Court  to  be  held  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the 
county  court,  meets  four  times  in  each  year,  and  has  jurisdiction§in 
matters  relative  to  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  executors,  adminis- 
trators, and  guardians. 

The  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  and  justices  of  the  peace, 
respectively,  are  elected  by  the  people  for  two  years. 

STATE    COURTS    OF    CALIFORNIA. 

I.  Supreme  Court. — The  supreme  court  consists  of  a  chief  justice 
and  two  associate  justices,  any  two  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  justices  of  the  supreme  court  are  elected  at  the  general  election, 
by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  state,  and  hold  their  office  for  the  term 
of  six  years,  and  are  so  classified  that  one  goes  out  of  office  every  two 
years.     The  senior  justice  in  commission  is  chief  justice. 

The  supreme  court  has  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  when  the 
matter  in  dispute  exceeds  $200,  when  the  legality  of  any  tax,  toll,  or 
impost,  or  municipal  fine  is  in  question,  and  in  all  criminal  cases  amount- 
ing to  felony,  or  qnestions  of  law  alone.  And  this  court,  and  each  of 
the  justices  thereof,  as  well  as  all  district  and  county  judges,  shall  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  at  the  instance  of  any  person  held 
in  actual  custody.  They  also  have  power  to  issue  all  other  writs  and 
process  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  their  appellate  jurisdiction,  and  are 
conservators  of  the  peace  throughout  the  state. 

II.  District  Courts. — The  state  is  divided  into  such  convenient  nuiri- 
ber  of  districts  as  the  public  good  requires,  for  each  of  which  a  district 
judge  was  appointed  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  legislature  at  its  first  meet- 
ing. The  judge  holds  office  for  two  years.  The  judges  will  hereafter 
be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective  districts,  at  the 
general  election,  and  will  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  six  years. 

The  district  courts  have  original  jurrediction,  in  law  and  equity,  in  all 
civil  cases  where  the  amount  in  dispute  exceeds  $200,  exclusive  of 
interest.     In  all  criminal  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  in  all, 
issues  of  fact  joined  in  the  probate  courts,  their  jurisdiction  is  unlim- 
ited. 

III.  County  Courts. — There  is  in  each  of  the  organized  counties  Ji 
this  state  one  county  judge,  who  holds  his  office  for  four  years  He 
holds  the  county  court,  and  performs  the  duties  of  surrogate  or  proba 
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judge.  The  county  judge,  with  two  justices  of  the  peace,  to  be  desig 
nated  according  to  law,  holds  courts  of  sessions  with  criminal  jurisdic- 
tion, and  performs  such  other  duties  as  are  required  by  law.  The 
county  courts  have  such  jurisdiction  in  cases  arising  in  justices'  courts, 
and  in  special  cases,  as  the  legislature  have  prescribed,  but  have  no 
original  civil  jurisdiction  except  in  such  special  cases. 


STATE  COURTS  OF  CONNECTICUT. 

I.  Superior  Court. — This  court  holds  three  sessions  annually  in 
each  county,  and  has  original  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the 
county  court  of  actions  at  law,  wherein  the  matter  in  demand  shall  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  $200.  It  has  also  original  and  concurrent  jurisdiction 
wjtii  the  county  court  in  all  matters  in  equity. 

II.  County  Court. — Appeals  may  be  allowed  from  the  county  to  the 
superior  court  by  the  party  aggrieved,  in  all  suits  or  actions  of  ejectment 
or  disseisin — in  all  actions  in  which  the  title  of  land  shall  be  drawn  in 
question,  and  in  which  such  county  court  shall  make  a  record  or  cer- 
tificate that  such  title  was  a  material  question  made  and  tried  in  said 
court — in  all  actions  charging  an  injury  done  to  land,  in  which  the  de- 
fendant shall  justify  the  cause  by  special  plea,  or  written  notice,  stating 
and  alleging  a  right  of  way — in  all  actions  charging  defendant  with  ob- 
structing a  way,  or  for  an  injury  to  a  way,  in  which  the  title  to  the  way 
claimed  by  defendant  shall  be  brought  in  question — in  all  actions  charg- 
ing defendant  with  raising  or  obstructing  the  waters  of  any  stream, 
river,  creek,  or  arm  of  the  sea,  by  the  erection  of  any  dam  or  other  ob- 
struction, in  which  defendant  shall  justify  the  same  by  special  plea 
alleging  lawful  right- — and  in  all  actions  wherein  the  settlement  of  a 
pauper  is  in  question,  and  the  county  court  makes  record  that  such  set- 
tlement was  a  material  question  tried  and  determined  by  said  court. 

■  The  county  court  has  original  jurisdiction  with  the  superior  court  in 
all  matters  in  equity  wherein  the  matter  in  demand  shall  not  exceed 
$335. 

III.  Justices  of  the  Peace. — All  causes  wherein  the  title  of  land  is 
not  concerned,  and  wherein  the  debt,  trespass,  or  demand  does  not  ex- 
ceed $50,  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
with  right  of  appeal  to  the  county  court.

STATE    COURTS    OF    FLORIDA. 

I.  A  Supreme  Court  consisting  of  a  chief  justice  and  two  associate 
justices  The  supreme  court  holds  four  sessions  annually :  one  in 
Tallahassee,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January;  one  in  Jacksonville, 
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on  the  third  Monday  in  February ;  one  in  Tampa,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March ;  and  one  in  Marianna,  on  the  third  Monday  in 
March. 

When  any  one  or  two  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  are  disqual- 
ified from  sitting  in  any  cause,  the  vacancy  is  filled  by  a  corresponding 
number  of  the  circuit  judges,  who,  in  such  case,  constitute  a  part  of  the 
supreme  court. 

In  pursuance  of  a  provision  of  the  new  constitution,  the  general  As- 
sembly of  1852-53,  passed  a  law  making  the  justices  of  the  supreme 
and  circuit  courts  elective  by  the  people  ;  and  judges  were  accordingly 
elected  by  vote  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  1853,  to  hold  office  for 
the  ensuing  six  years. 

II.  Circuit  Courts. — The  state  is  divided  into  four  circuits  :  Eastern, 
Southern,  Western,  and  Middle. 

STATE  COURTS  OF  GEORGIA. 

I.  Superior  Court. — The  judges  of  this  court  are  elected  by  the 
people  of  the  district  over  which  they  preside,  for  the  term  of  four  years. 
They  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  (except  in  cases  be- 
low felonies  in  sea-port  towns),  and  in  land  cases,  and  concurrent  in 
all' other  civil  cases. 

II.  Supreme  Court. — The  judges  ofwhich  are  elected  for  six  years 
(one  every  two  years)  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  are  removable 
upon  address  of  two  thirds  of  each  house. 

In  this  court  all  causes  shall  be  determined  at  the  first  term ;  and  in 
case  the  plaintiff'  is  not  ready  for  trial,  unless  he  be  prevented  "  by 
some  providential  cause,"  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  shall  be  af- 
firmed. 

III.  Justices  of  the  Peace  are  elected  by  the  people  in  districts. 

IV.  Judge  of  Probate. — Each  county  elects  an  "ordinary,"  who 
holds  office  for  four  years,  and  has  the  ordinary  jurisdiction  of  a  judge 
of  probate,  and  is  paid  by  fees. 

V.  The  state  is  divided  into  thirteen  circuits,  with  a  judge  and  so- 
licitor in  each.  The  salaries  of  the  judges  are  $1,800  each.  The  at- 
torney-general is  the  solicitor  for  the  middle  circuit. 

STATE    COURTS    OF    ILLINOIS. 

By  the  constitution  of  the  state,  the  judicial  power  of  the  state  is 
vested  in  one  supreme  court,  in  circuit  courts,  in  county  courts,  and  in 
justices  of  the  peace.  Inferior  courts  of  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction, 
of  uniform  organization  and  jurisdiction,  may  be  established  in  the  cities 
of  the  state. 

I.  The  Supreme  Court  consists  of  three  judges,  two  of  whom  form 
a  quorum,  and  the  concurrence  of  two  is  necessary  for  a  decision.  The 
state  is  divided  into  three  grand  divisions,  and  the  electors  of  each  di- 
vision elect  one  of  said  judges  for  the  term  of  nine  years.  The  judge 
having  the  oldest  commission  is  the  chief  justice.  One  of  said  judges 
goes  out  of  office  every  three  years,  their  terms  being  so  arranged 
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The  supreme  court  has  original  jurisdiction  in  revenue  cases,  cases  of 
mandamus,  habeas  corpus,  and  in  cases  of  impeachment.  It  has  ap- 
pellate jurisdiction  in  all  other  cases.  It  holds  one  term  annually  in 
each  of  the  grand  divisions  of  the  state.  The  judges  receive  a  salary 
of  $1,200  each,  per  annum.  The  supreme  court  is  holden  in  the 
first  grand  division  at  Mount  Vernon,  on  the  second  Monday  of 
November ;  in  the  second,  at  Springfield,  on  the  second  Monday  of 
December  y^  in  the  third,  at  Ottawa,  on  the  second  Monday  of  June, 
annually.  The  supreme  court  has  a  clerk  in  each  grand  division,  who 
is  elected  for  the  term  of  six  years.  No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office 
of  judge  of  any  court  in  this  state  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  this  state,  and  a  resident  of  the  state  five  years  next  preced- 
ing his  election,  and  of  the  division,  circuit,  or  county  in  which  elected 
two  years. 

The  state  is  divided  into  seventeen  judicial  circuits,  in  each  of  which 
a  judge  is  elected  by  the  voters  thereof  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed,  commissioned,  and  qualified.  In 
each  circuit  there  shall  be  two  or  more  terms  of  the  circuit  court  held 
annually.  The  circuit  courts  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in  law  and 
equity,  and  in  appeals  from  all  inferior  courts.  Appeals  and  writs  of 
error  may  be  taken  from  any  circuit  court  to  the  supreme  court  in  that 
grand  division  where  it  is  situated,  and  by  consent  of  all  parties  to  the 
next  grand  division. 

The  qualified  voters  of  each  county  elect  a  circuit  clerk  for  that 
county,  who  holds  his  office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

All  vacancies  in  supreme  and  circuit  courts  are  filled  by  election,  ex- 
cept when  the  unexpired  term  does  not  exceed  one  year,  when  the  ex- 
ecutive may  appoint. 

Judges  of  supreme  and  circuit  courts  are  not  eligible  to  any  office  of 
public  trust  or  profit  in  this  state  or  the  United  States  during  the  term 
for  which  they  are  elected,  and  one  year  thereafter. 

II.  County  Courts. — In  each  county  there  is  a  court  called  the  county 
court,  which  has  one  judge  elected  for  four  years,  etc.  Its  jurisdic- 
tion extends  to  all  probate  matters,  such  as  granting  letters  of  adminis- 
tration and  testamentary,  allowing  claims  against  estates  of  deceased 
persons,  and  settling  said  estates,  also  in  insolvent  debtors'  cases,  etc. 

The  county  court  is  a  court  of  record,  with  a  clerk  and  seal.  It  has 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  court  in  hearing  and  determin- 
ing all  applications  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  of  deceased  persons  for 
payments  of  their  debts. 

The  county  judge  is  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  and  has  the  same 
civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction  as  justices  of  the  peace,  and  has  the 
same  power  to  preserve  order  and  punish  contempts  when  in  session 
as  the  circuit  courts.  The  coxmty  court,  acting  as  a  probate  court,  sits 
regularly  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  except  the  months  of 
December,  March,  June,  and  September,  and  on  the  third  Mondays  of 
said  months.  It  sits  with  two  associate  justices  of  the  peace  elected 
for  such  purpose^in  each  county  not  having  the  township  organization, 
for  the  transaction  of  county  business,  on  the  first  Mondays  of  Decern- 
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ber,  March,  June,  and  September,  in  every  year.  In  counties  having 
the  township  organization,  the  board  of  supervisors  perform  its  func- 
tions in  relation  to  county  matters,  such  as  assessing  and  levying 
taxes,  etc.,  allowing  claims  against  counties,  and  supervising  county 
property. 

Appeals  and  writs  of  certiorari  may  be  taken  from  the  county  court, 
sitting  as  a  court  of  probate  and  insolvency,  to  the  circuit  court  of  the 
county. 

There  is  elected  by  the  electors  in  the  several  counties,  at  the  same 
time  that  the  county  judge  is  elected,  a  county  clerk,  who  holds  his 
office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 
He  is  to  keep  his  office  at  the  county  seat,  and  must  give  bonds  in 
$3,000  to  perform  his  duties  faithfully. 

By  statute,  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  is  recorder  of  deeds  in  each 
county. 

In  each  of  the  judicial  circuits  of  the  state  there  is  a  state's  attorney 
elected,  who  holds  his  office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
commissioned  and  qualified.  It  is  his  duty,  upon  request,  to  attend  all 
examinations  for  felonious  crimes,  and  upon  writs  of  habeas  corpus ; 
and  also,  it  is  his  duty  to  attend  all  the  circuit  courts  in  his  circuit,  and 
to  commence  and  prosecute  all  actions,  suits,  process,  indictmeats,  and 
prosecutions,  civil  or  criminal,  in  which  the  people  of  the  state  or  any 
county  may  be  concerned  ;  and  upon  request,  is  to  give  his  opinion  upon 
matters  of  law  to  any  county  court,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  where  the 
people  of  the  county  are  concerned. 

A  sheriff  is  elected  in  each  county  in  the  state,  who  holds  his  office 
for  two  years,  and  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  sheriff,  in  counties  where 
the  township  organization  does  not  prevail,  is,  ex-oficio,  collector  of 
taxes.  Where  the  township  organization  prevails,  town  collectors  per- 
form this  duty. 

All  judges  and  states'  attorneys  are  commissioned  by  the  governor. 

County  judges,  clerks,  sheriffs,  and  other  county  officers,  for  willful 
neglect  of  duty  or  misdemeanor  in  office,  are  liable  to  indictment  by 
grand  jury,  and  trial  by  petit  jury,  and,  on  conviction,  to  removal  from 
office. 

All  process,  writs,  and  other  proceedings,  shall  run  "  in  the  name  of 
the  people  of  the  state  of  Illinois."  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried 
on  "  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  tfxe  people  of  the  state  of  Illi- 
nois," and  conclude,  "  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

Besides  the  foregoing  courts,  which  are  common  to  the  whole  state, 
there  is  established  in  the  county  of  Cook,  a  court  called  the  "  Cook 
County  Court  of  Common  Pleas,"  having  the  same  general  jurisdiction 
as  the  circuit  court,  and  from  whose  judgments  appeals  and  writs  of 
error  lie  to  the  supreme  court,  and  which  is  also  specially  authorized 
to  «nter  up  judgments  by  confession  in  vacation,  which  can  not  be  done 
in  the  circuit  courts.  This  court  has  eight  terms  in  each  year,  six  of 
said  terms  being  called  vacation  terms  (at  which  any  business  is  'n 
order  except  trial  by  jury,  and  even  that,  by  consent  of  parties,  mav 
i  be  had),  and  two  trial  terms. 

The  circuit  court  of  Cook  county  has  four  terms,  two  of  therobe.j'n^ 
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vacation,  and  two  trial  terms.  There  is  also  an  inferior  court  of  limited 
jurisdiction  established  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  called  the  Recorder's 
Court  of  the  city  of  Chicago.  It  is  a  court  of  record,  having  a  clerk 
and  seal,  has  concurrent  jurisdiction  in  the  city  with  the  circuit  court 
in  all  criminal  cases,  except  treason  and  murder,  and  in  civil  cases 
where  the  amount  in  controversy  does  not  exceed  $100,  and  in  cases 
of  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace  within  said  city.  Appeals  may 
be  taken  therefrom  to  the  circuit  court.  The  judge  of  this  court  is 
called  the  "  Recorder  of  the  city  of  Chicago,"  and,  with  the  clerk,  is 
elected  for  five  years. 

The  Cook  county  court  of  common  pleas  is  a  court  of  record,  hav- 
ing a  seal  and  clerk.  The  judge  and  clerk  of  this  court  are  each 
elected  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

III.  Justices'  Courts. — In  each  county  of  the  state  justices  of  the 
peace  are  elected  ;  in  counties  where  the  township  organization  prevails, 
two  for  each  town,  together  with  a  like  number  of  constables,  and  in 
the  other  counties,  two  for  each  precinct,  except  that  in  which  the 
CjOunty  seat  is  located,  where  three  are  elected,  together  with  a  like 
number  of  constables.  Justices  and  constables  hold  their  offices  for 
four  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

The  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  civil  matters  extends  to 
actions  of  debt  and  assumpsit,  where  the  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed 
$100,  to  suits  for  rent  and  distress  for  rent  on  landlord's  warrant,  where 
amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  $100.  In  debt  for  trespass  for  cutting 
timber,  where  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  $100.  In  all  actions 
of  trespass  to  personal  property,  and  of  trover,  where  amount  claimed 
does  not  exceed  $100.  In  all  actions  where  an  executor  or  adminis- 
trator is  party  plaintiff,  and  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  $100,  and 
where  they  are  defendants,  and  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  $20. 
In  all  actions  against  sherifts,  coroners,  and  constables,  for  malfeasance, 
misfeasance,  and  nonfeasance  in  office,  where  amount  claimed  does  not 
exceed  $100. 

In  all  cases  of  assault  and  battery,  or  frays,  justices  of  the  peace 
have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction,  except  in  incorporated  cities  and 
towns,  when  otherwise  conferred  by  law.  Either  party  may  appeal,  by 
giving  bond  within  twenty  days  after  judgment. 

THE    COURTS    OF    INDIANA. 

I.  The  Supreme  Court. — This  court  consists  of  four  judges,  elected 
by  the  people  for  the  term  of  six  years.  Three  of  their  number  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  This  court  has  appellate  jurisdiction  alone,  and  is 
the  tribunal  of  last  resort.  It  has  two  terms  annually,  of  thirty  days 
each,  commencing  in  May  and  November.  The  judges  choose  one  of 
their  number  at  each  term  to  preside  as  chief  justice,  who  can  not  be 
elected  two  terms  consecutively. 

II.  The  Circuit  Court. — The  state  is  divided  into  ten  circuits,  for 

each  of  which  a  judge  is  elected  by  the  people  to  serve  for years. 

This  judge  holds  a  court  in  each  county  of  his  circuit,  which  is  styled 
respectively  "  The Circuit  Court,"  according  to  the  name  of  the 
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county.  Such  courts  have  two  terms  in  each  year,  differing  in  length 
from  one  to  three  weeks,  according  to  the  amount  of  business  in 
the  several  counties.  Circuit  courts  in  their  respective  counties 
have  original  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  of  slander,  libel, 
breach  of  marriage  contract,  and  in  cases  involving  the  title  to  real 
estate,  and  in  all  other  civil  cases,  when  the  amount  involved  is 
$1,000  or  upward;  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  courts  of 
common  pleas  when  the  amount  is  under  $1,000  and  over  $100.  It 
has  also  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  courts  of  common  pleas  in 
all  actions  against  heirs,  devisees,  and  sureties  of  executors,  admin- 
istrators, and  guardians  in  the  partition  of  real  estate,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commissioner  to  execute  a  deed  on  any  title  bond  given  by  a 
decedent.  The  circuit  courts  have  also  original  exclusive  jurisdiction 
in  all  felonies,  with  the  exception  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  appellate 
jurisdiction  from  the  courts  of  common  pleas  and  the  courts  of  justices 
of  the  peace. 

III.  The  Courts  of  Common  Pleas. — The  ten  circuits  of  the  state 
are  subdivided  into  districts  of  one  or  more  counties,  in  each  of  which 
districts  a  judge  is  elected  by  the  people  to  serve  for  four  years.     This 

judge  constitutes  a  court  called  "  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 

County,"  according  to  the  name  of  the  county  in  which  his  court  is 
held.  There  are  four  terms  of  this  court  held  in  each  county  annually. 
These  terms  differ  in  length,  according  to  the  business  of  the  county, 
from  one  to  three  weeks.  The  courts  of  common  pleas  have  original 
and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  probate  of  last 
wills  and  testaments,  granting  of  letters  testamentary,  of  administra- 
tion, and  of  guardianship  ;  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  settlement  and 
distribution  of  decedent  estates  and  the  personal  estates  of  minors ;  all 
actions  against  executors  and  administrators  ;  to  authorize  guardians  to 
sell  and  convey  real  estate  of  their  wards  ;  the  appointment  of  guar- 
dians of  persons  of  unsound  mind  ;  the  examination  and  allowance  of 
the  accounts  of  executors^ and  administrators  and  of  the  guardians  of 
minors,  etc.  They  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  circuit 
courts  in  civil  actions  as  above  stated,  and  with  justices  of  the  peace 
in  all  cases  where  the  sum  due  or  demanded  is  not  less  than  $50 
nor  more  than  $100.  These  courts  have  also  original  exclusive 
jurisdiction  in  all  that  class  of  offenses  which  do  not  amount  to  a 
felony,  except  those  over  which  justices  of  the  peace  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction,  also  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  felonies  which  are  not 
punishable  with  death  when  the  defendant  voluntarily  submits  to  the 
jurisdiction.  They  have  also  appellate  jurisdiction  from  justices  of 
tile  peace. 

IV.  Justices  of  the  Peace. — The  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
each  township  is  regulated  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
each  county  under  certain  restrictions.  Their  jurisdiction,  limited 
to  their  respective  townships,  extends  to  civil  suits  where  the  amount 
claimed  does  not  exceed  $100,  except  in  confessed  judgments  not 
exceeding  $200.  Justices  have  also  exclusive,  original,  criminal 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  when  the  fine  assessed  can  not  exceed  $3, 
and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  courts  of  common  pleas  to  try 
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and  determine  all  cases  punishable  by  fine  only  or  by  fine  with  discre- 
tion to  imprison,  and  jurisdiction  to  make  examinations  in  all  other 
cases,  and  recognize  the  party  charged  to  appear  before  the  circuit 
court  or  court  of  common  pleas.  Justices  of  the  peace  have  also 
other  minor  and  incidental  jurisdiction. 


STATE    COURTS    OF    IOWA. 

I.  Supremo  Court. — The  judges  of  this  court  are  elected  for  six 
years.  The  court  holds  two  sessions  annually,  at  Iowa  city  on  the 
first  Monday  of  June  and  December. 

II.  District  Courts. — The  judges  of  the  district  courts  are  elected  for 
five  years.     The  state  is  divided  into  nine  districts. 

STATE  COURTS  OF  KENTUCKY. 

I.  Court  of  Appeals. — This  court  consists  of  four  judges,  and  lias 
appellate  jurisdiction  only,  its  decisions  being  final. 

The  state  is  divided  into  four  appellate  judicial  districts,  and  a  judge 
is  elected  by  the  people  in  each. 

No  writ  of  error  or  appeal  is  allowed  in  felonies,  riots,  routs,  unlaw- 
ful assemblages,  disturbances  of  religious  worship,  nor  on  a  judgment 
order  or  decree  on  which  an  appeal  is  allowed  to  the  circuit  or  county 
courts,  nor  from  judgment  for  contempt,  or  judgments  of  justice  of  the 
peace  or  presiding  judge  of  the  county. 

II.  Circuit  Courts. — The  state  is  divided  into  twelve  judicial  cir- 
cuits, and  a  judge  is  elected  by  the  people  in  each  circuit.  He  alone 
constitutes  the  court.  The  circuit  court  has  original  jurisdiction  of  all 
matters  in  law  and  equity,  not  expressly  given  to  some  other  tribunal. 
It  has  also  appellate  jurisdiction  in  questions  concerning  ferries  and 
roads,  mill-dams, 'probate  of  wills,  and  from  judgments  of  inferior  courts, 
where  the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs,  ia  $16 
and  upward  ;  and  in  all  actions  of  trespass,  alid  cases  originating  before 
justices. 

The  circuit  court  of  Jefferson  county  has  no  chancery  jurisdiction 
— it  being  exclusively  vested  in  the  "Louisville  Chancery  Court" — a 
local  court  having  exclusive  chancery  jurisdiction. 

III.  County  Courts. — The  county  court  consists  of  one  judge  elected^ 
by  the  people  of  the  county.  It  has  exclusive  probate  jurisdiction  and 
charge  of  lunatics  and  idiots,  and  of  their  estates ;  also  jurisdiction  over 
roads,  ferries,  and  mill-dams,  and  of  preliminary  examinations  in  crimi- 
nal cases;  original  jurisdiction  in  civil  cases  not  exceeding  $100,  and 
appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  over  $4  originating  before  justices. 
Appeals  lie  from  the  county  court  to  the  circuit  court. 

IV.  Justices^  Courts. — Each  county  is  divided  into  districts,  and  two 
justices  are  elected  in  each  district  by  the  people  thereof. 

These  courts  have  original  common-law  jurisdiction  in  amounts  not 
exceeding  $50,  and  equitable  jurisdiction  where  the  amount  does  not 
exceed  $16.  They  are  also  courts  of  record.  They  are,  ea;  o^a'o,  con- 
servators of  the  peace,  and  can  try  and  punish  misdemeanors  when  the 
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penalty  is  a  fine  not  exceding  $16.     Two  justices  can  hold  a  court  for 
preliminary  examinations  in  criminal  cases. 


STATE  COURTS  OF  LOUISIANA. 

I.  The  Supreme  Court. — Is  composed  of  one  chief  justice  and  four 
associate  justices,  elected  by  the  people  for  the  term  of  eight  years,    v- 

The  salary  of  the  chief  justice  is  $6,000  a-year,  that  of  each  of  the 
associate  justices  is  fixed  at  $5,500. 

This  court  holds  its  sessions  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  from  the 
first  Monday  of  November  until  the  fourth  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

II.  District  Courts. — The  state  is  divided  into  eighteen  judicial  dis- 
tricts. The  city  and  parish  of  Orleans  composes  the  first  district,  and 
has  six  district  courts — viz. :  the  first  district  court  of  New  Orleans, 
which  is  devoted  exclusively  to  criminal  business  ;  the  second  district 
court  does  all  the  probate  or  succession  business  ;  and  the  third  district 
court  hears  all  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace,  which  are  made  re- 
turnable to  it.  The  other  three  courts,  together  with  the  two  last- 
named,  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  causes  where  the  amount 
in  dispute  exceeds  $50.  Each  of  these  six  district  courts  is  presided 
over  by  one  judge,  elected  by  the  people  for  the  term  of  four  years,  at 
a  salary  to  each  of  $3,500  per  annum,  and  hold  their  sessions  in  the 
city  of  New  Orleans  from  the  first  Monday  of  November  to  the  fourth 
day  of  July  in  each  year.  The  seventeen  country  districts  have  also 
each  one  judge,  elected  by  the  people  for  the  same  time,  with  a  yearly 
salary  of  $2,500.  These  courts  have  jurisdiction  of  all  causes,  civil, 
probate,  and  criminal — when  in  civil  causes  the  amount  in  dispute  ex- 
ceeds $50 — and  of  appeals  from  magistrates,  in  all  cases,  regardless 
of  amount  at  issue. 

From  all  final  judgments  of  these  eighteen  judicial  districts,  where 
the  amount  in  dispute  exceeds  $300  (not  including  interest  and  costs), 
and  in  all  criminal  cases  where  judgment  has  been  rendered  upon  in- 
dictment where  the  punishment  is  death,  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor 
may  be  inflicted,  or  where  a  fine  exceeding  $300  is  actually  imposed, 
an  appeal  lies  to  the  supreme  court. 

The  country  district  courts  hold  from  two  to  four  sessions  each  year. 

STATE    COURTS    OF    MAINE. 

I. — Supreme  Judicial  Court. — Prior  to  the  year  1839  the  "  Court  of 
Common  Pleas"  consisted  of  three  judges,  by  whom  sessions  were 
held  in  all  the  counties.  In  1839  this  court  was  abolished,  and  the 
"  District  Court,"  with  some  additional  powers,  was  substituted.  By  a 
statute  of  1852  the  district  court  was  abolished  and  its  powers  trans- 
ferred to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  ;  the  same  act  authorized  the 
addition  of  three  members  to  the  court,  making  seven  in  all. 

The  state  is  now  divided  into  three  judicial  districts,  denominated 
Western,  Middle,  and  Eastern  districts  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  hear- 
ing and  determining  questions  of  law  and  equity,  the  terms  are  held 
for  these  districts  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  judges,  instead 
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of  being  held,  as  heretofore,  in  the  several  connties.  These  terms  are 
held  annually  in  Portland  for  the  Western  ;  in  Augusta  for  the  Middle  ; 
and  in  Bangor  for  the  Eastern  District. 

The  other  jury  cases  are  tried  by  a  single  judge,  as  heretofore,  in 
the  several  counties  where  they  are  commenced. 

An  ^original  feature  in  the  new  system  is,  that  no  judge,  who  has 
expressed  an  opinion  of  law,  in  the  trial  of  a  case  at  nisi  prius  is 
allowed  to  take  any  part  in  the  decision,  when  the  case  is  before  the 
full  court,  on  exceptions  or  otherwise. 

II. — Justices  of  the  Peace. — The  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the 
peace  in  personal  actions  extends  to  $20  ;  from  judgments  rendered  by 
justices  of  the  peace,  appeals  are  taken  directly  to  the  supreme 
judicial  court. 

The  belief  is  strongly  entertained  that  an  intervening  tribunal  be- 
tween justices  of  the  peace  and  the  supreme  judicial  court  will  soon  be 
established. 


STATE. COURTS  OF  MARYLAND. 

I. — The  Court  of  Chancery. — This  court  is  continued  by  the  new 
constitution,  until  the  10th  day  of  March,  1854,  to  finish  up  its  business. 

It  is  then  to  be  abolished.  The  judicial  power  of  the  state  is 
vested  in  a  court  of  appeals  and  in  circuit  courts. 

II.  The  Court  of  Appeals  has  appellate  jurisdiction  only.  Its  judges, 
four  in  number,  are  elected  from  districts,  by  the  voters  therein,  for  ten 
years,  unless  they  shall  before  reach  the  age  of  seventy.  They  must 
be  above  thirty  years  of  age,  citizens  of  the  state  at  least  five  years, 
residents  of  the  judicial  districts  from  which  they  are  elected,  and 
must  have  been  admitted  to  practice  in  the  state. 

The  court  of  appeals  appoints  its  own  clerk,  to  hold  office  for  six 
years,  and  may  re-appoint  him  at  the  end  of  that  time.  When  the 
court  of  appeals,  or  any  of  its  members,  shall  be  disqualified  by  being 
interested  in  a  case,  or  connected  with  any  of  the  parties  by  affinity 
or  consanguinity  within  any  of  the  proscribed  degrees,  so  that  by 
reason  thereof  no  judgment  can  be  rendered,  the  governor  may  com- 
mission the  requisite  number  of  persons  learned  in  the  law  for  the 
trial  and  determination  of  the  case.  The  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate,  designates  one  of  the  four  judges  as  chief 
justice. 

The  office  of  attorney-general  is  abolished  by  the  new  constitution. 

III.  Circuit  Courts. — The  state  is  divided  into  eight  judicial  circuits, 
each  of  which  elects  a  judge  of  the  circuit  court,  to  hold  office  for  ten 
years.  The  qualifications  of  the  judges  are  the  same  as  those  of  the 
court  of  appeals,  except  that  in  addition  to  their  having  been  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  state  for  five  years,  they  must  have 
resided  for  two  years  in  their  judicial  district.  Clerks  of  the  circuit 
courts  in  each  county  are  chosen  for  six  years,  and  are  re-eligible. 

In  the  case  of  the  disqualification  of  any  of  the  judges  of  these 
courts,  the  parties  may,  by  consent,  appoint  a  proper  person,  and  the 
judges,  or  any  of  them,  shall  do  so  when  directed  by  law. 
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IV.  Courts  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. — These  are  a  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  with  jurisdiction  in  civil  cases  between  $100  and  $500, 
and  exchisive  jurisdiction  in  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace  in 
that  city  ;  a  Superior  Court  with  jurisdiction  in  cases  over  $500,  and 
a  Circuit  Court  having  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  superior  court  , 
in  all  cases  in  equity  ;  cases  under  the  act  to  direct  descents,  habeas 
corpus,  etc.,  etc.  This  court  was  made  by  the  last  legislature  ;  its 
judge  was  elected  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  November,  1853. 
There  is  also  a  Criminal  Court  consisting  of  one  judge,  elected  for 
ten  years. 

Clerks  of  the  Baltimore  courts  are  chosen  for  the  same  term  and 
conditions  as  those  of  the  circuit  courts, 

IV.  County  and  Baltimore  City  Courts  {additional). — Each  county 
and  Baltimore  city  elect  three  persons  as  judges  of  the  orphans'  court, 
to  hold  office  for  four  years  ;  a  register  of  wills  for  six  years  ;  justices 
of  the  peace,  two  sheriffs,  and  constables,  for  two  years.  Attorneys 
for  the  commonwealth  are  chosen  in  each  county  by  the  people,  for 
four  years. 

STATE    COURTS    OF    MASSACHUSKTTS. 

I.  Supreme  Court. — The  supreme  court  consists  of  six  judges,  who 
hold  office  during  good  behavior.  It  has  exclusive  cognizance  of  all 
capital  crimes,  and  exclusive  chancery  jurisdiction,  so  far  as  chancery 
powers  are  given  by  statute  ;  and  concurrent  original  jurisdiction  of 
all  civil  cases  where  the  amount  in  dispute  exceeds  $600  in  Suffolk,  and 
$300  in  other  counties.  It  holds  law  terms  in  eight  of  the  fourteen 
counties  of  the  state,  and  nisi  prius  terms  in  all  the  counties. 

II.  Court  of  Common  Pleas. — The  court  of  common  pleas  is  held 
for  the  trial  of  civil  cases  above  $20,  and,  except  in  Suffolk  county,  has 
criminal  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  not  capital.  In  Suffolk  the  criminal 
jurisdiction  is  surrendered  to  the  municipal  court.  There  are  seven, 
judges  and  frequent  terms  are  held  in  every  county.  The  act  of  1850, 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  trial  justices,  was  repealed  at  the  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature  for  1851.  The  new  practice  act  by  which  suits 
in  Suffolk  county  are  made  returnable  monthly,  and  in  other  counties 
at  more  frequent  periods  than  before,  is  so  far  repealed  that  writs  are 
returnable  at  terms  as  under  the  old  practice. 

III.  Justices^  Courts. — Justices  of  the  peace  have  a  limited  criminal 
jurisdiction,  and  in  civil  cases  under  $100,  with  the  right  of  either 
party,  in  all  cases  over  $20,  to  call  a  jury  of  six ;  except  in  Boston 
and  some  other  cities,  where  the  justices  of  the  police  court  on  stated 
days  hold  a  "  Justice's  Court ;"  the  jurisdiction  is  like  that  of  justices 
of  the  peace. 

IV.  Courts  of  Insolvency  are  held  in  each  county  by  commissioners 
of  insolvency  as  often  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

V.  Probate  Courts  are  held  in  each  county  by  judges  of  probate. 

STATE    COURTS    OF    MICHIGAN. 

I.   Supreme  Court. — The  judges  of  this  court,  as  is  th,e  judiciary 
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of  this  state,  are  elected  by  the  people,  and  are  chosen  as  circuit 
judges  for  a  term  of  six  years  : 

The  supreme  court  is  composed  of  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court, 
four  of  whom  may  constitute  a  quorum,  and  has  a  general  superintend- 
ing control  over  all  inferior  courts. 

Four  terms  of  the  supreme  court  are  held  annually  at  such  places 
as  may  be  designated  by  law. 

II.  Circuit  Courts. — The  state  is  divided  into  eight  districts,  by 
legislative  enactment,  in  each  of  which  there  presides  one  circuit 
judge,  elected  for  a  term  of  six  years,  having  original  jurisdiction  in 
all  matters  civil  and  criminal. 

III.  Probate  Court. — Probate  judges  are  elected,  one  in  each 
county,  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  have  full  original  testamentary 
jurisdiction. 

IV.  Justices  of  the  Peace  are  elected  in  each  township  for  four 
years,  and  have  jurisdiction  of  causes  in  which  the  amount  in  dispute 
does  not  exceed  $300. 


STATE    COURTS    OF    MISSISSIPPI. 

I.  High  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  has  appellate  jurisdiction  ex- 
clusively. There  are  two  terms  each  year  in  Jackson,  commencing  on 
the  first  Monday  of  Notember  and  January.  The  court  may  continue  in 
session  as  long  as  business  requires,  and  may  order  a  special  term,  or 
adjourn  to  meet  at  any  time.  The  judges  are  also  authorized  to  meet 
annually  on  the  third  Monday  in  June,  in  the  town  of  Oxford,  to  receive 
the  written  and  hear  the  oral  arguments  of  causes  from  the  third  dis- 
trict, provided  the  state  is  not  a  party.  The  legislature,  at  its  last  ses- 
sion, deprived  the  court  of  the  power  to  appoint  reporters,  and  elected 
one,  who  commenced  his  duties  in  July,  1851.  The  reports  are  to  be 
called  the  "  Mississippi  Reports,"  and  are  to  be  printed,  bound,  and 
published  in  the  state  of  Mississippi. — Act  9th  March,  1850,  ch.  4. 
It  also  abolished  the  common-law  form  of  pleading,  and  adopted  a  sys- 
tem somewhat  similar  to  that  of  chancery  or  civil  law. 

II.  The  Superior  Court  of  Chancery,  held  at  the  capitol,  at  Jackson, 
is  in  law  considered  always  open.  The  chancellor  is  authorized  to 
hold  the  same  at  such  times  and  for  such  periods  as  business  may  re- 
quire, upon  giving  three  weeks'  notice  in  the  newspapers.  The  district 
chancery  courts  have  concurrent  power  and  jurisdiction,  within  their 
respective  districts,  with  the  superior  court  of  chancery,  where  the 
amount  in  controversy  does  not  exceed  $500,000,  and  have  the  same 
power  as  the  chancellor  of  the  state,  both  in  term  time  and  in  vacation. 
Special  terms  of  the  district  chancery  courts  may  be  holden  by  the 
vice-chancellors,  respectively,  by  giving  thirty  days'  public  notice. 

III.  The  Circuit  Court  holds  two  terms  a  year  in  each  county,  and 
has  original  jurisdiction  in  civil  cases  in  which  the  sum  in  controversy 
exceeds  $50.  For  each  of  the  seven  circuits  a  judge  and  attorney 
are  elected,  every  four  years,  from  November,  1849.  It  has  also  ex- 
clusive criminal  jurisdiction. 

IV.  By  the  constitution.  Art.  4,  Sec.  18,  a  Court  of  Probate  '\h  es- 
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tablished  in  each  county  of  the  state,  with  jurisdiction  in  all  matters 
testamentary,  and  of  administration,  in  orphans'  business,  and  the  allot- 
ment of  dower,  and  in  cases  of  idiotcy  and  lunacy,  and  of  persons  non 
compos  mentis.  The  judge  and  clerk  of  this  court  are  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  respective  counties  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

V.  The  Police  Court  is  created  by  Sect.  20  of  Art.  4  of  the  consti- 
tution, as  amended  by  ch.  3,  Act  of  March  the  9th,  A.D.  1850.  The 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  which  court  are  as  follows :  "  Sect.  20.  The 
qualified  electors  of  each  county  shall  elect  five  persons  by  districts, 
for  the  term  of  two  years,  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  police  for 
each  county,  a  majority  of  whom  may  transact  business,  which  body 
shall  have  full  jurisdiction  over  roads,  highways,  ferries,  and  bridges, 
and  all  other  matters  of  county  policy,  and  shall  order  all  county  elec- 
tions to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  offices  of  their  respective 
counties.  The  clerk  of  the  court  of  probate  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  county  police."  * 

This  court  sits  whenever  business  requires,  or  when  summoned  by 
the  chairman,  and  to  regulate  ferries. 

The  probate  courts  sit  in  most  counties  monthly,  in  some  quarterly, 
and  in  a  few  bi-monthly.  In  many  four  days,  in  some  two  day.-;,  in  a 
few  six  days. 

STATE    COURTS    OF    MISSOURI. 

I.  Supreme  Court. — The  judges  of  this  court  are  elected  for  six  years 
by  the  qualified  voters,  and  are  re-eligible  at  the  expiration  of  their  term. 
Two  sessions  of  the  supreme  court  are  held  annually,  one  at  Jeffer- 
son City  and  one  at  St.  Louis.  The  attorney-general  is,  ex-offi,cio,  re- 
porter. 

II.  Circuit  Courts. — The  state  is  divided  into  fourteen  circuits.  A 
circuit  court  is  held  twice  a  year  in  each  county. 

Its  jurisdiction  extends  to  all  matters  of  tort  and  contract  over  $90 
where  the  demand  is  liquidated,  and  over  $50  where  the  agreement  is 
parol.  It  has  exclusive  criminal  jurisdiction,  and  a  supervision  over 
the  county  courts  and  justices  of  the  peace,  subject  to  the  correction  of 
the  supreme  court.  The  judges  of  the  circuit  court  are  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  their  respective  districts,  for  the  term  of  six  years. 

III.  County  Courts. — The  jurisdiction  of  these  courts  is  limited  to 
matters  of  probate  and  local  county  atfairs,  as  roads,  etc.  A  county 
court  sits  in  each  county,  and  is  composed  of  three  justices,  who  are 
elected  by  the  people,  and  hold  their  offices  four  years.  An  appeal 
lies  to  the  circuit  court.  The  county  court  of  St.  Louis  county  is  com- 
posed of  seven  judges.  They  are  relieved  from  probate  duties  by  the 
separate  court  above  mentioned.  In  addition  to  the  circuit  and  county 
courts,  St.  Louis  has  a  court  of  common  pleas,  with  a  jurisdiction  very 
similar  to  that  of  the  circuit  court,  a  criminal  court,  a  distinct  court  of 
probate,  and  a  recorder's  court.  The  judges  of  the  circuit  and  criminal 
courts  are  elected  in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  same  term  as  the 
circuit  judges. 

These  are  local  tribunals,  exercising  jurisdiction  only  in  their  coun- 
ties, except  the  recorder's  court,  whose  jurisdiction  is  confined  to  small 
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offenses  and  within  the  limits  of  the  city.  From  the  court  of  common 
pleas  and  criminal  court,  an  appeal  lies  to  the  supreme  court ;  and  the 
judges  of  the  common  pleas  are  appointed  like  the  circuit  judges,  with 
like  tenures.  The  probate  judge  is  elected  by  the  people  of  the  county 
for  four  years,  and  the  recorder  by  the  people  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis 
for  two  years. 


STATE    COURTS    OF    NEW    HAMPSHIRE. 

I.  The  Supreme  Court  consists  at  present  of  a  chief  justice  and  four 
associate  justices.  At  the  session  of  the  legislature  in  June,  1851, 
provision  was  made  for  appointing  four  circuit  justices  of  the  common 
pleas.  Three  only  are  now  appointed.  If  a  vacancy,  other  than  in 
the  office  of  the  chief  justice,  occurs  in  the  superior  court,  it  is  not  to 
be  filled,  but  an  additional  circuit  justice  of  the  common  pleas  is  to  be 
appointed,  until  ftie  whole  number  is  filled,  and  after  that  the  superior 
court  will  consist  of  the  chief  justice  and  two  associate  justices,  any 
two  of  whom  will  be  a  quorum. 

II.  The  Superior  Court,  formed  as  above,  holds  two  terms  annually 
at  Concord,  on  the  second  Tuesdays  of  July  and  December,  for  the 
hearing  and  determining  of  questions  of  law  and  petitions  for  divorce 
from  all  the  counties  of  the  state.  This  court  is  also  vested  with  chan- 
cery powers.  At  the  tfial  of  capital  cases  two  justices  of  the  superior 
court  and  one  circuit  justice,  are  required  to  be  present. 

III.  Court  of  Common  Pleas. — The  judges  of  the  superior  court  of 
judicature  are,  eaj-o^a'o,  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas. 

This  court,  before  which  all  actions  for  the  recovery  of  debts,  en- 
forcement of  contracts,  etc.,  and  all  jury  trials  are  brought,  consists  of 
one  of  the  justices  of  the  superior  court,  or  one  of  the  circuit  justices 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  and  one  of  the  two  county  justices,  who 
are  generally  appointed  from  among  the  yeomanry,  whose  principal 
duty  it  is  to  attend  to  the  ordinary  business  of  the  county,  expenses,  etc. 

Terms  of  the  common  pleas  are  held  semi-annually  in  each  county. 
Grafton  county  is  divided  into  two  judicial  districts,  and  terms  are  held 
semi-annually  in  each  district. 

IV.  Justices  of  the  Peace  have  jurisdiction  within  their  several  coun- 
ties, to  hear,  try,  and  determine  all  pleas  and  actions  in  which  the  title 
to  real  estate  shall  not  be  drawn  in  question,  when  the  debt  or  damages 
demanded  does  not  exceed  $13  30.  And  an  appeal  lies  in  all  cases  from 
the  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for 
the  county. 


STATE    COURTS    OF    NEW    JERSEY. 

I.  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals. — This  court  is  composed  of  the 
chancellor,  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  six  other  judges  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  who  hold 
office  for  six  years,  one  judge  vacating  his  seat  each  year  in  rotation. 
The  court  holds  stated  terms  at  Trenton,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
March,  and  third  Tuesdays  in  June  and  November. 
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The  governor,  chancellor,  and  the  six  judges  of  this  court  constitute 
the  pardoning  power.  A  major  part  of  them,  of  whom  the  governor 
shall  be  one,  may  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  grant  pardons,  after 
conviction,  in  all  cases  except  impeachment. 

II.  Court  of  Chancery. — The  chancellor  is  appointed  by  the  govern- ,^^ 
or,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  for  seven  years.  --*?*>>■ 

This  court  holds  three  terms  annually,  at  Trenton,  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  February,  and  third  Tuesdays  of  May  and  October. 

The  present  chancellor  is  Bexjamix  Williamsox,  of  Elizabethtown, 
with  a  salary  of  $1,800  and  fees.     His  term  expires  in  1859. 

The  clerk  of  this  court  is  Daxiel  B.  Bodixe,  of  Trenton,  who  re- 
ceives only  the  fees,  and  whose  term  expires  in  1856. 

III.  Supreme  Court. — The  judges  of  this  court  are  appointed  by  the 
governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  for  seven  years. 

This  court  holds  three  terms  each  year  at  Trenton,  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  in  February  and  the  first  Tuesdays  of  June  and  November ; 
and  the  judges  of  this  court  hold  circuit  courts,  and  courts  of  oyer  and 
terminer  three  times  a  year  in  each  county,  except  the  counties  of  At- 
lantic and  Cape  May,  in  which  only  two  terms  are  held. 

IV.  Courts  of  Common  Pleas. — These  are  held  three  times  a  year 
in  each  county,  by  judges  appointed  by  the  legislature  for  five  years," 
who  receive  fees,  but  no  salary,  and  the  number  of  whom  is  limited  to 
five  in  each  county. 

STATE    COURTS    OF    NEW    YORK. 

The  judiciary  of  the  state  of  New  York,  by  the  new  constitution,  con- 
sists of  a  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments  ;  the  court  of  appeals  ;  the 
supreme  and  circuit  courts  ;  county  or  surrogates'  court  for  each  county 
in  the  state,  except  the  city  and  county  of  New  York ;  and  the  criminal 
courts  ;  also,  such  inferior  local  courts  as  the  legislature  may  establish. 
By  the  new  judiciary  act,  the  superior  court  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
consisting  of  six  judges,  and  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  the  same, 
consisting  of  three  judges,  are  continued  as  under  the  old  constitution. 
The  judges  in  all  the  courts  of  the  state  are  now  elected  by  the  people. 

I.  Court  for  the  Trial  of  Impeachments. — This  court  is  composed  of 
the  president  of  the  senate,  the  senators,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and 
the  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals.  It  is  a  court  of  record,  and  when 
summoned,  meets  at  Albany.  If  the  governor  is  impeached,  the  lieu- 
tenant-governor can  not  act  as  a  member  of  the  court.  Two  thirds  of 
the  members  present  must  concur  for  a  conviction.  The  judgment  of 
the  courts  extends  only  to  removal  from  or  disqualification  for  office. 

II.  The  Court  of  Appeals. — This  court  has  full  power  to  correct  and 
reverse  all  proceedings  and  decisions  of  the  supreme  court,  or  of  the 
old  supreme  court  and  court  of  chancery.  It  is  composed  of  eight 
judges,  four  of  whom  are  elected  by  the  people  at  large,  and  four  are 
selected  from  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court.  Every  cause  must  be 
decided  within  the  year  m  which  it  is  argued.  Four  terms  must  be 
held  each  year. 

III.  The   Supreme  and   Circuit   Courts. — The  supreme   court   has 
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general  jurisdiction  in  law  and  equity,  and  power  to  review  judgments 
of  the  county  courts,  and  of  the  old  courts  of  common  pleas.  It  con- 
sists of  four  judges  for  each  of  the  eight  judicial  districts  into  which 
the  state  is  divided.  Every  county  has  each  year  at  least  one  special 
term,  and  two  circuits. 

IV.  County  or  Surrogates^  Courts. — The  county  courts  are  held' by 
a  county  judge  and  two  associate  justices,  and  have  a  jurisdiction  con- 
current with  that  of  the  supreme  court  in  civil  cases  within  their  re- 
spective counties.  They  have  also  equity  jurisdiction  in  certain  cases 
provided  for  by  statute,  and  from  time  to  time  sit  as  a  court  of  sessions 
for  the  trial  of  criminal  causes. 

The  surrogates'  courts  [having  the  probate  of  all  wills  of  real  as  well 
as  personal  estate,  the  control  of  executors  and  administrators,  and  the 
charge  of  infants'  estates]  are  held  by  the  county  judge  in  counties 
having  less  than  forty  thousand  inhabitants.  In  counties  having  more 
than  that  population,  the  election  of  a  separate  officer  to  perform  the 
duties  of  surrogate  is  provided  for  by  law. 

V.  Criminal  Courts. — These  are  the  courts  of  oyer  and  terminer  and 
the  court  of  sessions.  The  courts  of  oyer  and  terminer  in  each  county, 
except  in  the  city  of  New  York,  are  composed  of  a  justice  of  the  su- 

»preme  court,  who  presides,  the  county  judge,  and  the  two  justices  of 
the  peace  chosen  members  of  the  court  of  sessions.  These  courts  are 
all  held  at  the  same  time  and  place  at  which  the  circuit  courts  are  held. 
Courts  of  session  are  composed  of  the  county  judge  and  two  justices 
of  the  peace. 


STATE    COURTS    OF    NORTH    CAROLINA. 

I.  Superior  Courts  of  haw  and  Equity  hold  s^mi-annual  sessions  of 
one  week,  unless  a  criminal  trial  begun  requires  longer  time,  when  the 
judges  may  continue  it  from  day  to  day.  These  sessions  are  held  in 
every  county  of  the  state.  There  are  seven  circuits,  of  about  ten 
counties  each,  which  the  judges  ride  alternately,  never  visiting,  how- 
ever, the  same  circuit  twice  in  succession. 

The  judges  of  these  courts  are  elected  by  the  legislature,  and  hold 
office  for  life,  or  during  good  behavior.  Salary  $1,950,  with  a  forfeit- 
ure of  $90  for  every  court  they  fail  to  hold.  They  have  cognizance 
and  jurisdiction  of  pleas,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  and  all  suits  and 
demands  relative  to  legacies,  filial  portions,  and  estates  of  intestates  ; 
of  all  pleas  of  the  state,  and  criminal  matters,  of  what  nature,  degree, 
or  denomination  soever,  whether  brought  before  them  by  original  or 
mesne  process,  or  by  certiorari  writ  of  error,  appeal  from  any  inferior 
court,  or  by  any  other  way  or  means  whatsoever.  Actions  of  assumpsit 
not  to  be  brought  for  less  than  $60,  nor  debt  for  less  than  $100.  They 
have  complete  equity  jurisdiction. 

II.  The  Supreme  Court  consists  of  one  chief  justice  and  two  asso- 
ciate judges  ;  salary  $2,500.  They  choose  a  chief  justice  themselves 
from  among  their  number.  This  court  holds  three  sessions  in  each 
year  ;  two  in  the  city  of  Raleigh— -on  the  second  Monday  in  June,  and 
the  last  Monday  in  December,  and  one  at  Morgantowri,  en  the  first 
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Monday  in  August,  for  the  western  part  of  the  state  ;  and  continues  to 
sit  at  each  term  until  all  the  business  on  the  docket  is  determined,  or 
continued  upon  good  cause  shown. 

It  has  power  to  hear  and  determine  all  cases  in  law  or  equity  brought 
before  it  by  appeal,  or  by  the  parties.  Equity  cases  are  brought  up  by 
parties.  It  has  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  repealing  letters 
patent,  and  also  has  power  to  issue  all  writs  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  exercise  of  its  jurisdiction. 

The  judges  of  this  court,  like  those  of  the  superior  courts,  are  elected 
by  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  Their  salaries 
can  not  be  diminished  during  continuance  in  office. 

The  salary  of  a  solicitor  is  $20  for  each  court  he  attends,  and  fees 
for  conviction.  The  attorney-general  receives  the  same  fees,  and,  in 
addition,  $100  for  each  term  of  the  supreme  court  which  he  attends. 

III.  County  Courts,  or  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions. — The 
justices  of  the  peace  are  judges  of  the  courts  of  pleas  and  quarter 
sessions  of  the  several  counties  for  which  they  are  appointed,  and  have 
all  the  powers  incident  to  such  a  jurisdiction. 

The  justices  of  the  said  county  courts,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall 
be  competent  to  hold  the  terms  thereof,  and  shall  and  may  take  cog- 
nizance, and  have  full  power,  and  authority,  and  jurisdiction  to  hear, 
try,  and  determine  all  causes  of  a  civil  nature  whatever,  at  the  common 
law,  within  their  respective  counties,  where  the  original  jurisdiction  is 
not,  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  confined  to  a  single  magistrate, 
or  to  the  supreme  or  superior  courts  ;  of  all  penalties  to  the  amount  of 
$60,  or  upward,  incurred  by  the  violation  of  the  penal  statutes  of  the 
state,  or  of  laws  passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  where, 
by  such  law,  jurisdiction  is  given  to  the  courts  of  the  several  states ; 
of  suits  for  dower,  partition,  filial  portions,  legacies,  and  distributive 
shares  of  intestates'  estates,  and  all  other  matters  and  things  relating 
thereto  ;  to  try,  hear,  and  determine  all  matiers  and  things  relating  to 
orphans,  idiots,  and  lunatics,  and  the  management  of  their  estates  in 
like  manner  as  courts  of  chancery  exercise  jurisdiction  in  such  cases  ; 
to  try,  hear,  and  determine  all  petit  larcenies,  assaults,  and  batteries, 
all  trespasses  and  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  other  misdemeanors,  of 
what  kind  soever,  of  an  inferior  nature  ;  and  of  all  other  criminal  cases, 
where  the  judgment,  upon  conviction,  does  not  extend  to  life,  limb,  or 
member ;  and  in  all  cases  where  jurisdiction  and  power  to  act  is  given 
by  any  act  of  the  General  Assembly. 


STATE    COURTS    OF    OHIO. 

I.  The  Supreme  Court  consists  of  five  judges,  chosen  by  the  people  at 
large,  a  majority  of  whom  form  a  quorum. 

It  has  original  jurisdiction  in  quo  warranto,  mandamus,  habeas  corpus, 
and  procedendo,  and  appellate  jurisdiction.  It  holds  at  least  one  term 
in  each  year,  at  the  seat  of  government,  and  such  other  terms,  there  or 
elsewhere,  as  may  be  provided  for  by  law.  The  judges,  after  their 
first  election  (in  1851),  were  classified  by.  lot,  so  that  one  should  hold 
for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years, 
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and  one  for  five  years.     At  all  subsequent  elections,  each  of  the  judges 
will  be  chosen  for  five  years. 

II.  District  Courts. — These  are  composed  of  the  judges  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  of  the  respective  districts,  and  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court  (any  three  of  whom  form  a  quorum),  and 
are  held  in  each  county,  at  least  once  in  each  year.  They  have  the 
same  original  jurisdiction  with  the  supreme  court,  and  appellate  juris- 
diction. 

III.  Courts  of  Common  Pleas. — The  state  is  divided  into  nine  com- 
mon pleas  districts,  of  which  the  county  of  Hamilton  forms  one.  These 
districts,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  Hamilton,  are  subdivided  into 
three  parts,  from  each  of  which  one  judge  is  chosen  (from  Hamilton 
county  three),  by  the  electors  of  each  subdivision,  for  five  years,  who 
is  to  reside  in  his  district  while  in  office. 

Courts  of  common  pleas  are  held  by  one  or  more  of  the  judges  in 
every  county,  and  more  than  one  court  may  be  held  at  the  same  time 
in  each  district. 

IV.  Court  of  Probates. — There  is  a  probate  court,  with  the  usual 
probate  jurisdiction,  and  such  other  jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided 
by  law,  in  each  county,  open  at  all  times,  holden  by  one  judge,  who  is 
chosen  by  the  voters  of  each  county  for  three  years. 

V.  Justices  of  the  Peace  are  elected  in  each  township  for  three 
years. 

The  clerks  of  the  common  pleas  are  chosen  in  each  county  also  by 
the  people,  and  for  the  same  term  as  justices  of  the  peace. 

There  is  a  clause  authorizing  the  General  Assembly  to  establish 
such  other  courts,  inferior  to  the  supreme  court,  as  from  time  to  time 
may  seem  fit. 

STATE  COURTS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

I.  Supreme  Court. — The  judges  of  this  court  are  chosen  by  the 
people  at  large,  for  a  term  of  fifteen  years.  The  judge  having  the 
shortest  term  to  serve  is  chief  justice.  These  judges  hold  office  for 
their  term  during  good  behavior ;  but  for  reasonable  cause,  though  not 
sufficient  ground  for  impeachment,  the  governor  may  remove  them 
upon  the  address  of  two  thirds  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature. 
Any  vacancy  among  the  judges  arising  from  any  cause,  is  filled  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  governor,  the  incumbent  holding  office  until  the  first 
Monday  in  December  succeeding  the  next  subsequent  general  election. 
During  their  continuance  in  office  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  must 
reside  within  the  commonwealth. 

II.  Courts  of  Common  Pleas. — The  resident  judges  of  the  several 
courts  of  common  pleas  are  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  districts  over 
which  they  are  to  preside  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  The  associate 
justices  of  the  common  pleas  hold  their  offices  for  five  years,  and  are 
also  elective,  removable  as  in  the  case  of  judges  of  the  supreme  court, 
and  vacancies  filled  as  provided  above. 

III.  District  Courts.  —  The  judges  of  these  courts,  also  elected 
by  the  people,  are  invested  with  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  the  common 
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pleas  in  their  respective  disti'icts,  in  all   cases   exceeding  a  certain 
amount. 

IV.  Justices  of  the  Peace  exercise  civil  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  con- 
tract, express  or  implied  (excejitirig  cases  of  marriage  contract,  and  those 
in  wliich  the  title  to  hmds  comes  in  (piestion),  and  also  in  trover  and  trespass 
where  the  amount  in  controversy  does  not  exceed  $100.  Subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  where  the  amount  exceeds  $5  33. 


STATE    COURTS    OF    RHODE    ISLAND. 

I.  Supreme  Court. — The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  are  elected  by 
both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  convened  in  grand  committee,  and 
hold  office  until  removed  by  resolution  voted  for  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  each  branch,  which  resolution  can  not  be  enter- 
tained at  any  other  than  the  regular  May  session  of  the  Assembly  for 
the  election  of  public  officers.  There  are  four  judges  of  the  supreme 
court,  one  of  whom,  to  be  selected  by  themselves,  acts  as  judge  of  the 
courts  of  common  pleas.  There  are  two  regular  terms  of  the  supreme 
court  held  annually  in  each  of  the  five  counties  in  the  state.  The  civil 
jurisdiction  of  the  supreme  court  extends  to  all  cases  where  the  debt 
or  damages  claimed  amounts  to  $100  or  upward.  It  has  appellate 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  involving  a  like,  amount  originally  brought  in 
the  court  of  common  pleas  and  in  all  probate  cases.  The  criminal 
jurisdiction  of  the  supreme  court  extends  to  all  cases  where  the  pun- 
ishment may  be  seven  years'  imprisonment  or  upward,  and  to  all  cap- 
ital cases. 

II.  Courts  of  Common  Pleas. — The  civil  jurisdiction  of  the  several 
courts  of  common  pleas  extends  to  all  cases  where  the  debt  or  damage 
claimed  is  $20  or  upward,  and  its  criminal  jurisdiction  to  all  offenses 
not  capital,  and  where  the  punishment  must  be  for  a  less  time  than 
seven  years'  imprisonment,  except  such  minor  offenses  as  are  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

III.  Justices  of  the  Peace. — These,  in  their  several  towns,  have 
jurisdiction  of  all  civil  cases  where  the  debt  or  damages  claimed  does 
not  exceed  $20  (unless  the  title  to  real  estate  is  involved),  and  criminal 
jurisdiction  in  their  several  counties  over  all  offenses  punishable  by 
fine  not  exceeding  $20,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months. 


STATE  COURTS  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

I.  Laio  Court  of  Appeals,  and  Equity  Court  of  Appeals. — The 
former,  consisting  of  all  the  law  judges,  for  hearing  appeals  from  the 
courts  of  law,  and  the  latter  of  all  the  chancellors,  for  hearing  appeals 
from  the  courts  of  equity,  are  held  in  Columbia  on  the  first  Monday  in 
May,  and  fourth  Monday  in  November,  for  the  middle  and  upper  dis- 
tricts ;  and  in  Charleston,  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  for  hear- 
ing and  determining  appeals  for  the  districts  of  Georgetown,  Horry, 
Beaufort*  Colleton,  and  Charleston. 

II.  Courts  for  the  Correction  of  Errors. — Consisting  of  all  the  judges 
in  law  and  equity,  to  try  constitutional  questions,  or  questions  where  the 
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law  and  equit)'  courts  are  divided,  and  which  are  referred  thereto  by 
either  of  the  courts,  are  held  at  such  times  during  the  sitting  of  the 
court  of  appeals  as  the  chancellors  and  judges  may  appoint. 

III.  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions. — These  courts 
have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  cases  where  legal  rights  are  in 
volved  (except  in  matters  of  contract  where  the  amount  is  $20,  or  under), 
and  in  all  criminal  cases  affecting  free  white  men  ;  and  appellate  juris- 
diction in  all  appeals  from  magistrates'  courts,  and  in  appeals  from  the 
court  of  ordinary  in  all  cases  except  in  matters  of  account.  They  are 
held  in  each  and  every  district  of  the  state  twice  in  each  year.  The 
times  of  holding  the  court  for  Charleston  district  are'  the  second  Mon- 
day in  March,  to  sit  six  weeks,  and  the  fourth  Monday  in  October,  to 
sit  four  weeks. 

IV.  Courts  of  Equity. — These  take  cognizance  of  all  matters 
belonging  to  a  court  of  equity,  as  contradistinguished  from  a  court  of 
law. 

A  term  is  held  by  one  chancellor,  aniuially,  in  each  district,  except 
Charleston  district,  where  two  terms  are  held — viz.:  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  February,  to  sit  six  weeks,  and  on  the  second  Monday  in  June, 
to  sit  four  weeks. 

V.  City  Court  of  Charleston. — Is  an  inferior  court  of  limited  juris- 
diction both  in  civil  and  criminal  causes. 

VI.  Ordinary's  Court. — Each  district  has  its  own  ordinary.  The 
principal  duties  of  the  ordinary  are  to  grant  letters  of  administration, 
probate  of  wills,  examine  executors'  and  administrators'  accounts,  etc. 
His  ofRce  is  the  proper  depository  of  wills  and  other  papers  relative  to 
the  administration  of  estates.  An  appeal  lies  from  his  decision,  in 
matters  of  account,  to  the  court  of  equity,  and,  in  all  other  cases,  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas. 

VII.  Magistrates''  Courts. — Have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  matters  of 
contract  of  and  under  $20. 

VIII.  Court  of  Magistrates  and  Freeholders  is  for  the  trial  of  slaves 
and  free  persons  of  color  for  criminal  offenses. 

^       STATE  COURTS  OF  TENNESSEE. 

The  present  judiciary  system  of  Tennessee  was  established  by  the  con- 
stitution of  1834,  and  modified  by  various  acts  of  the  legislature  subse- 
quently passed,  principally  in  1835.  It  consists  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
county  courts,  circuit  courts,  criminal  courts,  chancery  courts,  and  a 
supreme  court. 

I.  The  Siipreine  Court  has  three  judges.  They  are  required  to  be 
thirty-five  years  of  age,  and  one  to  reside  in  each  grand  division  of  the 
state.  The  court  has  appellate  jurisdiction  only.  It  is  the  court  of 
final  resort  from  the  decisions  of  the  circuit  and  chancery  courts.  Its 
terms  are  held  annually  in  each  division  of  the  state. 

For  East  Tennessee,  at  Knoxville,  on  the  second  Monday  of  Septem- 
ber. • 

For  Middle  Tennessee,  at  Nashville,  on  the  first  Monday  in  December. 
.    For  West  Tennessee,  at  Jackson,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April. 
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This  court  has  no  jury.  Causes  are  tried  and  determined  upon  the 
transcript  of  the  record  sent  up  from  the  circuit  or  chancery  courts.  If 
the  decision  below  is  deemed  correct,  it  is  affirmed,  and  execution  issues 
from  the  supreme  court;  if  deemed  erroneous,  it  is  reversed,  and  re- 
manded to  the  court  from  which  it  came  for  further  proceedings  and  the 
correction  of  errors. 

The  judges  will  in  future  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  state  for 
eight  years.     Salary,  $1,800  per  annum. 

The  attorney-general  will  also  be  elected  by  the  people.  He  has  no 
salary,  but  fixed  fees.  He  is,  ex-oficio,  reporter  of  the  decisions  of  the 
supreme  court.  The  clerks  are  appointed  by  the  court.  Executions  are 
returnable  six  months  from  their  test,  or  the  commencement  of  the  term. 

n.  The  Chancery  Courtsh.cLYe  jurisdiction  of  all  causes  properly  cog- 
nizable in  such  courts,  and  all  powers  "  that  are  properly  and  rightfully 
incident  to  a  court  of  chancery." 

The  state  is  divided  into  four  chancery  divisions,  each  having  its  own 
chancellor.  Each  division  is  again  divided  into  several  districts.  The 
districts  are  composed  of  one  county,  or  of  several  counties.  Their 
terms  are  held  twice  each  year. 

Appeals  lie  from  their  decisions  to  the  supreme  court. 

Chancellors  interchange  at  pleasure.  They  will  in  future  be  elected 
by  the  voters  of  their  respective  divisions  for  eight  years.  Salary,  $  1 ,500. 
The  clerks  are  appointed  by  the  chancellors  for  six  years. 

HI.  Criminal  Courts. — Have  been  established  in  a  few  counties  only 
for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  circuit  courts  of  criminal  business. 
They  have  jurisdiction  of  all  crimes  and  special  terms  whenever  the 
judge  may  direct.  The  clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  are,  ex  o^ci'o,  clerks 
of  the  criminal  courts  of  their  respective  counties. 

IV.  The  Circuit  Courts  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  over 
$50  where  the  judgment  sounds  in  damages,  and  in  all  cases  over  $100 
on  notes,  bills,  etc.,  and  appellate  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  of  appeal  from 
justices  or  the  county  courts. 

They  have  jurisdiction  of  all  crimes,  except  in  a  few  counties  where 
that  has  been  transferred  to  the  criminal  courts.  They  are  held  in 
every  county.  Their  jurors  are  appointed  by  the  county  courts.  Special 
juries  may  be  demanded  by  either  party  to  a  suit,  and  the  judges  are 
required  to  have  them  summoned  when  demanded.  They  have  con 
current  jurisdiction  with  the  chancery  courts  in  cases  of  divorce  and 
dower  and  with  both  the  chancery  and  county  coiirts  in  partitioning 
lands  and  slaves.  They  have  three  terms  each  year.  .Writs  must  be 
served  five  days_  before  the  term.  The  first,  is' called  the  appearance 
term,  at  Avhich  the  pleadings  are  made'up  or  a  judgment  taken  by  default 
against  the  defendant.  -  The  leading  process  is  a  summons  of  the  per- 
son, or  attachment  of  property.  At  the  second  term  after  the  service 
of  process  the  causes  stand  for  trial  in  their  order  upon  the  clerk's 
docket.  Simple  actions  of  debt  are  usually  disposed  of  by  consent  at 
the  commencement  of  the  term. 

Appeals  and  writs  of  error  lie  to  the  supreme  court  in  the  division  of 
the  state  to  which  the  county  belongs.  There  are  fourteen  circuits  in 
the  state,  embracing  from  three  to  eight  counties  each.     Each  circuit 
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has  its  own  judge  and  attorney-general.  It  is  the  duty  and  business  of 
the  attorney-general  to  prosecute  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  state,  for 
all  offenses  against  its  laws.  The  judges  and  attorneys-general  have 
heretofore  been  elected  by  the  legislature.  A  recent  amendment  of  the 
constitution  provides  for  their  election  in  future  by  the  voters  of  the 
circuit.  The  judges  are  elected  for  eight  years,  attorneys-general  for 
six  years.  Their  clerks  are  elected  by  the  voters  of  each  county  for  four 
years.  The  judges  have  a  salary  of  $1,500  each.  The  attorneys- 
general  and  clerks  have  no  salary,  but  fees  fixed  by  law,  and  taxed  as 
costs.  The  judges  interchange  and  hold  courts  for  each  other,  where 
one  is  incompetent. 

•  V.  The  County  Courts  are  composed  of  the  justices  of  the  county, 
who  elect  annually  from  their  own  number  a  chairman  who  presides 
over  their  deliberations.  The  chairman  and  two  others  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  are  competent  to  do  most  of  the  business  of  the  court. 
They  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  They  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  roads,  the  probate  of  wills,  granting  letters  testamentary,  ap- 
pointment of  administrators  and  guardians,  the  settlement  of  executors', 
administrators',  and  guardians'  accounts,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the,  circuit  and  chancery  courts  to  partition  lands  and  slaves. 
Quarterly  terms  of  the  court  are  held  every  three  months,  at  which  a 
majority  of  the  justices  of  the  county  do  such  acts  as  the  quorum  are 
incompetent  to  do,  such  as  levying  taxes,  making  appropriations  above 
$50,  etc.  They  have  no  juries  except  to  assess  damages  caused  by 
laying  out  roads,  or  to  execute  inquests  of  lunacy  or  idiotcy.  Appeals 
lie  from  their  decisions  to  the  circuit  courts. 

VI.  Justices  of  the  Peace  have  jurisdiction  in  actions  of  debt,  on  pro- 
missory notes,  etc.,  signed  by  the  party  to  be  charged  therewith,  and 
on  indorsements  waiving  demand  and  notice  to  the  amount  of  $500,  on 
open  accounts  to  $100,  and  on  ordinary  indorsements  and  other  cases 
sounding  in  damages,  to  $50.  They  can  issue  attachments  returnable 
to  the  circuit  courts  for  any  amount.  In  criminal  cases  they  have  ju- 
risdiction in  all  felonies  to  examine  and  require  bail,  or  commit  to  prison 
for  appearance  and  trial  a"b  the  circuit  or  criminal  court.  For  "  small 
offenses"  they  can  impose  fines  "  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,"  and  imprison  if  the  fine  is  not  paid.  Appeals  lie  from  their 
decisions  to  the  circuit  courts.  They  are  elected  by  the  voters  of  their 
respective  districts  and  commissioned  by  the  governor  for  four  years. 

STATE  COURTS  OF  TEXAS. 

I.  The  Supreme  Court  consists  of  a  chief  justice  and  two  associates, 
who  are  chosen  by  the  people  for  six  years.  Sessions  are  held  once 
a  year,  at  Austin,  on  the  second  Monday  of  November ;  at  Galveston, 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January ;  arid  at  Tyler,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
April.  The  court  has  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  coextensive  with  the 
limits  of  the  state. 

II.  The  judges  of  the  District  Court  are  elected  for  six  years,  and 
hold  a  court  twice  a  year  in  each  county.  The  district  courts  have 
original  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal  cases,  and  in  all  suits,  both  in  law 
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and  equity,  in  which  more  than  $100,  exchisive  of  interest,  is  at  stake. 
In  criminal  cases,  if  the  punishment  be  not  specifically  determined  by 
law,  the  jury  determines  it  within  limits  prescribed  by  law.  In  all 
causes  either  party  may  demand  a  jury.  The  judges  of  both  courts 
may  be  rem.oved  by  the  governor  on  the  address  of  two  thirds  of  each 
house;  or  upon  impeachment,  to  be  tried  by  the  senate. 

III.  There  is  also  in  each  county  a  County  Court]\iiimg  once  a 
month  as  a  court  of  ordinary,  and  once  in  three  months  for  the  trans- 
action of  county  business. 

IV.  Justices  of  the  Peace,  with  jurisdiction  to  the  amount  of  $100, 
are  elected  in  precincts  for  two  years. 

STATE  COURTS  OF  VERMONT. 

I.  The  Supreme  Court  consists  at  the  present  time  of  three  judges, 
who  have  no  original  jurisdiction  in  civil  suits  between  party  and  party. 

This  court  hears  all  questions  of  law  in  the  last  resort,  brought  up 
by  appeal,  upon  exceptions,  by  writ  of  error,  certiorari,  or  otherwise. 
It  also  hears  all  appeals  from  the  several  courts  of  chancery,  both  on 
the  fact  and  the  law.  It  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  suits  for  di- 
vorce, and  decrees  of  nullity  of  the  marriage  relation,  and  of  all  peti- 
tions for  new  trial  of  cases  tried  in  the  county  court.  It  is  endowed 
with  the  exclusive  power  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  quo  loarranto,  pro- 
cedendo, and  all  other  prerogative  writs  of  similar  character.  This  is 
the  only  court  where  decisions  are  reported.  It  holds  one  session  in 
each  county  in  the  state  annually,  and  one  other  in  each  of  the  four  judi- 
cial circuits,  and  furnishes  the  reporter  with  all  the  opinions  delivered. 

II.  There  is  a  County  Court  in  each  county,  consisting  of  one  cir- 
cuit and  two  county  judges. 

This  court  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  actions  not  triable 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  also  of  all  criminal  prosecutions  from 
the  highest  to  the  lowest,  with  the  exception  of  a  very  few  of  trivial 
importance,  which  are  punishable  by  justices  of  the  peace. 

All  jury  trials  are  had  before  this  court,  even  where  an  issue  is  sent 
out  of  chancery  or  the  supreme  court. 

The  circuit  judges  have  the  same  salary  as  the  judges  of  the  su- 
preme court,  and  are  four  in  number. 

III.  The  Courts  of  Chancery  are  held  by  the  circuit  judges,  who 
are  chancellors,  and  have  exclusive  chancery  powers,  except  that  an 
appeal  lies  from  their  decision  to  the  supreme  court,  where  decision  is 
final,  but  the  case  is  remanded  to  fTie  several  chancellors  to  carry  the 
decision  into  effect. 

Courts  of  chancery  proceed  according  to  the  course  of  the  court  of 
chancery  in  England,  unless  when  they  are  controlled  by  statute  or  by 
special  rules  established  by  the  supreme  court,  or  by  the  reported  de- 
cisions of  that  court. 

IV.  Justices  of  the  Peace  have  jurisdiction  in  civil  suits  to  the  amount 
of  $100,  with  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  county  court  when  the  matter 
in  dispute  exceeds  $10,  in  mixed  cases;  and  questions  of  law  arising 
in  the  county  court  may  always  be  carried  into  the  supreme  court. 
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Justices  of  the  peace  have  also  a  very  limited  criminal  jurisdiction, 
V.    The  Probate  Courts  in  this  state  have  the  exclusive  jurisdiction 
of  settling  estates  and  proving  wills,  M^ith  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
county  court,  and  from  the  county  court  to  carry  questions  of  law  to  the 
supreme  court. 


,  STATE    COURTS    OF    VIRGINIA. 

I.  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals. — The  state  is  divided  into  twenty 
judicial  circuits,  ten  districts,  and  five  sections.  The  voters  of  each 
section  elect  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  appeals  for  the  t-erra 
of  twelve  years,  who  must  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and  must 
reside  in  the  section  from  which  he  is  chosen. 

The  five  judges  so  elected  shall  constitute  this  court,  and  any  three 
of  them  may  hold  a  court ;  special  courts  of  appeal  may  also  be 
organized. 

The  supreme  court  of  appeals  has  appellate  jurisdiction  only  when 
the  matter  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  costs,  is  $500  and  upward, 
except  in  certain  specified  cases  ;  reasons  for  decisions  to  be  reported. 
The  salary  of  a  judge  of  this  court  shall  not  be  less  than  $3,000,  with 
proper  allowance  for  travel.  The  reporter  receives  $1,500  a  year. 
At  every  election  for  governor  of  the  state  an  attorney-general  is  to 
■  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  commonwealth  for  four  years  ;  his 
salary  is  $1,500  per  annum.  Its  officers  are  appointed  by  the  court 
itself.  No  election  for  judges  of  this,  or  any  other  court,  can  be  held 
within  thirty  days  of  the  time  of  holding  the  elections  for  President, 
for  Congress,  or  for  the  General  Assembly. 

II.  District  Courts. — -A  district  court  shall  be  held  at  least  once  a 
year  in  every  district,  by  the  judges  of  the  circuits  constituting,  the 
section,  and  the  judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  appeals  for  the  section, 
of  which  the  district  forms  a  part,  any  three  of  whom  may  hold  a  court. 

The  district  court  has  no  original  jurisdiction  except  in  cases  of 
habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  and  prohibition.  Its  appellate  jurisdiction 
only  extends  to  cases  where  the  amount  in  cpntroversy  is  $100  or  more, 
exclusive  of  costs,  except  in  certain  specified  cases. 

III.  Circuit  Courts. — The  jurisdiction  of  these  courts  is  generally 
concurrent  with  the  county  courts  over  the  sum  of  $50  in  civil  cases  ; 
they  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  felonies  committed  by  white  per- 
sons, and  in  certain  other  cases. 

The  voters  of  each  county  or  corporation  in  which  a  circuit  court  is 
held  shall  elect  a  clerk  of  such  court  whose  term  shall  be  six  years. 
The  commonwealth  attorney  for  the  county  wherein  such  court  is  held 
shall  be  commonwealth  attorney  for  this  court. 

The  salary  of  a  judge  of  the  circuit  court  shall  not  be  less  than 
$2,000  with  reasonable  allowance  for  travel.  Judges  are  elected  by 
the  voters  of  each  circuit  for  the  term  of  eight  years.  They  must  be 
at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and  reside  in  the  circuit.  A  circuit  court 
must  hold  in  each  county  or  corporation  wherein  such  court  is 
established  by  law,  at  least  twice  a  year. 

IV.  County  Courts. — There  shall  be  in  each  county  of  the  corn- 
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monwealtli  q,  county  court,  which  shall  be  hekl  monthly,  by  not  less 
than  three,  or  more  than  five,  justices,  except  when  the  law  shall  re- 
quire a  greater  number.  Each  county  shall  be  divided  into  districts, 
and  each  district  shall  elect  four  justices  for  the  term  of  four  years. 
They  shall  reside  in  their  several  districts,  and  be  classified  for  the 
performance  of  their  duties  on  the  bench  of  the  county  court.  They 
receive  $3  a  day  for  their  services  in  court,  to  be  paid  by  the  county. 
Their  jurisdiction  is  Aery  general. 

STATE    COURTS    OF    WISCONSIN. 

I.  Supreme  Court. — This  court  is  composed  of  a  chief  justice  and 
two  associate  justices ;  the  former  elected  for  four  years,  and  the 
latter  for  two  and  four  years  respectively.  Their  successors  to  be 
elected  at  the  expiration  of  these  terms  for  similar  periods. 

Except  the  power  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  quo  loarranto,  and  the 
like,  this  court  has  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  and  is  the  court  of  last 
resort.  There  can  be  no  trial  by  jury  in  this  court,  except  in  actions 
against  the  state. 

II.  Circuit  Courts. — The  state  is  divided  into  six  judicial  circuits. 
A  judge  is  elected  by  the  voters  of  each  circuit  for  the  term  of  six 
years.  The  circuit  courts  have  general  original  jurisdiction  in  actions 
civil  and  criminal,  at  law  and  equity,  within  their  circuits. 

III.  County  Courts. — A  court  by  this  name  is  established  in  each 
county.  The  judge  of  this  court  is  elected  by  the  voters  of  the 
county,  and  holds  office  for  four  years.  It  has  jurisdiction  concurrent 
with  the  circuit  courts  in  all  civil  actions  arising  within  or  without  the 
county  v/hen  the  debt  or  damages  claimed  does  not  exceed  $500,  and 
exclusive  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  appeal  or  certiorari  from 
justices  of  the  peace. 

It  has  also  probate  powers  and  jurisdiction. 

IV.  Justices  of  the  Peace. — These  are  elected  in  the  several  tov/ns, 
hold  oifice  for  two  years,  and  have  jurisdiction  throughout  their 
counties  in  civil  matters,  when  the  debt  or  damages  claimed  does  not 
exceed  $100;  except  for  any  debt  in  actions  against  an  executor  or 
administrator  for  any  debt  or  demand  due  from  the  testator  or  intestate  ; 
in  actions  of  slander,  malicious  prosecution,  and  false  imprisonment ; 
in  actions  where  the  title  to  real  property  shall  come  in  question, 
or  in  actions  for  or  against  any  town  in  Avhich  the  justice  is  elected. 

They  have  summary  jurisdiction  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace  ; 
to  examine,  commit,  and  hold  to  bail  any  peace  breakers,  or  any  who 
may  attempt  to  break  the  peace  ;  all  those  who  keep  houses  of  ill-fame, 
the  frequenters  of  the  same,  and  common  prostitutes,  and  to  require 
security  for  their  good  behavior ;  also  to  commit  to  jail  any  person 
charged  with  any  criminal  offense,  and  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
assaults  and  batteries,  and  affrays. 


LAWS  OF  EACH  STATE  RELATIVE  TO  THE  COLLECTION 
'  OF  DEBTS. 

The  following  concise  statement  of  the  statute  laws  of  th-e  several 
States  for  collecting  debts,  has  been  prepared  with  much  care,  and  may 
be  relied  upon  as  being  accurate.  It  is  one  of  a  series  of  articles  we  have 
prepared  for  this  work,  to  inform  our  readers  what  are  the  laws  of  each 
state  on  various  subjects  of  interest,  and  which  will  be  found  of  great  value. 

Alabama. — No  person  can  be  arrested,  unless  the  plaintiff  make  aflB- 
davit  that  the  debtor  is  about  to  abscond,  or  has  conveyed,  or  is  about  to 
convey,  his  property  fraudulently,  or  has  money  or  effects  which  he 
fraudulently  withholds,  or  that  the  debt  was  fraudulently  contracted. 
The  debtor  may  discharge  himself  from  arrest  by  making  oath  that  this 
statement  upon  which  he  is  arrested  is  untrue,  and  that  he  has  nothing 
with  which  to  pay  the  debt,  or  by  rendering  a  schedule  of  all  his  pro- 
perty, and  making  oath  that  he  has  not  property  to  the  value  of  twenty 
dollars  besides  that  named  in  the  schedule,  and  such  as  is  exempt  by  lavs 
from  execution,  and  that  he  has  not  disposed  of  any  property  to  secure 
the  same  to  his  own  use,  or  to  defraud  creditors.  A  person  convicted 
of  rendering  a  false  or  fraudulent  schedule,  is  liable  to  imprisonment  foi 
one  year.     The  plaintiff  may  controvert  the  truth  of  the  debtor's  oath. 

Upon  an  affidavit  that  the  debtor  absconds,  secretes  himself,  or  resides 
out  of  the  limits  of  the  state,  so  that  process  cannot  be  served  upon  him, 
or  is  about  to  remove  his  property  out  of  the  state,  whereby  the  plaintiff 
may  lose  his  debt  or  be  compelled  to  sue  in  another  state,  or  that  the 
debtor  has  fraudulently  disposed  of,  or  is  about  disposing  of  his  property; 
or  that  he  has  property  liable  for  the  satisfaction  of  his  debts,  which  he 
fraudulently  withholds  ;  and  stating  the  amount  due,  and  that  attachment 
is  not  sought  for  the  purpose  of  vexing  or  harassing  the  debtor;  and 
upon  the  plaintiff's  executing  a  bond  in  double  the  amount  sworn  to  be 
due,  for  the  payment  of  damages  which  may  ensue  to  the  debtor  by  rea- 
son of  a  wrongful  attachment,  an  attachment  may  issue  against  the  pro- 
perty of  the  defenflant. 

Attachments  ancillary  to  suits  pending  may  be  sued  out  on  the  same 
grounds  as  original  attachments. 

Judgments  create  a  lien  on  real  property  throughout  the  state  from 
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the  date  of  rendition.  Executions,  upon  their  delivery  to  the  sheriff,  bind 
personal  property  within  the  state.  One  year  is  the  shortest  time  in 
which  money  can  be  collected  by  legal  proceedings. 

Arkansas, — K  a  creditor,  at  the  time  of  filing  his  declaration,  file  his 
own  affidavit  or  that  of  another  person,  stating  that  the  defendant,  is 
justly  indebted  to  him  in  a  specified  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars, 
also  that  the  defendant  is  not  a  resident  of  the  state,  or  that  he  is  about 
to  remove  himself  or  his  goods  from  the  state,  or  that  he  secretes  him  ■ 
self  so  that  process  cannot  be  served  upon  him,  an  attachment  may  issue 
against  the  property  of  the  defendant.  A  bond  in  double  the  amount 
claimed,  must  also  be  filed,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  such  damages 
as  may  be  awarded  against  the  creditor. 

Justices  of  the  peace  may  issue  attachments  upon  similar  conditions, 
when  the  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

Boats  running  on  the  navigable  waters  of  the  state  are  liable  to  at- 
tachment for  debts  contracted  on  account  of  work  or  supplies  furnished 
the  boat. 

An  arrest,  in  a  civil  action,  can  take  place  only  in  case  of  fraud  al- 
leged by  the  plaintiff",  and  supported  by  his  own  affidavit  and  that  of 
some  disinterested  and  credible  person  to  the  facts  on  which  the  allega- 
tion is  founded. 

California. — An  order  of  arrest  may  be  obtained  against^  debtor  in 
the  following  cases.  Where  the  action  founded  upon  contract  is  for  the 
recovery  of  money  or  damages,  when  the  defendant  is  about  to  depart 
from  the  state  to  defraud  his  creditors.  Where  the  demand  is  for  fine 
or  penalty,  or  for  money  or  propeity  embezzled  or  fraudulently  misap- 
plied, or  converted  to  the  defendant's  own  use,  such  as  moneys  received 
by  an  attorney,  factor,  broker,  agent,  in  the  course  of  his  employment 
as  such,  or  by  any  other  person  in  a  fiduciary  capacity.  When  the  de- 
fendant was  guilty  of  fraud  in  contracting  the  -debt,  or  incurring  the  ob- 
hgation  for  which  action  is  brought.  When  the  defendant  has  removed, 
concealed,  or  disposed  of  his  property,  or  is  about  to  do  so  with  intent  to 
defraud  creditors. 

Before  the  order  of  arrest  is  issued,  the  plaintiff  must  prove,  by  his  or 
some  other  person's  affidavit,  the  facts  entitling  him  to  the  order,  and 
must  execute  an  undertaking,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  conditioned  to 
pay  the  defendant  the  costs  that  may  be  awarded  and  damages  sustained 
by  reason  of  the  arrest,  to  the  amount  at  least  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

So  soon  as  the  arrest  is  made,  the  officer  must  notify  the  plaintiff. 

Defendant  can  demand  a  trial  immediately,  which  must  be  had  within 
three  hours,  except  the  trial  of  another  action  is  pending.  In  case  of  a 
delay  of  more  than  three  hours  not  caused  by  another  trial,  the  defend- 
ant is  discharged :  if  the  plaintiff  obtain  judgment  in  the  trial,  he  may 
obtain  another  arrest  on  the  same  grounds  as  in  the  first  instance. 

The  defendant  may  be  discharged  by  giving  an  undertaking,  with  two 
sureties,  in  the  amount  named  in  the  order  of  arrest,  binding  themselves 
to  that  extent,  if  the  defendant  does  not  at  all  times  render  himself 
amenable  to  the  process  of  the  court. 
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The  person-al  and  real  property  of  a  debtor  may  be  attached  for  an 
obligation  founded  upon  a  contract  for  the  direct  payment  of  money  ir 
this  state,  whether  the  contract  be  made  in  California  or  elsewhere,  if 
not  secured  on  real  or  personal  property. 

A  writ  of  attachment  may  issue  upon  the  plaintiffs  affidavit  or  tliat  of 
some  person  in  his  behalf,  that  he  has  a  good  cause  of  action,  and  filing 
the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  together  with  an  undertaking  with 
two  or  mare  sureties  in  a  sum  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars,  nor 
more  than  the  amount  claimed  by  the  plaintiff,  to  the  effect  that  if  the 
defendant  recover  judgment,  the  plaintiff  will  pay  all  costs  awarded,  and 
all  damages  sustained  by  a  wrongful  attachment,  not  exceeding  the  sum 
named  in  the  undertaking.  After  the  attachment  is  issued  the  sheriff 
is  bound  to  execute  it,  unless  the  defendant  give  bonds  with  two  or  more 
sureties  for  the  payment  of  the  demand  and  costs,  should  the  plaintiff  re- 
cover judgment.  At  any  time  before  judgment,  the  defendant  may  give 
the  undertaking  to  the  clerk  after  reasonable  notice  to  the  plaintiff,  and 
upon  doing  this,  the  property  attached  and  not  sold,  will  be  delivered  up 
by  the  sheriff',  together  with  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  already  made.  The 
sureties  given  by  defendant  or  plaintiff  must  be  worth  double  the  amount 
named  in  the  bond,  and  residents,  householdei's,  or  freeholders  of  the 
state.  In  the  matter  of  attachment,  it  makes  no  difference  if  the  debtor 
or  person  to  whom  the  debt  is  due  be  a  citizen  or  foreigner,  but  the  de- 
mand must  grow  out,  of  a  California  contract. 

All  property  exempt  from  execution  is  also  exempt  from  attachment. 
When  the  debtor's  property  is  sold  on  execution,  the  personal  estate  must 
be  sold  first,  then  the  real  property^  or  so  much  as  is  necessary  to  satisfy 
the  demand.  The  debtor  may  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  the 
sale  redeem  all  real  property,  except  leasehold  estates  of  unexpired  terms  of 
less  than  two  years,  by  paying  the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold,  together 
with  eighteen  per  cent,  interest  thereon.  Tlie  purchaser  is  entitled  to  receive 
the  rent  from  tenant,  but  not  from  the  debtor  if  he  be  in  possession. 

Connecticut. — No  execution,  founded  upon '  an  action  of  contract 
merely,  can  be  levied  on  the  person  of  the  debtor,  except  in  actions  upon 
promises  of  marriage,  or  misconduct,  or  neglect  in  any  office  or  profes- 
sional employment,  or  to  recover  moneys  collected  or  received  by  a  pub- 
lic officer  or  person  acting  in  a  fiduciary  capacity. 

Whenever  any  person  is  guilty  of  fraud  in  contracting  a  debt,  or  con- 
ceals, removes,  assigns,  withholds,  or  conveys  away  his  property,  not  ex- 
empt from  attachment,  in  order  to  prevent  its  being  taken  by  legal  pro- 
cess, or  refuses  to  pay  any  debt,  having  suflicient  funds  or  estate  in  his 
liands  for  its  discharge  concealed  or  withheld,  or  refuses  to  disclose  his 
rights  of  action,  any  creditor  aggrieved  may  institute  an  action  on  the 
case  against  the  person  setting  forth  his  debt,  and  the  fraudulent  act  or 
acts,  and  have  process  of  attachment  and  execution  against  the  body  of 
tlie  defendant,  to  be  proceeded  with  as  in  other  actions  of  tort. 

Attachments  on  execution  may  be  granted  against  the  goods  and 
cliattels  of  the  defendant,  or  for  want  thereof  against  his  lands,  or  against 
his  person  when  not  exempt  from  imprisonment. 
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.  Delaware. — No  free  white  citizen  may  be  arrested  except  upon  oath 
that  he  is  justly  indebted  in  a  sum  exceeding  five  dollai's,  and  that  the 
plaiiitift'  verily  believes  that  defendant  has  secreted,  conveyed  away,  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  property  above  the  value  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors :  he  must  also  set  forth  the  alleged 
fraudulent  transactions. 

Attachment  may  issue  against  a  resident,  upon  an  affidavit  that  de- 
fendant is  justly  indebted  to  plaintift"  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and  has 
absconded  with  intent,  as  is  believed,  to  deceive  and  defraud  creditors. 
This  is  call<id  domestic  attachment.  Another  writ  known  as  foreign  at- 
tachment, issues  upon  the  oath  of  the  plaintifl"  or  of  some  credible  person 
for  him,  that  the  defendant  resides  out  of  the  state,  and  is  justly  indebted 
to  p)laintitr  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  or  upwards. 

Florida. — Attachment  may  issue  upon  an  affidavit,  that  there  is  a 
debt  due,  or  to  become  due  within  nine  months,  and  that  the  debtor  is 
actually  removing  from  the  state,  or  resides  beyond  its  limits,  or  absconds 
and  conceals  himself  so  that  ordinary  process  cannot  be  served  upon  him  ; 
or  that  he  is  removing  his  property  from  the  state,  or  secreting  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  defrauding  his  creditors. 

Imprisonment  for  debt  does  not  exist.     (Thorn.  Dig.  367.) 

Georgia. — In  case  of  non-residence,  or  where  both  debtor  and  creditor 
reside  without  the  hmits  of  the  state,  the  creditor  may  attach  the  real 
and  personal  propert}^  of  the  debtor  within  the  state.  If  the  debtor  be  a 
partner  his  goods  may  be  attached  if  he  removes  from  the  state  after  the 
contract  was  made  ;  notwithstanding  his  copartner  or  co-contractor  may 
reside  within  the  state.     (Act  of  1850.) 

If  the  debt  be  not  due,  and  the  creditor  or  his  agent  make  oath  of  the 
amount  to  become  due,  and  that  the  debtor  is  about  removing  from  the 
state,,  an  attachment  may  issue  against  his  property. 

In  all  cuses  pendhiff  a  t<uit,  if  the  defendant  place  himself  in  such  cir- 
cumstances as  would  by  the  laws  of  the  state  authorize  an  attachment, 
one  may  issue. 

Any  person  arrested  or  imprisoned  for.  debt,  who  shall  make  it  appear 
to  the  court  that  he  is  insolvent,  and  shall  deliver  a  schedule  of  all  his. 
property,  and  shall  take  the  poor  debtor's  or  insolvent's  oath,  shall  obtain 
a  discharge  ;  and  he  shall  not  beWiable  to  further  imprisonment  on  exe- 
cution for  any  debt  incurred  previous  to  the  discharge,  at  the  suit  of  any 
creditor  having  notice  of  the  discharge,  noi-  can  he  be  arrested  or  held  to 
bail  in  mesne  process  for  any  debt  contracted  prior  to  the  discharge.  An 
unmnri'ied  woman,  or  widow,  cannot  be  arrested  for  debt.  (Act  184Y, 
Cobb's  Dig.  392.) 

Illinois.— When  any  debtor  shall  refuse  to  surrender  his  property  for 
the  satisfaction  of  any  execution  issued  against  it,  the  plaintitt"  or  his 
attorney  may  make  affidavit  of  such  fact  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
for  the  county,  and  upon  filing  such  affidavit  wirh  the  clerk  of  the  court 
irom  which  execution  issued,  or  with  the  justice  ■>£  the  peace  who  issued 
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the  execution,  the  clerk  of  court  or  justice  may  issue  a  writ  against  the 
body  of  the  defendant.     (Rev,  Stats.,  382.) 

In  all  actions  to  be  commenced  in  any  court  of  record  in  the  state, 
founded  on  any  specialty  judgment  or  contract  in  which  the  plaintiff  or 
other  credible  person  can  ascertain  the  sum  due  or  damages  sustained, 
and  will  make  afiidavit  before  the  clerk  of  the  court  from  which  process 
issues,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  if  the  plaintiff  resides  out  of  the  state, 
before  any  person  who  may  be  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  in  the 
state  or  kingdom  in  which  he  resides,  that  the  same  is  in  danger  of  being 
lost,  or  that  the  benefit  of  any  judgment  which  may  be  rendered  will  be 
lost,  unless  the  defendant  be  held  to  bail,  and  such  afiidavit  be  delivered 
to  the  clerk  of  the  court,  the  clerk  must  issue  a  writ  against  the  body 
of  the  defendant,  with  directions  to  the  sheriff"  endorsed,  to  take  bail. 

When  damages  are  unliquidated,  the  affidavit  must  state  facts,  and  the 
nature  and  cause  of  action,  and  the  clerk  must  fix  the  amount  of  bail, 
(Rev.  Stats.,  80,) 

When  any  person  is  'arrested  for  debt  on  execution,  or  on  original 
process,  for  the  purpose  of  being  held  to  bail,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  officer 
having  the  custody  of  the  debtor,  at  his  request  to  convey  him  before 
the  judge  of  the  county  in  which  the  arrest  is  made.  The  county  judge 
must  require  of  the  debtor  a  complete  schedule  of  his  property  of  what- 
ever description,  with  an  account  of  the  debts  owing  by  the  debtor  at 
the  time.  The  debtor  may  then  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  statute,  and 
if  no  fraud  appears  upon  examination  of  the  debtor,  or  of  the  witnesses 
produced,  and  the  debtor  assign  the  property  named  in  the  schedule,  not 
exempt,  and  produce  the  receipt  of  the  assignee  to  the  court,  he  is  dis- 
charged.    (Rev.  Stats.,  282,  &c.) 

The  plaintiff"  in  execution  may,  after  the  defendant  has  taken  the  oath 
prescribed,  pay  the  sheriff  the  jail  fees  on  the  Monday  of  each  week,  and 
keep  the  defendant  in  jail  until  the  debt  is  paid,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  day,  upon  the  happening  of  which  event  the  sheriff 
returns  the  execution  satisfied  by  imprisonment. 

If  any  c^;editor  or  his  agent  shall  make  complaint,  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  any  county  in  the  state,  that  his 
debtor  is  about  to  depart  from  the  state,  or  has  departed,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  having  Ijis  eff"ects  and  personal  estate  removed  without  the  state 
limits,  to  the  injury  of  such  creditor,  oi-0stands  in  defiance  of  any  officer 
authorized  to  arrest  him  on  civil  process,  so  that  ordinary  process  of  law 
cannot  be  sei'ved  upon  him,  and  that  he  is  indebted  to  the  creditor  in  a 
sum  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  specifying  the  nature  and  amount  of  such 
indebtedness,  such  creditor  may  sue  out  a  writ  of  attachment  against  the 
property  or  the  debtor,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  satisfy  the  debt  sworn 
to  with  inttrest  and  costs.     (Rev.  Stats.,  63.) 

When  any  creditor  or  his  agent  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  state,  that  any  non-resident  is  indebted  to 
him  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  similar  cases  as 
in  the  circuit  court,  such  justice  may  issue  an  attachment  against  his 
personal  estate.  Attachment  may'issue,  in  the  case  of  a  non-resident, 
against  all  his  property,  for  a  sum  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  from  th« 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  any  county. 
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The  constitution  forbids  imprisonment  for  debt  except  in  case  of 
refusal  to  deliver  up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  as  prescribed 
by  law,  or  of  strong  presumption  of  fraud.  (Const,  of  1848,  Art. 
13,  §  15.) 

Indiana. — Actions  brought  for  the  recovery  of  any  debt,  or  for  dam- 
ages only,  may  be  commenced  either  by  the  issuing  of  a  capias  ad  re- 
spondendum, or  by  a  summons.  Special  bail  shall  not  be  required  in  any 
case  until  the  plaintiff,  his  agent,  or  attorney,  shall  make  and  file  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court  where  suit  is  instituted,  an  aflidavit  specifying  the 
plaintitt's  rights  to  recover  an  existing  debt  or  damages  from  the  defend- 
ant, and  also  stating  that  he  believes  the  defendant  is  about  leaving  the 
state,  taking  with  him  property  subject  to  execution,  or  money  or  effects 
which  should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  plaintiff's  debt  or  damages, 
Avith  intent  to  defraud  the  plaintift'. 

No  cQp)ias  ad  respondendum  shall  be  delivered  to  any  oflicer  to  be  exe- 
cuted until  an  order  for  special  bail  has  been  obtained  and  endorsed  on 
the 'writ.  ; 

The  real  and  personal  property  of  a  debtor,  an  inhabitant  of  the  state, 
may  be  attached  whenever  the  debtor  may  be  secretly  leaving,  or  shall 
have  left  the  state,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  or  to  avoid  the 
service  of  a  civil  process,  or  shall  keep  himself  concealed,  so  that  process 
cannot  be  served  upon  him,  with  intent  to  delay^or  defraud  his  creditors, 
or  when  the  defendant  has  disposed  of,  or  is  about  disposing  of  his  pro- 
perty, for  the  purpose  of  delaying  or  defrauding  his  creclitors.  No  writ  of 
attachment  shall  issue  against  any  absent  debtor  while  his  wife  and  family 
remain  settled  in  the  county  where  his  usual  place  of  residence  may  have 
been,  unless  he  continue  absent  from  the  state  more  than  one  year,  ex- 
cept an  attempt  be  made  to  conceal  his  absence,  or  unless  the  debtor  be 
secretly  removing  his  property  to  avoid  the  payment  of  his  debts.  If  the 
wife  or  family  of  the  debtor  refuse,  or  are  unable  to  account  for  his  ab- 
sence, or  to  tell  where  he  may  be  found,  or  give  a  false  account,  such 
refusal,  false  account,  or  inability,  shall  be  construed  an  attempt  to  con- 
ceal his  absence. 

Iowa. — -The  person  of  a  debtor  cannot  be  taken  in  execution  upon  a 
judgment  rendered  in  any  civil  action. 

In  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  money,  an  attachment  may  issue,  if 
the  plaintiff  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  a  petition, 
under  oath,  stating  that  the  petitioner  verily  believes  the  defendant  is  a 
foreign  corporation,  or  is  acting  as  such,  that  he  is  a  non-resident  of  the 
state,  that  he  has  disposed,  or  is  about  to  dispose  of  his  property  in  whole 
oAn  part,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  or,  that  he  has  absconded, 
©r  is  about  to  abscond,  to  the  injury  of  his  creditors,  or  that  he  has  pro- 
perty not  exempt  from  execution,  which  he  refuses  to  give  in  payment  of 
the  debt,  or  as  security  for  payment.  (Act  of  1853.)  If  the  demand  is 
founded  on  contract,  the  petition  must  state  that  something  is  due,  and 
as  nearly  as  practicable  the  amount ;  if  not,  the  original  petition  is  to  be 
presented  to  a  judge  that  he  may  make  an  allowance  thereon  of  the 
amount  in   value   that   may   be   attached.     (Code,    §    1846,   &c.)     A 
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debtor's  property  may,  in  some  cases,  be  attached  previous  to  the  time 
when  the  debt  becomes  due. 

Kentucky. — A  defendant  in  a  civil  action  can  be  arrested  and  held  to 
bail  only  when  an  affidavit  of  the  plaintiff  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  court  in  which  the  action  is  brought,  showing  'the,  nature  of  the 
plaintiff's  claim,  that  it  is  just,  its  amount,  and  that  the  affiant  beUeves, 
either  that  the  defendant  is  about  to-  depart  from  the  state,  and  with 
intent  to  defraud  his  cl'editors,  has  concealed  or  removed  his  property,  or 
so  much  thereof  that  the  process  of  the  court  after  judgment  cannot  be 
.executed,  or  that  the  defendant  has  money  or  securities  for  money,  or 
evidences  of  debt  in  his  own  possession,  or  in  that  of  others  for  his  use, 
and  is  about  to  depart  from  the  state  without  leaving  property  therein 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  plaintiff's  claim.    • 

The  plaintiff  must  give  security  to  pay  the  defendant's  damages  if  the 
order  be  wrongfully  obtained. 

An  attachment  against  the  property  of  the  defendant  may  issue : — 
First,  in  an  action  upon  contract  for  the  recovery  of  money  where  the 
action  is  against  a  defendant,  or  several  defendants,  who,  or  some  one  of 
whom,  is  a  foreign  corporation  or  a  non-resident  of  the  state,  or  who  has 
been  absent  therefrom  four  months,  or  has  departed  fi'om  the  state  with 
intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  or  who  has  left  the  county  of  his  residence 
to  avoid  service  of  summons,  or  who  so  conceals  himself  that  summons 
cannot  be  served  upon  him ;  or  who  is  about  to  remove  his  property  or  a 
material  part  thereof  from  the  state,  not  leaving  enough  to  satisfy  the 
plaintiff's  claims,  or  has  disposed  of  his  property,  or  is  about  to  do  so, 
with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors.  Second,  in  an  action  to  recover  the 
possession  of  personal  property,  where  it  has  been  ordered  to  be  delivere*' 
to  the  plaintiff,  and  when  the  property  or  a  part  thereof  has  been  disposed 
of,  or  concealed,  or  removed,  so  that  the  order  for  its  delivery  cannot  ba 
executed  by  the  sheriff. 

Louisiana. — Woinen  and  non-residents  cannot  be  arrested.  No  debto) 
can  be  arrested  after  judgment,  to  compel  payment  thereof,  but  a  debtor 
mav  be  arrested  before  judgment  upon  an  affidavit  that  he  is  about  tc 
leave  the  state  permanently  without  leaving  sufficient  property  to  satisfy 
the  judgment  which  the  creditor  expects  to  obtain.  A  creditor  may  ob- 
tain an  .attachment  of  the  property  of  his  debtor  in  the  following  cases. 
. ,  Where  the  debtor  is  about  leaving  the  state  permanently,  without  there 
Ir.'being  a  possibility  of  obtaining  or  executing  judgment  against  him  pre- 
vious to  his  departure,  or  when  such  debtor  has  already  left  the  state 
nevei-  to  return,  or  when  such  debtor  resides  out  of  the  state,  or  when  he 
conceals  himself  to  avoid  being  cited.  It  may  also  be  attached  in  ^e 
hands  of  third  persons  in  order  to  secure  the  payment  of  a  debt,  whether 
the  amount  be  liquidated  or  not,  provided  the  term  of  payment  has  ar- 
rived, and  the  creditor  >vho  prays  for  the  attachment  states  expressly  and 
positively  the  amount  which  he  claims.  The  plaintiff  must  give  a  bond, 
with  a  suret)-,  for  the  payment  of  all  damage  which  may  ensue  to  the 
defendant  from  the  attachment  if  wrongful. 

If  a  creditor  know  or  suspect  that  a  third  person  has  in  his  possession 
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property  belonging  to  his  debtor,  or  that  he  is  indebted  to  such  debtor, 
be  may  make  such  a  person  a  party  to  the  suit,  by  having  him  cited  to 
declare  on  oath  what  property  belonging  to  the  defendant  he  has  in  his 
possession,  or  in  what  sum  he  is  indebted  to  defendant,  even,  when  the 
term  of  payment  has  not  yet  arrived.     (Acts  of  1839.)    •'  " 

Maine. — Any  person  within  the  state  may  be  arrested  and  held  to 
bail,  or  committed  to  prison  on  mesne  process,  on  any  contract  or  judg- 
ment founded  on  contract,  amounting  to  ten  dollars,  if  the  debtor  is  about 
to  depart  and  reside  beyond  the  Hmits  of  the  state,  with  means  more 
than  necessary  for  his  own  immediate  use,  and  the  creditor  or  his  agent 
will  make  affidavit  to  the  above  facts.  In  all  actions  not  founded  on 
contract,  or  on  a  judgment  rendered  upon  contract,  the  original  writ 
may  run  against  the  body  of  the  defendant,  and  he  may  be  thereon  ar- 
rested and  imprisoned  or  held  to  bail. 

All  ^-Qods  and  chattels  not  exempt  at  common  law,  or  exempt  from 
levy  and  sale  on  execution,  may  be  attached  to  satisfy  the  judgment, 
both  damages  and  costs,  which  plaintiff  may  recover.  All  )'eal  estate, 
liable  to  bg  taken  in  execution,  may  be  attached  on  mesne  process  and 
held  as  security  to  satisfy  any  judgment.  (Rev.  Stats.,  c.  148,  §  1  et 
seq.) 

Maryland.— Any  person  having  obtained  a  judgment,  may  take  out 
an  attachment  against  the  real  or  personal  estate,  or  rights  of  action  of 
the  defendant.  Any  creditor  making  affida\nt  that  the  debtor  is  indebted 
to  him  in  a  specified  sum,  producing  evidence  thereof,  and  that  he  knows 
or  is  credibly  informed  and  believes  that  the  debtor  is  not  a  citizen  of 
the  state,  and  does  not  reside  therein,  or  that  the  debtor  has  actually 
lied  from  justice,  or  removed  from  his  abode,  with  intent  to  injure  or  de- 
fraud his  creditors,  an  attachment  may  issue  against  his  real  or  personal 
property  or  rights  of  action. 

No  person  can  be  imprisoned  for  debt.     (Latrobe's  Justice,  269.) 

Massachusetts. — No  person  can  be  arrested  and  held  to  bail  for  any 
debt  or  demand  arising  on  any  contract,  unless  the  ph>ntiff",  or  some  per- 
son in  his  behalf,  shall  make  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  that 
the  plaintiff  has  a  demand  upon  the  defendant,  upon  the  cause  of  action 
stated  in  the  writ,  which  the  deponent  believes  to  be  justly  due,  and  upon 
which  he  expects  the  plaintiff  will  recover  ten  dollars  or  upwards,  and  that 
the  deponent  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  defendant  is  about 
to  depart  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  in  which  the  writ  is  re- 
turnable, not  to  return  until  after  judgment  may-  probably  be  recovered, 
so  that  he  cannot  be  arrested  on  the  first  execution,  if  any,  Avhich  may 
issue  on  the  suit.  All  property  except  such  articles  as  are  exempt  from 
attachment  at  common  law,  may  be  attached  upon  the  original  writ, 
and  held  as  security  to  satisfy  such  judgment  as  the  plaintiff"  may  re- 
cover. 

Michigan. — No  person  can  be  arrested  on  a  demand  arising  from 
contract,  except  promises  to  marry,  or  for  moneys  collected  by  a  public 
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oflScer,  or  for  any  misconduct,  or  neglect  in  office,  or  in  any  professional 
employment,  unless  the  plaintiff  or  some  other  person  make  affidavit 
that  there  is  a  debt  due  the  plaintiff  from  the  defendant,  specifying  its 
nature  and  amount,  as  near  as  may  be,  for  which  the  defendant  cannot 
be  arrested,  and  establishing  that  the  defendant  has  property  -which  he 
conceals  or  refuses  to  apply  to  the  payment  of  his  debts  ;  or,  that  he  has 
removed  or  disposed  of  his  property,  or  is  about  to  do  so,  with  intent  to 
defraud  his  creditors,  or  that  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt  in  suit. 
(Rev.  Stats.  604.) 

Upon  affidavit  made  by  the  creditor,  or  some  person  in  his  behalf, 
stating  that,  according  to  the  belief  of  the  deponent,  the  defendant  is 
justly  indebted  to  plaintiff  in  a  sum  therein  mentioned,  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  that  the  same  is  due  upon  contract  or  upon  a 
judgment  rendered,  and  that  deponent  knows,  or  has  good  reason  to 
believe,r — either,  that  the  defendant  has  absconded  or  is  about  to  abscond 
from  the  state,  or  that  he  is  concealed  therein,  to  the  injury  of  his  credi- 
tors, or  that  he  has  disposed  of  or  concealed  any  of  his  property,  or  is 
about  to  do  so,  or  that  he  has  removed  or  is  about  to  remove  any  of  his 
property  with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  or  that  he  fraudulently 
contracted  the  debt  on  which  suit  is  brought,  or  that  the  defendant 
does  not  reside  in  the  state,  and  has  been  absent  therefrom  for  three 
months  immediately  preceding  the  application,  or  that  defendant  is 
a  foreign, corporation,  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  shall  issue  an  attach- 
ment against  the  entire  property  of  the  defendant.     (Rev.  Stats.  514.) 

Mississippi.-^lf  any  creditor  shall  make  complaint,  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  any  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  any 
county,  that  his  debtor  has  removed  or  is  removing  out  of  the  state,  or 
so  absconds  or  conceals  himself  that  process  cannot  be  served  upon  him, 
and  further  makes  oath  to  the  amount  of  his  demand,  an  attachment 
may  issue.  A  bond  must  be  given  by  the  plaintiff  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  costs  and  damages  that  the  defendant  may  recover  against  him. 

Arrest  for  debt  is  abolished. 

Missouiii. — Imprisonment  for  debt  does  not  exist  in  this  state. 
Attachment  may  issue  when  the  debtor  is  a  non-resident,  when  he 
conceals  himself  or  absconds,  so  that  process  cannot  be  served  upon  him, 
when  he  is  about  ^o  remove  his  property  out  of  the  state,  or  has  disposed 
ly..or  is  about  disposing  of  it,  or  has  concealed  or  is  about  to  conceal  it,  with 
P'^intent  to  defraud,  or  when  the  debt  was  contracted  out  of  the  state  and 
the  debtor  has  absconded  or  removed  his   property  within  the  state, 
with  intent  to  defraud  or  hirider  his  creditors.     In  all  these  cases,  except- 
ing the  first  two,  attachment  may  issue  though  the  debt  be  not  yet  due. 

Before  attachment  can  issue,  affidavit  must  be  made  by  the  plain- 
tiff that  the  defendant  is  justly  indebted  to  the  plaintiff'  in  the  sum 
claimed  after  allowing  offsets,  stating  on  what  account  the  debt  was 
contracted,  and  that  affiant  believes  and  has  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve in  the  existence  of  one  or  more  of  the  particulars  which  entitle 
him  to  an  attachment.  If  the  defendant  put  in  issue  the  truth  of  the 
affidavit,  the  plaintiff  must  prove  the  facts  therein  alleged,  and  must 
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give'  a  bond,  with  one  or  more  sureties,  resident  householders  of  the 
county  in  whicli  tlie  action  is  brought,  in  a  sum  double  the  amount  of 
the  chaim  sworn  to,  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  ensue 
from  a  wrongful  attachment.  Non-residents  wishing  to  sue  their  debtors 
in  this  state  by  attachment,  should  send  with  the  demand  an  affidavit 
setting  forth  the  above  facts,  or  one  of  them,, and  should  provide  the 
required  security. 

New  Hampshire. — The  following  persons  cannot  be  arrested  under 
the  laws  of  this  state  :  any  female  upon  a  writ  in  an  action  of  con- 
tract ;  any  person  on  mesne  process  in  any  real  action  or  action  of  eject- 
ment ;  any  executor  or  administrator  for  any  cause  of  action  against 
•  the  deceased  i^.a^y  sherifi"  while  in  office  upon  any  civil  process.  No  per- 
son entitled  to  vote  at  town  meeting  can  be  arrested  on  the  day  when 
the  meeting  is  held. 

No  person  shall  be  arrested  upon  any  writ  or  execution  founded  on  a 
contract,  unless  the  plaintiff  or  some  person  in  his  behalf  shall  make 
affidavit  before  a  justice,  on  the  back  of  the  writ,  that  in  his  belief  the  de- 
fendant is  justly  indebted  to  him  in  a  sum  exceeding  thirteen  dollars  and 
thirty-three  cents,  and  that  he  conceals  his  property  so  that  no  attach- 
ment or  levy  can  be  made,  or  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  he  is  about 
to  leave  the  state  to  avoid  the  payment  of  bis  debts.  If  any  person  be 
committed  to  prison  by  the  officer  or  his  bail,  or  upon  surrender  by  his 
bail,  he  shall,  unless  he  be  bailed  before  judgment,  be  held  in  prison, 
until  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after  the  rendition  of  such  judgment 
for  the  plaintiff"  as  execution  may  issue  upon,  unless  sooner  legally  dis- 
charged. The  defendant,  when  arrested,  may  require  the  officer  making 
the  arrest,  to  take  him  before  two  justices,  oneof  the  quorum.  If  the  jus- 
tices, on  considering  his  affidavit  and  such  evidence  as  may  be  adduced, 
believe  he  does  not  conceal  his  property  and  has  no  intention  of  leaving 
the  state,  they  may  order  his  discharge. 

All  property  liable  to  be  taken  in  execution  may  be  attached  and  held 
as  security  to  satisfy  judgments.     (Compiled  Stats.  §1  seq.) 

New  Jersey. — No  female  can  be  arrested  on  any  process  issuing  from 
a  civil  action.  Any  person  held  in  custody  in  any  civil  action,  or  upon 
an  attachment  for  not  performing  an  award,  or  surrendered  in  discharge 
of  bail,  shall  be  discharged  from  arrest  by  the  officer,  if  he  make  out  and 
deliver  a  true  and  perfect  inventory  under  oath  or  affirmation  of  all  his 
property,  and  give  bond  to  the  plaintiff'  in  double  the  amount  claimed, 
that  he  will  appear  before  the  next  court  holden  in  the  county  where  the 
arrest  is  made,  and  petition  for  the  benefit  of  the  insolvent  laws.  In 
case  of  forfeiture  of  the  bond,  the  plaintiff'  may  bring  an  action  thereon, 
and  recover  debt,  damages,  and  costs.     (Rev.  Stats.  b25.) 

If  any  creditor  make  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  proper  authority, 
that  he  verily  believes  his  debtoj-  has  absconded  from  his  creditors  and  is 
not  resident  in  the  state,  then  an  attachment  may  issue  against  the  pro- 
perty of  the  debtor  wherever  it  may  be  found  :  and  the  writ  binds  the 
property  of  the  defendant  from  the  time  of  executing  the  same. 

All  conveyances  of  the  property  attached,  made  by  the  defendant  pend- 
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ing  the  attachment,  are  void  against  the  plaintiff,  and  the,  creditors  who 
shall  become  parties  to  the  attachment.     (Rev.  Stats.  48.) 

New  York. — A  defendant  may  be  arrested  in  this  state  under  the 
following  circumstances. 

When  the  defendant ,  has  been  guilty  of  fraud  in  contracting  the 
debt  or  incurring  the  obligation  for  which  action  is  brought,  or  in 
concealing  or  disposing  of  the  property,  for  the  taking  or  detention  of 
which  the  action  is  brought.  When  the  defendant  has  removed  or  dis- 
posed of  his  property  or  is  about  to  do  so  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors. 

An  order  for  the  arrest  of  the  defendant  must  be  obtained  from  a  judge 
of  the  court  in  which  this  action  is  brought  or  from. a  county  judge. 
The  order  may  be  made  where  it  shall  appear  to  the  judge,  by  the  afBda- 
vit  of  the  plaintiff  or  of  any  other  person,  that  a  sufficient  cause  of  action 
exists,  and  that  the  case  is  one  of  those  mentioned  above. 

Before  making  the  order,  the  judge  will  require  a  written  undertaking 
on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  to  the  effect  that  if  defendant  recover  judg- 
ment the  plaintiff  will  pay  all  costs,  and  damage  consequent  upon  the 
arrest,  not  exceeding  the  sum  specified  in  the  undertaking,  which  must 
not  be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars.  If  the  imdertaking  be  executed 
by  plaintiff  without  sureties,  he  must  annex  thereto  an  affidavit  that 
he  is  a  resident  and  householder  or  freeholder  within  the  state,  and  worth 
double  the  sum  specified  in  the  undertaking  over  all  his  debts  and 
liabilities. 

The  order  may  be  made,  to  accompany  the  summons,  or  at  any  time 
afterwards  before  judgment,  and  it  requires  the  sheriff  forthwith  to  arrest 
the  defendant  wherever  found,  and  hold  him  to  bail  in  a  sum  named,  and 
to  return  the  order  at  a  time  and  place  therein  mentioned  to  the  plaintiff 
or  attorney  by  whom  it  is  subscribed  or  endorsed.  This  order  the  sheriff 
is  bound  to  execute. 

The  defendant  may  give  bail,  by  causing  a  written  undertaking  to  be 
executed  by  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  effect  that  the  defendant 
shall  at  all  times  render  himself  amenable  to  the  process  of  the  court. 

At  any  time  before  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  undertaking,  the  bail 
may  surrender  the  defendant  in  their  exoneration,  or  the  defendant  may 
surrender  himself  to  the  sheriff,  and  the  sheriff  will  detain  him  as  upon  an 
order  of  arrest. 

No  female  can  be  arrested  in  any  action,  except  for  a  wilful  injury  to 
•\person,  character,  or  property. 

The  property  of  foreign  corporations  and  of  non-residents,  absconding 
or  concealed  defendants,  may  be  attached. 

A  warrant  of  attachment  must  be  obtained  from  a  judge  of  the  court 
in  which  the  action  is  brought  or  from  a  county  judge. 

The  warrant  may  be  issued  whenever  it  shall  appear  by  affidavit  that  a 
cause  of  action  exists  against  the  defendant,  specifying  the  amount  of 
claim  and  the  grounds  thereof,  and  that  the  defendant  is  a  foreign  corpo-. 
ration,  or  a  non-resident  of  the  state,  "or  has  departed  therefrom  with  in- 
tent to  defraud  his  creditors  or  to  avoid  the  service  of  summons,  or  keeps 
himself  concealed  with  a  like  intent.     An  attachment  may  issue  against 
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one  or  more  of  several  defendants  when  the  co-defendants  are  not  liable 
to  attachment. 

Before  issuing  the  warrant,  the  judge  shall  require  a  written  undertak- 
ing on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  with  sufficient  surety,  to  the  effect  that 
if  the  defendant  recover  judgment  the  plaintiff  will  pay  all  costs  that 
may  be  awarded  the  defendant,  and  all  damages  he  may  sustain  by  reason 
of  the  attachment,  not  exceeding  the  sum  specified  in  the  undertaking, 
which  shall  be  at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

The  warrant  is  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  the  de- 
fendant's property  is,  and  requires  him  to  attach  and  safely  keep  all  the 
property  of  the  defendant  within  the  county,  or  enough  to  satisfy  the 
plaintiff's  demand,  together  with  costs  and  expenses :  the  amount  must 
be  stated  in  conformity  with  the  complaint. 

TIxe  sheriff'  proceeding  as  in  the  case  of  absent  debtors,  must  make  and 
return  an  inventory  of  the  property  seized,  or  the  proceeds  of  such  as  is 
sold  to  answer  any  judo-ment  which  may  have  been  obtained,  and  subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  court  or  judge,  must  collect  and  receive  all  debts, 
credits,  and  effects  of  the  defendant. 

The  sheriff  may  also  take  such  legal  proceedings,  either  in  his  own 
name  or  in  that  of  the  defendant  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose, 
and  discontinue  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  court. 

The  rights  or  shares  which  a  defendant,  may  have  in  the  stock  of  any 
association  or  corporation,  together  with  the  interest  and  profits  thereon, 
and  all  other  property  of  the  defendant,  in  the  state,  is  liable  to  attach- 
ment, and  levy  and  sale  on  execution. 

The  execution  of  the  attachment  upon  any  such  rights  or  other  pro- 
perty incapable  of  manual  delivery,  is  made  by  leaving  with  the  presi 
dent  or  other  head  of  the  association  or  corporation,  or  the  secretary, 
cashier,  or  managing  agent,  or  with  the  debtor  or  person  holding  the 
property,  a  certified  copy  of  the  warrant  of  attachment,  with  a  notice 
showing  the  property  levied  on. 

Whenever  the  sheriff'  shall,  with  a  warrant  of  attachment  or  execution 
against  the  defendant,  apply  to  such  officer,  debtor,  or  individual,  for  the 
purpose  of  attaching  or  levying  upon  the  property,  the  person  applied 
to  shall  furnish  him  with  a  certificate  under  his  hand,  designating  the 
number  of  rights  or  shares  of  the  defendant  in  the  stock  of  the  corpora- 
tion, with  any  dividend  or  any  incumbrance  thereon,  or  the  amount  and 
description  of  the  property  held  by  the  corporation  for  the  benefit  of  the 
defendant ;  or  any  debt  owing  to  him.  If  the  officer,  debtor,  or  individual 
refuse  to  do  so,  he  may  be  required  by  the  court  or  judge  to  attend  be- 
f.ere  him,  and  be  examined  on  oath  concerning  the  same,  and  obedience 
to  such  orders  may  be  enforced  by  attachment. 

North  •  Carolina. — Upon  an}'  complaint,  made  on  oath  to  any  of 
the  judges  of  the  supreme  or  superior  courts,  or  to  any  justice  of  a 
county  court,  by  any  person,  his  attorney,  or  agent,  that  any  person  in- 
debted to  him  has  removed,  or  is  removing,  out  of  the  county,  privately, 
or  so  absents  or  conceals  himself^  that  the  ordinary  process  cannot  be 
served  on  him,  and  further  swears  to  the  amount  of  his  debt  or  demand 
to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  or  belief,  an  attachment  may  issue  against 
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the  estate  of  the  debtor  wherever  the  same  may  be  found.  An  attach- 
ment may  issue  in  favor  of  a  resident  of  the  state  against  the  estate  of 
a  non-resident. 

Clerics  of  the  county  and  superior  courts  may  issue  attachments  re- 
turnable to  their  courts,  and  may  take  bonds,  and  administer  oaths  in 
such  cases  (Act  of  1850). 

Ohio. — The  constitution  declares  that  no  person  shall  be  imprisoned 
for  debt  in  any  civil  action,  unless  in  cases  of  fraud. 

A  defendant  in  a  civil  action  can  be  arrested  either  before  or  after 
judgment  in  the  following  manner,  and  not  otherwise,  except  in  proceed- 
ings for  contempts,  and  suits  brought  by  the  state  for  fines  and  penal- 
ties. 

An  order  for  the  arrest  of  the  defendant  shall  be  made  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court  in  which  the  action  is  brought,  when  there  is  filed  in  his 
oflBce  an  aflSdavit  of  the  plaintiff,  his  agent,  or  attorney,  made  before  any 
judge  of  any  court  in  the  state,  or  any  clerk  thereof,  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  stating  the  nature  of  the  plaintift''s  claim,  that  it  is  just,  and  the 
amount  thereof  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  establishing  one  or  more  of  the 
following  particulars. 

That  the  defendant  has  removed  or  begun  to  remove  any  of  his  pro- 
perty out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  or  that  he  has  begun  to  con- 
vert any  part  thereof  into  money,  with  intent  to  defraud  creditors; 
that  he  has  property  which  he  fraudulently  conceals ;  that  he  has  dis- 
posed of,  or  is  about  disposing. of,  his  property,  with  intent  to  defraud ; 
that  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred  the  obligation 
sued  upon. 

The  affidavit  must  also  contain  a  statement  of  the  facts  on  which  the 
belief  in  the  existence  of  one  or  more  of  the  above  particulars  is 
based. 

The  order  of  arrest  will  not  be  issued  until  there  has  been  executed  by 
sufficient  sureties  of  the  plaintiff',  a  written  undertaking  to  the  effect  that 
the  plaiutift"  shall  pay  to  the  defendant  all  damages  which  he  may  sus- 
tain by  reason  of  the  arrest,  if  the  order  be  wrongi'ully  obtained,  not  ex- 
ceeding double  the  amount  of  the  claim  stated  in  the  affidavit.  The 
order  may  accompany  the  summons,  or  be  issued  at  any  time  afterwards, 
and  before  judgment  (Stats,  vol.  41,  p.  79). 

An  execution  against  the  person  of  the  debtor,  requiring  the  officer 
to  arrest  such  debtor  and  commit  him  to  the  county  jail  until  he  pay 
the  judgment,  or  is  lawfully  discharged,  may  issue  upon  any  judgment 
for  the  payment  of  money  when  the  judgment  debtor  has  removed  or 
begun  to  remove  any  of  his  property  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court, 
with  intent  to  j)revent  the  collection  of  money  due  on  the  judgment; 
when  he  has  property  which  he  fraudulently  conceals  with 'the  like  in- 
tent ;  when  he  has  disposed  of  any  part  of  his  property  with  a  like  in- 
tent, or  to  prevent  its  being  taken  in  execution ;  when  he  fraudulently 
contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred  the  obligation  on  which  judgment  is 
rendered ;  or  when  he  was  arrested  on  an  order  before  judgment  and 
has  not  been  discharged  as  an  insolvent  debtor,  or  the  order  has  not  been 
Bet  aside. 
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An  execution  against  the  person  of  the  debtor,  except  where  he  is  still 
under  arrest,  or  an  order  issued  before  judgment,  can  be  issued  only 
when  the  same  is  allowed  by  the  supreme  court,  the  court  of  coramoD 
pleas,  or  probate  court,  or  some  judge  of  either,  upon  satisfactory  proof 
of  the  existence  of  one  or  more  of  the  particulars  mentioned  above ; 
wii,h  the  same  conditions  a  justice  of  the  peace  may  issue  an  execution 
(Stats,  vol.  41,  p.  139). 

An  order  of  attachment  will  be  made  by  the  clerk  of  the  court,  when 
there  is  filed  in  his  office  an  affidavit  of  the  plaintiflf,  his  agent,  or  attor- 
ney, showing  the  nature  of  the  plaintiff"'s  claim,  that  it  is  just,  the 
amount  which  the  deponent  believes  the  plaintiff  ought  to  recover,  and 
the  existence  of  some  of  the  grounds  of  attachment  mentioned  above. 
When  the  ground  of  attachment  is,  that  the  defendant  is  a  foreign  cor- 
poration, or  a  non-resident  of  the  state,  the  attachment  may  issue  with- 
out an  undertaking.  In  all  other  cases,  the  plaintiff  must  give  a  bond 
with  sufficient  sureties  approved  of  by  the  clerk,  to  the  defendant,  to  pay 
all  damages  which  may  ensue  from  a  wrongful  attachment,  not  to  exceed 
double  the  amount  of  ihe  plaintiflf's  claim. 

A  creditor  may  bring  an  action  on  his  claim  before  it  is  due,  and  have 
an  attachment  against  the  property  of  his  debtor,  when  he  will  show  by 
affidavit  that,  his  claim  is  just,  that  it  will  become  due  at  a  specified 
time,  and  that  the  defendant  has  disposed  of  his  property,  with  intent 
to  cheat,  hinder,  or  delay  his  creditors,  or  that  he  is  about  to  dispose  of 
or  remove  his  property,  or  a  material  part  thereof,  with  a  like  intent. 
The  order  cannot  be  issued  until  the  plaintiff  give  a  bond  for  the  pay- 
ment of  damages  as  above  described.  The  plaintifl:'  in  such  an  action 
cannot  have  judgment  until  the  claim  be  due  (Stats,  vol.  41,  p.  94). 

Pennsylvania. — Arrest  is  abolished  in  all  cases  of  civil  process,  issu- 
ing in  any  action  for  the  recovery  of  money  due  upoii  judgment  or  de- 
cree founded  upon  contract,  or  due  on  any  contract,  express  or  implied, 
except  in  proceedings  as  for  contempt  to  enforce  civil  remedies,  actions 
for  fines,  or  penalties,  or  on  promises  to  marry,  on  moneys  collected  by 
any  public  officer,  or  for  any  misconduct  or  neglect  in  an  officer,  or  in 
the  practice  of  any  profession,  or  certain  actions  for  both.  In  other  cases, 
as  when  the  debtor  is  about  to  remove  any  part  of  his  property  out  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  in  which  suit  is  brought,  with  intent  to 
defraud  his  creditors,  or  has  disposed,  or  is  about  to  dispose  of  his  pro- 
perty, or  to  secrete  it  with  a  fraudulent  intent,  or  has  rights  in  action,  or 
interest  in  any  public  or  corporate  stock,  or  evidences  of  money  due  him, 
which  he  refuses  to  apply  to  the  payment  of  any  judgment  rendered, 
against  him,  or  when  he  has  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt,  or  incurred 
the  obligation  in  suit,  he  may  be  arrested. 

Property  of  the  defendant  may  be  attached  when  he  is  about  to  remove 
any  of  it  from  the  county  with  intent  to  defraud,  or  has  disposed  of,  or 
secreted  any  part  of  it  with  a  like  intent,  or  is  about  to  do  so.  Property 
may  also  be  attached  if  the  debtor,  being  an  inhabitant  of  the  state,  ab- 
sconds, remains  absent  from  the  state,  confines  himself  in  his  own  house, 
or  conceals  himself  with  design  to  defraud  his  creditors ;  or  being  a 
non-resident,  if  the  debtor  shall  confine,  or  conceal  himself  within  the 
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county,  to  avoid  tlie  seizure  on  process,  and  to  defraud  creditors.  The 
property  of  a  non-resident  may  be  seized  by  virtue  of  a  foreign  attach- 
ment ;  the  remedy,  by  that  process,  according  to  the  custom  of  Lon- 
don, being  now  adopted,  under  some  modifications,  by  statute  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Rhode  Island. — In  this  state  there  is  no  exemption  from  arrest, 
except  in  the  case  of  a  female ;  and  a  female  may  be  arrested  upon  exe- 
cution issuing  under  a  judgment  founded  on  contract,  not  under  seal, 
where  the  debt,  or  damages  recovered,  amount  to  fifty  dollars  or  more ; 
or,  if  the  contract  be  under  seal,  for  any  sum. 

Whenever  a  writ  authorizing  an  arrest  is  delivered  to  a  sheriff,  and  he 
cannot  find  the  defendant,  he  shall  attach  his  goods  and  chattels. 

South  Carolina. — Attachment  may  issue  against  the  property  of 
a  non-resident  debtor,  or  of  a  debtor  who  absconds,  who  is  removing 
from  the  district,  or  who  conceals  himself,  so  that  process  cannet  be 
served  upon  him  (Acts  of  1'744  and  1Y88,  Grimke's  P.  L.  187  and 
315). 

A  debtor  about  to  abscond  before  the  maturity  of  the  debt,  may  be 
held  to  bail  (A.  A.  1839,  p.  62). 

A  debtor  may  be  held  to  bail  in  any  case  where  the  debt  exceeds 
thirty  dollars  and  sixty-two  cents,  upon  afiSdavit  of  the  fact  being  annexed 
to  the  writ  or  process  (Act  of  1767,  Grimke's  P.  L.  273). 

Tennessee. — In  this  state  imprisonment  for  debt'does  not  exist. 

Citizens  of  other  states  may  sue  either  in  the  circuit  court  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  state.  After  judgment  rendered,  execution 
issues  against  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  defendant.  It  may 
be  levied  upon  property,  and  a  bond  taken  by  the  officer,  with  security 
for  the  delivery  of  sufficient  property  to  satisfy  the  judgment  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  the  term  of  court  succeeding  that  in  which  execu- 
tion issued.  If  this  bond  is  forfeited,  a  writ  authorizing  a  sale  issues 
against  the  property  of  the  defendant  and  his  surety,  or  the  officer  pro- 
ceeds to  sell  under  the  original  execution,  and  if  he  fails  to  make  the 
money  by  the  second  term  after  judgment,  he  and  his  sureties  are 
liable. 

Sureties  and  accommodation  endorsers  may  obtain  judgments  on  mo- 
tion, without  notice,  against  their  principals,  or  co-sureties,  for  their  pro- 
portion of  the  debt. 

In  all  cases  where  a  debtor  or  defendant  has  removed,  or  is  about  to 
remove,  himself  or  his  property,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state,  or  is 
concealing  himself  or  his  effects,  any  creditor  may  attach  his  property. 
The  attachment  may  be  issued  by  a  clerk  of  a  circuit  court,  or  by  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  (Acts  of  1843,  c.  29,  and  1846,  c.  108). 

The  property,  debts,  and  other  effects  of  non-resident  debtors,  being 
in  the  state,  or  if  debts,  owing  by  persons  residing  within  the  state,  may 
be  attached  by  any  creditor,  by  bill  in  chancery,  without  first  having  ob- 
tained a  judgment  at  law,  and  be  held  as  security  for  the  payment  of 
the  creditor's  demand.    In  all  cases  of  attachment  the  usual  affidavit  of 
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the  amount  due,  and  of  the  knowledge  or  belief  of  the  creditor  that  the 
defendant  is  about  to  do,  or  has  done  some  act  rendering  his  goods  liable 
to  attachment,  must  be  filed,  and  a  bond,  given  conditioned  for  the  pay- 
ment to  the  defendant  for  any  damages  he  may  incur  by  reason  of  a 
wrongful  prosecution  of  the  action. 

Sureties  and  creditors,  after  obtaining  judgment,  can  recover  from 
any  person  who  may  have  received  usurious  interest  from  their  principal 
or  debtor,  the  amount  so  received  above  legal  interest ;  and  this  excess, 
in  all  cases,  constitutes  a  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  usurer  for  the  satisfac- 
Hon  of  bond  fide  creditors  and  securities  (Acts  of  1844,  c.  182). 

Texas. — The  constitution  providt^s  that  no  person  shall  ever  be  im- 
prisoned for  debt. 

When  a  sheriff  returns  upon  a  summons  that  the  defendant  is  not  to 
be  found  in  the  county,  the  plaintiff  may  sue  out  a  judicial  writ  of 
attachment  against  the  property  of  the  defendant ;  this  attachment  is 
discharged  by  the  appearance  of  the  defendant.  The  judges  and  clerks 
of  the  district  courts,  or  justices  of  the- peace,  may  issue  original  attach- 
ments, if  the  plaintiff,  or  his  agent  or  attorney,  make  aflSdavit  that  the 
defendant  is  justly  indebted  to  him,  stating  the  amount  of  the  debt; 
also,  that  the  defendant  is  not  a  resident  of  the  state,  or  is  about  to 
remove,  or  secretes  himself,  or  is  about  to  remove  his  property  from  tbe 
state ;  and  that  thereby  the  plaintiff  will  probably  lose  his  debt,  and  that 
the  attachment  is  not  sued  out  for  the  purpose  of  injuring  the  de- 
fendant. 

A  bond  must  at  the  same  time  be  given,  with  sureties,  payable  to  the 
defendant,  in  double  the  amount  sworn  to  be  due,  conditioned  that  the 
plaintiff  will  prosecute  his  suit  to  effect,  and  pay  such  damages  as  shall 
be  adjudged  againt  him,  for  wrongfully  sueing  out  such  attachment 
(Hartley's  Dig.  Acts  22,  et  seq.). 

Vermont. — No  female  can  be  arrested  or  imprisoned  on  any  process 
founded  upon  contract. 

No  person,  a  resident  citizen  of  any  of  the  United  States,  can  be 
arrested  or  imprisoned  on  any  process  issuing  in  an  action  founded  upon 
contract,  unless  the  plaintiff,  his  agent,  or  attorney,  shall  file,  with  the 
authority  issuing  the  w^rit,  an  aflBdavit,  stating  that  he  has  good  reason  to 
believe,  and  does  believe,  that  the  defendant  is  about  to  abscond,  or 
remove  from  the  state,  and  that  he  has  secreted  about  his  person,  or  else- 
where, money,  or  other  property,  to  the  amount  exceeding  twenty  dollars, 
or  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  demand  upon  which  he  is  to  be  arrested. 

Writs  of  attachment  may  issue  against  the  goods,  chattels,  or  estate 
of  the  defendant,  and  for  want  thereof,  against  his  body  (Compiled  Stats., 
C.31). 

Virginia. — Imprisonment  for  debt  does  not  exist. 

When  any  suit  is  instituted  for  debt  or  damages  for  breach  of  contract, 
on  aflSdavit  stating  the  amount  and  justice  of  the  claim,  that  the  defend- 
ant, or  one  defendant,  is  a  non-resident,  and  that  the  aflBant  believes  he 
has  estate,  or  debts  due  him,  within  the  county  or  corporation  in  which 
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the  suit  is,  or  that  he  is  sued  with  a  defendant  residing  therein,  the  plain- 
tiff may  thereupon  sue  out  of  the  clerk's  office  an  attachment  against  the 
estate  of  the  non-resident  defendant  for  the  amount  stated.  (Va.  Code, 
601,  716.) 

Wisconsin. — No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt  arising  out  of  a 
contract. 

An  attachmen-t  may  issue  against  the  property  of  a  debtor  when  the 
plaintiff,  or  some  one  in  his  behalf,  shall  make  an  affidavit  stating  that 
the  defendant  is  indebted  to  the  plaintiff  the  amount  of  the  debt,  above 
offsets,  and  that  the  same  is  due  on  contract,  judgment,  or  decree,  and 
stating  that  the  deponent  knows,  or  has  good  reason  to  believe,  either 
that  the  defendant  has  absconded,  or  is  about  to  abscond  from  the  state, 
or  that  he  is  concealed  therein  to  the  injury  of  his  creditors,  or  that  the 
defendant  has  disposed  of  or  concealed,  or  is  about  to  dispose  of  or  con- 
ceal some  of  his  property,  with  intent  to  defraud,  or  that  the  defendant 
has  removed,  or  is  about  to  remove  some  of  his  property  from  the  state 
with  a  like  intent ;  or  that  he  fraudulently  contracted  the  debt ;  or  that 
he  is  a  non-resident,  or  that  the  defendant  is  a  foreign  corporation.  The 
above  applies  to  attachments  issuing  from  the  county  and  circuit  courts, 
where  the  amount  claimed  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars  over  and  above 
offsets.  In  justices'  courts,  under  similar  circumstances,  an  attachment 
may  issue  when  the  amount  due,  as  stated  in  the  affidavit,  above  offsets, 
exceeds  five  dollars,  and  the  defendant  resides  in  another  county,  and 
above  one  hundred  miles  from  the  residence  of  the  justice. 


HOUSEHOLD  AND  HOMESTEAD  EXEMPTION  LAWS  OF 
THE  DIFFERENT  STATES. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  property  exempt  from  execution 
under  the  laws  of  the  different  states  : 

Alabama. — The  following  articles  are  exempt  from  execution  :  two 
bedsteads,  beds,  and  furniture;  three  cows  and  calves;  one  work 
horse,  mule,  or  pair  of  oxen;  twenty  hogs;  twenty  sheep;  five  hun- 
dred weight  of  meat;  one  hundred  bushels  of  corn;  all  meal  at  any 
time  on  hand;  two  plows;  two  sets  of  plow  gears;  one  table; 
one  pot;  one  oven;  two  water  vessels;  one  dozen  cups  and  saucers; 
one  set  of  knives  and  forks ;  one  dozen  plates ;  one  coffee  pot ;  two 
dishes;  two  pairs  of  cotton  cords  ;  two  spinning-wheels ;  one  churn; 
three  chairs;  two  axes  and  two  hoes  ;  one  horse  or  ox  cart;  one  gun ; 
all  books  and  family  portraits,  and  all  tools  or  implements  of  trade. 
The  rent  due  the  landlord,  not  exceeding  one  year,  must  be  tendered 
to  him  before  the  goods  and  chattels  lying  on  the  household  property 
can  be  taken. 

Homestead. — Forty  acres  of  land,  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars 
in  value,  are  exempt,  provided  that  they  are  not  within  the  coYporate 
limits  of  any  town  or  city. 

Arkansas. — ^The  articles  belonging  to  any  one  not  the  head  of  a 
family,  which  are  exempt  from  execution  are — wearing  apparel,  except 
watches,  and  the  necessary  tools  and  implements  of  a  mechanic  while 
carrying  on  his  trade.  Those  belonging  to  a  married  man,  with  a 
family,  which  are  exempt  are — one  horse,  mule,  or  yoke  of  oxen ;  one 
cow  and  calf;  one  plow,  one  axe,  one  hoe,  and  one  set  of  plow 
gears,  if  the  debtor  i  farmer;  spinning-wheels  and  cards;  one  loom 
and  apparatus  necessary  for  manufacturing  cloth  in  a  private  family, 
spun  yarn,  thread,  and  cloth  manufactured  for  family  use;  hemp,  flax, 
cotton  and  wool  not  exceeding  twenty-five  pounds;  all  wearing  appa- 
rel of  the  femily  ;  two  beds  with  bedding;  also  any  other  household 
and  kitchen  furniture,  necessary  for  the  family,  agreeably  to  an  inven- 
tory of  it,  to  be  returned  on  oath  by  the  officer  with  the  execution. 
Also  there  is  exempt  the  necessary  tools  and  implements  of  a  me- 
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chanic  carrying   on   his   trade;    all   military  equipments  required  by 
law;  and  such  provisions  as  are  on  hand  for  family  use. 

California. — Homestead. — A  quantity  of  land,  with  dwelling-house 
and  its  appurtenances,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  to 
be  selected  by  the  owner,  is  exempt  from  execution  for  any  debt  con- 
tracted after  July  1.  1851,  or  at  any  time  out  of  the  state.  This 
exemption,  however,  does  not  extend  to  mechanics'  or  vendors'  lien,  or 
any  lawfully  obtained  mortgage,  nor  to  liability  for  taxes.  But  no 
mortgage  sale  or  alienation  by  a  married  man  is  valid  without  the  sig- 
nature of  the  wife,  acknowledged  by  her  apart  from  her  husband,  ex- 
cept it  be  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money. 

If  the  plaintiff  require,  appraisers  may  be  appointed  to  value  the 
homestead.  If  the  lot  is  two  thousand  five  hundred  square  yards,  or 
less,  and  with  improvements  is  valued  at  more  than  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, either  the  excess  or  the  whole  may  be  sold;  in  the  latter  case  no 
bid  can  be  received  for  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  and  the  amount 
exempt  must  be  paid  to  the  defendant.  If  the  lot  exceed  two  thousand 
five  hundred  square  yards,  and  five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  the  ap- 
praisers must  set  off  land,  including  the  dwelling-house,  to  the  value 
of  five  thousand  dollars.  The  defendant  may  also  designate  such  per- 
sonal property  as  is  exempt  by  law.  Upon  the  death  of  the  head  of 
the  fiimily,  the  same  benefits  accrue  to  his  wife  and  children. 

Connecticut. — The  following  articles  are  exempt :  wearing  apparel, 
bedding,  and  necessary  household  furniture;  arms  and  military  equip- 
ments; implements  of  the  debtor's  trade;  one  cow,  ten  sheep,  two 
swine,  and  the  pork  produced  from  two  swine,  or  two  swine  and  two 
hundred  pounds  of  pork  ;  twenty-five  bushels  charcoal  ;  other  coal  two 
tons;  wheat  flour,  two  hundred  pounds;  wood,  two  cords;  hay,  two 
tons;  beef,  two  hundred  pounds;  fish,  two  hundred  pounds;  potatoes 
and  turnips,  five  bushels  each  ;  Indian  corn  or  rye,  ten  bushels  each, 
and  the.  meal  or  flour  manufactured  therefrom  ;  wool  or  flax,  twenty 
pounds  each,  or  the  yarn  or  cloth  made  therefrom  ;  one  stove  and  its 
pipe,  the  property  of  a  man  with  a  fiimily  ;  the  horse,  saddle  and  bridle, 
to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  of  any  practicing  physician  or  sur- 
geon ;  any  part  of  a  burying-ground  designated  as  the  burial-place  of 
any  particular  person  or  family  ;  and  one  pew  ordinarily  occupied  by 
the  debtor's  family. 

Delaware. — The  following  goods,  the  property  of  white  citizens, 
are  exempt  from  attachment  or  execution.  The  necessary  wearing  ap- 
parel of  the  debtor,  his  wife  and  children  ;  bed  and  bedding  for  every 
two  persons  in  the  family  ;  one  iron  stove  used  for  warming  the  dwel- 
ling ;  fuel  for  family  use  to  the  amount  of  five  dollars  ;  bibles  and 
school-books  used  in  the  family  ;  one  cow,  one  swine,  and  one  ton  of 
hay  ;  the  library,  tools,  and  implements  of  the  debtor  necessary  for 
carrying  on  his  profession  or  trade,  to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars  ;  other 
necessary  household  furniture,  to  the  value  of  twenty-five  dollars ; 
rights  of  burial  and  tombs  in  use.     It  is  provided,  however,  that  all 
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the  articles  exempted  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  in  value, 
and  that  if,  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  process,  the  debtor  is 
not  in  possession  of  all  or  any  of  the  specified  articles,  other  property 
to  that  value  shall  be  exempt,  except  in  case  of  taxes  due  in  any  coun- 
ty or  in  the  city  of  Wilmington.  These  exemptions  do  not  affect  a 
debt  or  contract  incurred  or  formed  prior  to  July  4th,  1851,  or  a  judg- 
ment recovered  in  trespass,  or  an  execution  issued  in  Kent  county. 
(Rev.  Code,  ch.  m.,  §  2.) 

Florida. — Necessary  wearing  apparel,  bedding  and  kitchen  furniture 
are  exempt.  The  following  articles  are  also  exempt,  except  for  viola- 
tion of  the  criminal  law  :  The  horse,  saddle,  vehicle,  and  harness,  to  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  of  every  clergyman  ;  the  horse,  saddle, 
bridle,  medicine,  professional  books,  and  instruments  of  every  surgeon, 
midwife,  or  physician  ;  tools  necessary  in  the  debtor's  trade  or  pro- 
fession;  the  horse  and  gun,  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  belong- 
ing to  any  farmer  actually  cultivating  five  or  more  acres  of  land  within 
the  state  ;  the  boat  and  gun  of  every  fisherman,  pilot,  or  resident  upon 
any  island  or  coast  of  the  state  ;  and  the  boat  and  flat  of  any  ferry- 
man are  also  e.xempt  to  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars.  [Thomps. 
Big.,  pp.  356.)  Every  actual  housekeeper  with  a  family  may  claim  as 
exempt  such  portion  of  his  property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  sup- 
port of  himself  and  family  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  waiv- 
ing all  right  to  all  other  exceptions;  provided,  however,  that  the 
defendant  is  not  a  non-resident,  nor  about  removing  from  the  state,  nor 
removing  his  property,  nor  fraudulently  disposing  of  the  same  to  avoid 
the  payment  of  his  debts.  And  the  defendant  must  make  and  sign  a 
fair  and  full  statement  of  all  his  property,  verified  by  affidavit,  which 
must  Sccompany  the  return  of  the  process. 

Homestead. — A  farmer  owning  forty  acres  of  land,  of  which  he  cul- 
tivates ten,  can  hold  the  same  exempt,  except  for  violation  of  the  crimi- 
nal law,  or  for  fines  or  taxes,  provided  the  property  does  not  exceed 
two  hundred  dollars  in  value.  Every  owner  of  a  dwelling  house  in  a 
city,  town,  or  village,  provided  he  actually  reside  in  the  house,  and  th-t 
it  does  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  in  value,  may  hold  it  free  fr'n 
execution,  attachment,  or  distress,  except  for  violation  of  the  criirinal 
law,  or  for  fines  or  taxes.     {Pa?np.  Acts,  1851  and  1852.) 

Georgia. — The  following-named  articles  are  exempt  from  e'ecution. 
The  equipments  of  military  men,  and  the  horses  and  wearirg  apparel 
of  troopers  ;  two  beds  and  bedding;  a  spinning-wheel  ar^'  two  pairs 
of  cards;  a  loom  ;  common  tools  of  the  debtor's  trade;  odinary  cook- 
ing utensils;  thirty  dollars  worth  of  provisions,  and  th-  family  bible  ; 
a  cow  and  a  calf;  one  horse  or  mule  to  the  value  of  f^tj  dollars  ;  and 
ten  swine.  The  same  privileges  are  extended  to  wid-'ws  and  their  fam- 
ilies  during  the  widowhood. 

Homestead. — Every  white  citizen  of  the  state,  Jeing  the  head  of  the 
family,  may  own  fifty  acres  of  land,  exempt,  eyjept  from  execution  for 
the  purchase  money  of  the  land,  for  the  pay^ient  of  which^the  land 
fhall  be  bound.     But  the  land  thus  exempt  ^lust  include  the  dwelling- 
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house  and  improvements  of  the  original  tract,  the  value  of  the  whole 
not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars. 

Illinois. — Wearing  apparel  necessary  for  use  is  exempt,  as  also 
the  fullowing  articles  when  owned  by  the  head  of  the  family  :  neces- 
sary beds  and  bedding;  cooking  utensils;  household  furniture  to  the 
value  of  Hfteen  dollars  ;  one  pair  of  cards  ;  two  spinning-wheels ;  one 
weaving  loom  and  appendages;  one  stove  and  its  pipe,  put  up  for  use 
in  his  dwelling;  one  milch  cow  and  calf;  two  sheep,  and  the  fleeces 
taken  from  them,  or  the  fleeces  of  two  sheep  for  each  member  of  the 
family,  provided  they  have  not  been  purchased  by  any  debtor  owning 
sheep,  together  with  the  yarn  and  cloth  that  may  be  manufactured  from 
the  fleeces  ;  and  sixty  dollars'  worth  of  property  suited  to  the  condition 
of,  and  to  be  selected  by,  the  debtor;  three  months'  provision  and  fuel 
for  the  family,  and  necessary  food  for  stock  exempted  from  execution 
i^Rev.  Stat.,  p.  306)  ;  any  lot  not  exceeding  ten  acres,  appropriated  for, 
and  used  as,  a  burying-ground,  and  recorded  as  such  in  the  recorder's 
ofiice  of  the  county,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  ;  and  when  sold  in 
lots  for  burying  the  dead,  the  lots  shall  be  exempt  from  execution  or 
attachment,  provided  that  no  person  shall  hold  more  than  one-eighth  of 
an  acre  so  exempt.     [Rev.  Stat.,  p.  572.) 

Upon  the  death  or  desertion  of  the  head  of  the  family,  the  family 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  like  exemption. 

Homestead. — The  lot  of 'land  and  the  buildings  attached,  to  the  value 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  owned  and  occupied  as  a  residence  by  a  house- 
holder having  a  family,  are  exempt  from  forced  sale  for  contracts  made 
after  July  4th,  1851.  Upon  the  death  of  the  householder,  the  exemp- 
tion continues  for  the  benefit  of  his  family  until  the  youngest  child  be- 
comes of  age,  and  until  the  widow  dies.  No  release  of  the  exen^ption 
is  valid  unless  in  writing,  subscribed  by  the  householder,  and  acknow- 
ledged as  is  a  conveyance  of  real  estate.  This  exemption,  however, 
does  not  prevent  the  sale  of  land  for  taxes  or  debts  incurred  for  the 
>?urchase  or  improvement  of  the  land,  or  incurred  prior  to  the  record- 
ing of  notice  of  exemption. 

\  the  creditor  or  officer  holding  the  execution  think  the  property 
claiWd  is  worth  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  the  officer  shall  sum- 
Tnon  xix  qualified  jurors  of  his  county  to  appraise  the  premises  upon 
oath.  '^^  in  their  opinion,  the  property  can  be  divided  without  injury 
to  the  hterests  of  the  parties,  they  may  set  off"  laud,  including  the 
house,  to\Jie  value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the  residue  shall  be 
sold  by  thd\^fficer.  But  if  otherwise,  they  shall  make  and  sign  an  ap- 
praisal of  thV  property,  and  deliver  it  to  the  officer,  who  shall  give  a 
copy  of  it  to  %Q  execution  debtor,  or  to  some  one  of  the  family  of 
suitable  age  to  Merstand  its  nature,  with  a  notice  attached,  that  unless 
the  debtor  pays  t\  the  ofliicer  the  excess  over  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
the  amount  of  the Wecution  within  sixty  days,  the  premises  will  be 
sold.  If  he  fails  toN^o  so,  the  officer  may  sell  the  premises,  paying 
from  the  proceeds  oneN;housand  dollars  to  the  execution  debtor,  which 
shall  be  exempt  from  Cipcution  for  one  year  thereafter,  and  applying 
the  balance  on  the  execu«/)n.     But  no  sale  can  be  made  unless  over 
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one  thousand  dollars  are  offered  ;  otherwise  the  officer  may  return  the 
execution  unsatisfied. 

Indiana. — Property,  real  or  personal,  to  the  value  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  owned  by  any  resident  householder,  is  exempt  from  execution 
for  debt  incurred  since  July  4th,  1852.  mechanics',  laborers',  and  vendors' 
liens  excepted.  The  articles  for  exemption  may  be  selected  by  the 
debtor  from  his  general  effects.  Their  value  is  ascertained  by  apprais- 
ers, one  chosen  by  the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney,  one  by  the  debtor,  and 
a  third,  if  necessary,  by  these  two.  In  case  either  party  fails  to  select 
an  appraiser,  one  is  chosen  by  the  officer.  The  appraisers  shall  make 
a  schedule  of  the  property  selected  by  the  debtor,  which,  verified  by 
affidavit,  must  form  part  of  the  return.  If  the  debtor  select  real  and 
personal  property  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  in  value,  he  may 
pay  the  excess  within  sixty  davs.  If  he  fails  to  do  so,  the  real  property 
is  sold,  and  so  much  of  the  proceeds  paid  to  the  debtor  as,  with  the  value 
of  the  personal  property  selected  by  him,  amounts  to  three  hundred 
dollars.  Whenever  real  property  selected  for  exemption  is  susceptible 
of  division  without  material  injury,  it  is  to  be  so  divided  as  to  exempt 
the  principal  dwelling-house  of  the  debtor. 

lowA. — All  wearing  apparel  kept  for  actual  use,  and  suitable  to  the 
condition  of  the  defendant,  with  the  trunks  or  other  receptacles  in  which 
it  is  contained,  even  though  the  debtor  is  a  non-resident ;  one  musket 
or  rifle;  the  tools,  instruments,  and  books  used  in  the  practice  of  any 
business  or  profession  ;  the  horse,  harness,  and  wagon  used  by  a  physi- 
cian, clergyman,  or  public  officer,  or  by  the  use  of  which  a  farmer  or 
lalwrer  gains  a  subsistence ;  all  libraries,  family  bibles,  portraits,  and 
paintings  ;  a  pew  occupied  by  the  debtor  or  his  family  in  any  house  of 
public  worship ;  and  an  interest  in  a  public  or  private  burying-ground, 
not  to  exceed  one  acre  for  any  one  defendant. 

If  the  debtor  be  the  head  of  a  family,  there  is  a  further  exemption 
of  one  cow  and  calf,  one  horse,  unless  exempted  as  above,  fifty  sheep 
and  the  wool  therefrom  ;  five  hogs,  and  all  pigs  less  than  six  months 
old ;  the  food  necessary  for  the  subsistence  of  the  animals  exempt  for 
sixty  days ;  flax  raised  by  the  defendant,  and  the  manufactures  there- 
from ;  all  cloth  manufactured  by  the  defendant  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred yards;  household  and  kitchen  furniture  to  the  value  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  ;  all  spinning-wheels  and  looms  and  other  instruments  of 
domestic  labor  kept  for  actual  use;  a  bedstead  and  bedding  for  every 
two  in  the  family,  and  the  necessary  provisions  and  fuel  for  the  use  of 
the  family  fur  six  months. 

_  The  earnings  of  the  debtor  by  his  own  personal  services  or  those  of 
his  family,  at  any  time  within  ninety  days  next  preceding  the  levy, 
are  also  exempt. 

Homestead. — The  homestead  of  every  family  is  exempt  from  judicial 
sale,  except  for  a  mechanic's  lien,  or  for  debt  contracted  prior  to  the 
purchase  of  the  homestead,  or  to  July  4th,  1849,  or  for  debt  created 
by  written  contract,  signed  by  parties  having  full  power  to  qonvey  the 
homestead,  in  which  it  is  expressly  stipulated  that  the  homestead  shall 
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be  liable  for  such  debt.  In  no  case  excepting  a  mechanic's  lien  can  g 
homestead  be  sold  until  all  other  property  of  the  defendant  is  exhausted. 
A  widow  or  widower,  though  without  children,  shall  be  deemed  the 
head  of  the  family  while  continuing  to  dwell  in  the  house  used  as  a 
homestead  previous  to  the  death  of  the  husband  or  wife.  If  the  owner 
is  married,  a  conveyance  of  the  homestead  is  invalid  unless  husband 
and  wife  join  in  the  deed.  If  within  a  town,  the  homestead  must  not 
exceed  half  an  acre  in  extent;  if  not,  it  is  limited  to  forty  acres  ;  but 
in  either  case,  if  its  value  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  it  may  be 
enlarged  until  its  value  reaches  that  limit. 

The  homestead  must  embrace  only  one  dwelling-house  used  as  such 
by  the  owner,  and  the  buildings  properly  appurtenant.  It  may  also 
embrace  the  owner's  workshop.  When  the  debtor  does  not  choose 
his  homestead,  his  wife  may  do  so  for  him.  and  if  neither,  then  the 
sheriff. 

Kentucky. — The  following  are  exempt :  One  working  beast,  or  yoke 
of  oxen  ;  one  work-horse  ;  one  plow  with  its  gear  ;  one  axe,  one  hoe ; 
two  cows  and  calves ;  two  bedsteads,  beds,  and  bedding  ;  wearing  ap- 
parel ;  one  loom,  spinning-wheels  and  cards ;  all  the  spun  yarn,  cloth, 
and  carpeting  manufactured  by  the  family,  and  necessary  for  its  use; 
one  pot,  oven,  coffee-pot,  tea-pot,  table  knives  and  forks,  cups  and  sau- 
cers, plates,  and  chairs,  six  each,  the  chairs  not  to  exceed  eight  dollars 
in  value ;  cooking-stove,  and  other  cooking  utensils,  to  the  value  in  all 
of  twenty-five  dollars;  ten  sheep;  provisions  sufficient  for  the  support 
of  the  fa'mily  for  one  year  ;  one  saddle  and  bridle,  with  their  appen 
dages,  and  the  family  bible. 

A  defendant  may  surrender  any  of  the  articles  specifically  exempted, 
and  retain  others  of  equal  value  ;  the  value  to  be  determined  by  two 
disinterested  householders  selected  by  the  ofiicer.     {Code  of  1852.) 

Louisiana. — The  clothes,  bed,  and  bedding  of  the  debtor  and  his 
family  ;  his  arms  and  accouterments,  and  the  necessary  implements  of 
his  trade,  are  exempt.  Nor  can  the  sheriff  seize  the  agricultural  tools 
and  working  cattle  apart  from  the  land  to  which  they  are  attached  ;  nor 
the  rights  of  personal  servitude,  of  use  and  habitation  ;  of  usufruct  to 
the  estate  of  a  minor,  the  income  of  dotal  property.  Household  fur- 
niture to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  necessary  for 
housekeeping,  and  owned  by  any  one  being  ai  housekeeper,  or  having  a 
family  for  which  he  or  she  provides;  the  family  library,  portraits,  and 
pictures  ;  the  working  tools,  instruments,  and  apparatus  necessary  to 
the  exercise  of  the  debtor's  trade  or  profession,  are  exempt,  except  from 
execution  on  a  demand  for  the  purchase  money  ;  wages  and  compen- 
sation due  for  services  earned  within  thirty-one  days  preceding  the  is- 
suing of  any  seizure,  attachment,  or  garnishment  against  a  debtor,  to 
any  amount  sufficient  for  the  necessary  support  of  any  person  having 
a  family  for  which  he  provides,  are  exempt,  except  on  an  execution  for 
alimony  furnished  to  the  debtor  or  his  family,  or  for  rent  of  the  prem- 
isses occupied  by  them  at  the  time. 

Homestead. — The  lot  and  building  thereon  to  the  value  of  onethous- 
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and  dollars,  and  occupied  as  a  residence,  and  bona  fide  owned  by  a 
debtor  having  a  family,  is  exempt,  except  from  sale  for  taxes  or  for 
the  purchase  money,  or  for  debt  contracted  prior  to  the  recording  of 
the  exemption.  But  no  debtor  is  entitled  to  this  exemption  whose 
wife  owns  in  her  own  right,  and  is  in  the  actual  enjoyment  of,  property 
exceeding  $1,000  in  value. 

Maine. — There  is  exempt  the  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  his 
family;  one  bedstead,  bed,  and  necessary  bedding  for  every  two  per- 
sons in  the  fomily,  and  other  household  furniture  to  the  value  of  fifty 
dollars  ;  the  tools  of  any  debtor  necessary  for  his  trade  or  occupation  ; 
bibles  and  school-bool<s  in  actual  use  in  the  family,  and  one  copy  of 
the  state  statutes  ;  stoves  used  exclusively  for  w-arrning  buildings  ;  one 
cow  and  one  heifer  till  she  becomes  three  years  old  ;  two  swine,  one  of 
vrhich  shall  not  weigh  more  than  one  hundred  pounds  [Rev.  Stat.,  ch. 
114,  §  38);  (and  when  the  debtor  owns  a  cow  and  a  heifer  more  than 
three  years  old,  or  two  swine,  each  weighing  more  than  one  hundred 
pounds,  he  may  elect  the  cow  or  the  heifer,  or  either  of  the  swine,  to 
be  exempted) ;  ten  sheep  and  the  wool  from  them  ;  thirty  hundred  weight 
of  hay  for  the  cow,  and  two  tons  for  the  sheep,  and  a  sufficient  quanti- 
ty fur  the  heifer,  proportioned  to  its  age  ;  the  produce  of  farms  while 
standing  and  growing  and  until  harvested,  and  sufficient  corn  and  grain 
for  the  sustenance  of  the  debtor  and  his  fomily,  not  exceeding  thirty 
bushels  ;  one  pew  in  any  meeting-house  where  he  and  his  family  sta- 
tedly worship;  all  potatoes  raised  or  purchased  for  the  consumption  of 
himself  and  family ;  fire-wood,  not  exceeding  twelve  cords,  conveyed 
to  his;  house  for  his  use  ;  one  boat,  not  exceeding  two  tons'  burden,  be- 
ing owned  wholly  by  an  inhabitant  of  the  state,  and  usually  employed 
in  the  fishing  business  ;  one  cart,  to  the  value  of  twenty-five  dollars  ; 
one  harrow,  five  dollars  ;  one  plow,  ten  dollars ;  one  cooking-stove, 
thirty-five  dollars  ;  anthracite  coal,  five  tons  ;  bituminous  coal,  fifty 
bushels  ;  and  all  charcoal  on  hand  ;  one  pair  of  bulls,  steers,  or  oxen, 
together  with  hay  enough  to  keep  them  through  the  winter  ;  one  ox- 
yoke,  with  bows,  ring,  and  staple,  to  the  value  of  three  dollars  ;  two 
chairs,  three  dollars  each;  one  ox-shed,  ten  dollars  [Act  of  1847,  ch. 
32,  §  1  and  2)  ;  one  or  two  horses  instead  of  oxen,  to  the  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars  {Act  of  1849,  ch.  133)  ;  one  barrel  of  flour,  and  ten 
dollars'  worth  of  lumber,  wood,  or  bark  [Rev.  Stat.,  ch.  23,  §  7)  ;  also, 
a  lot  of  land  not  exceeding  half  an  acre,  used  solely  as  a  burying- 
ground,  an  authenticated  description  of  which  must  be  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  registry  of  deeds,  for  the  county  where  the  land  is  situated. 

Homestead. — The  head  of  any  family,  or  any  householder  wishing  to 
exempt  his  homestead,  consisting  of  a  lot  of  land  with  dwelling-house 
and  out-buildings  thereon,  may  file  a  certificate  signed  by  himself  which 
shall  declare  his  wish  and  desciibe  his  homestead,  with  the  register  of 
deeds  for  the  county  wherein  his  homestead  lies ;  and  so  much  of  the 
property  as  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  in  value  shall  be  for- 
ever exempt  from  liability  for  any  debt  contracted  after  recording  of 
the  certificate.  The  widow  and  minor  children  of  any  person  deceased 
who  held  property  thus  exempt,  may  continue  to  hold  the  premises 
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exempt  during  the  minority  of  the  children,  or  while  the  widow  remains 
unmarried. 

When  such  exempt  property  is  claimed  by  a  creditor  to  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  in  value,  it  may  be  seized  on  execution,  and  appraisers 
sworn  to  set  off  part  of  the  property  at  the  debtor's  selection,  or  in 
default  thereof,  at  the  officer's,  to  the  value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
the  remainder  will  be  applied  Lo  satisfy  the  execution  according  to  the 
valuation  of  the  appraisers. 

Maryland. — Real  estate  acquired  by  marriage  is  not  liable  to  exe- 
cution, during  the  life  of  the  wife,  for  the  debts  of  the  husband.  (Re- 
garding the  property  of  the  wife,  see  Acts  of  1842,  ch.  293  ;  1853,  ch. 
245.)  Wages  of  any  laborer  or  othej-  employe  in  the  hands  of  the 
employer  are  exempt  from  attachment  to  the  amount  of  ten  dollars. 
[Act  o/'1852,  ch.  340,  attachtneiU.)  Slaves  of  the  wife  (acquired  either 
before  or  after  marriage),  and  her  earnings,  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  may  be  held  for  her  own  use,  and  exempted  from  liability  for 
the  debts  of  the  husband  ;  corn  for  necessary  maintenance  ;  bedding, 
gun,  axe,  pot,  and  laborer's  necessary  tools,  and  such  household  imple- 
ments, ammunition,  etc.,  requisite  for  subsistence,  are  also  exempt. 
{Acts  of  1715,  ch.  40,  §  5  ;   1813,  ch.  135,  etc.) 

Massachusetts. — The  following  articles  are  exempt  from  execution  : 
the  necessary  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  his  family  ;  one  bed- 
stead, bed,  and  the  necessary  bedding  for  every  two  persons  in  the 
family;  one  iron  stove  in  use  in  the  dwelling-house,  and  fuel  to  the 
value  of  ten  dollars,  designed  for  the  use  of  the  family  ;  other  neces- 
sary household  furniture  to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars  ;  the  bibles  and 
school-books  used  in  the  family  ;  one  cow,  six  sheep,  not  exceeding 
thirty  dollars  in  value  ;  one  swine,  and  two  tons  of  hay  ;  the  tools  and 
implements  of  the  debtor  necessary  for  carrying  on  his  trade  or  busi- 
ness, and  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  in  value  ;  the  uniform,  arms,  and 
accouterments  required  by  law,  belonging  to  a  member  of  the  militia; 
ammunition  and  provisions  intended  for  the  use  of  the  femily,  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  in  value,  and  rights  of  burial  and  tombs  while  in 
use  as  repositories  of  the  dead. 

Homestead. — There  are  also  exempt  from  execution  the  lot  and 
buildings  thereon  occupied  as  a  residence  and  owned  by  the  debtor,  or 
the  buildings  so  occupied  and  owned  situated  on  land  in  the  rightful 
possession  of  the  debtor,  by  lease  or  otherwise.  But  the  debtor  must 
be  a  householder  and  have  a  family,  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  this  ex- 
emption, and  property  is  only  exempt  to  the  value  of  $500.  Such 
exemption  can  only  be  released  by  a  deed  for  good  consideration,  ac- 
knowledged and  recorded  as  in  the  case  of  conveyances  of  real  estate. 
The  exemption  will  continue  after  the  death  of  the  householder  for  the 
benefit  of  the  widow  and  children,  if  some  of  them  continue  to  occupy 
it,  until  the  youngest  child  is  twenty-one,  and  until  the  death  of  the 
widow.  To  entitle  property  to  such  exemption,  the  owner  must  have 
set  forth  his  intention  to  hold  the  same  as  a  homestead  in  his  deed  of 
purchase,  or  must  declare  his  intention  in  writing,  and  have  it  recorded, 
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duly  sealed  and  acknowledged,  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in  the  county 
wherein  the  land  lies.  Such  property,  however,  is  not  exempt  from 
levy  for  taxes,  or  for  a  debt  contracted  for  the  purchase,  or  for  the 
ground-rent  of  the  lot  whereon  the  buildings  are  situated,  or  for  any 
debt  contracted  previously  to  the  recording  of  the  intention  to  hold  the 
property  as  a  homestead.  Nor  does  such  exemption  effect  any  mort- 
gage or  other  lien  on  the  property.  No  conveyance  of  exempt  prop- 
erty by  a  married  man  is  valid  unless  the  wife  joins  in  the  conveyance. 
If  a  judgment  creditor  requires  an  execution  to  be  levied  on  property 
which  the  debtor  claims  as  exempt,  and  the  officer  thinks  that  the  prop- 
erty exceeds  five  hundred  dollars  in  value,  then  appraisers  are  to  be 
appointed,  as  in  case  of  the  levy  of  executions  on  real  estate.  If,  in 
their  judgment,  the  premises  exceed  in  value  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
can  be  divided  without  injury,  they  shall  set  off  to  the  judgment  debtor 
as  much  of  the  premises,  including  the  house,  as  appear  to  them  to  be 
of  the  value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  remainder  of  the  property 
shall  be  dealt  with  as  other  real  property  not  exempt  from  execution. 
But  if  they  think  it  can  not  be  conveniently  divided,  they  shall  make 
and  deliver  to  the  officer  their  appraisal,  and  the  sheriff  or  his  deputy 
shall  deliver  a  copy  to  the  judgment  debtor  or  to  the  lawful  occupant 
of  the  homestead.  If  the  judgment  debtor  does  not  then,  within  sixty 
days,  pay  on  the  execution  the  excess  of  the  value  of  the  premises 
above  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  the  creditor  may  require  the 
premises  to  be  sold  by  the  sheriff,  and  from  the  proceeds  the  officer 
must  pay  to  the  debtor  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollais,  to  be  exempt 
from  execution  for  one  year  thereafter,  and  apply  the  balance  upon  the 
execution.  But  the  premises  shall  not  be  sold  unless  more  than  five 
flundred  dollars  are  bid.  If  so  large  a  bid  can  not  be  obtained,  the 
execution  may  be  returned  unsatisfied  for  want  of  property. 

Michigan. — The  following  property  is  exempt,  not  exceeding  |500  in 
value  in  the  whole  :  All  spinning-wheels  and  weaving  looms,  with  the 
apparatus  ;  stoves  kept  for  use  in  any  dwelling-house  ;  a  seat  or  pew 
occupied  by  any  person  or  family  in  a  house  of  public  worship  ;  all 
cemeteries,  tombs,  and  rights  of  burial,  while  used  as  repositories  for  the 
dead  ;  the  arms  and  accouterments  required  by  law  ;  the  wearing  appa- 
rel of  the  family  ;  the  library  and  school-books  to  the  value  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars ;  and  all  family  pictures.  To  hou^eholders  there 
are  also  exempted  ten  sheep,  with  their  fleeces,  and  the  yarn  or  cloth 
manufactured  therefrom ;  two  cows,  five  swine,  and  provisions  and  fuel 
for  the  comfortable  subsistence  of  the  householder  and  his  family  for  six 
tnontlis  ;  also,  household  goods,  furniture,  and  utensils,  to  the  value  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ;  hay,  grain,  etc.,  enough  to  keep  properly 
for  six  months  the  animals  which  are  exempt  from  execufion.  Any 
chattel-mortgage,  bill  of  sale,  or  lien,  created  on  exempt  property,  ex- 
cept what  is  speciSed  in  the  next  section,  is  void,  unless  signed  by  the 
wife.  The  tools,  implements,  materials,  stock,  apparatus,  team,  harness, 
or  other  thing.s  to  enable  n!\j  person  to  carry  on  his  profession  or  trade 
are  exempt.  This  property,  however,  with  the  exception  of  mechanical 
tools  and  impleinents  of  husbandry,  are  not  exempt  from  execution  on  a 
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demand  for  the  purchase  mone\'.  By  the  constitution,  such  personal 
property  as  is  designated  by  law  shall  be  exempted  to  the  amount  of  not 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  from  execution  for  any  debts  contracted 
after  1  Jan.,  1851. 

Homestead. — Any  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  forty  acres,  if  not 
included  in  any  recorded  town-plot,  city,  or  village,  or  one  lot  if  within 
any  such,  with  the  house  and  its  appurtenances  thereon,  owned  and  oc- 
cupied by  a  resident  of  the  state,  and  the  whole  not  exceeding  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  in  value,  is  exempt  from  execution.  This  exemption, 
however,  does  not  extend  to  any  mortgage  on  the  homestead  lawfully 
obtained  ;  but  no  mortgage  or  other  alienation  of  the  homestead  by  the 
owner,  if  a  married  man,  is  valid  without  the  signature  of  his  wife,  ex- 
cept the  mortgage  is  given  to  secure  the  payment  of  purchase  money. 
Such  a  homestead  is  exempt  after  the  death  of  the  owner  during  the 
minority  of  his  children  ;  and  if  he  has  no  children,  but  leaves  a  widow, 
it  shall  be  exempt,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereon  shall  accrue  to  her 
during  her  widowhood,  unless  she  is  the  owner  of  a  homestead  in  her 
own  right.  But  the  children  or  widow  must  actually  occupy  the  home- 
stead to  gain  the  benefit  of  the  exemption. 

Where  a  levy  is  made  upon  the  lands  and  tenements  of  a  householder 
whose  homestead  has  not  been  selected  or  set  apart,  the  householder 
may  notify  the  officer  of  what  he  regards  as  his  homestead,  with  a  de- 
scription thereof,  and  only  the  remainder  shall  be  subject  to  sale.  If  the 
plaintiff  is  dissatisfied  with  the  quantity  set  apart,  the  officer  making  the 
levy  shall  have  the  homestead  surveyed,  beginning  at  a  point  designated 
by  the  owner,  and  shall  set  off  in  a  cumpact  form,  including  the  dwel- 
ling-house and  its  appurtenances,  the  amount  of  land  constituting  by 
law  a  homestead  as  specified  above ;  the  expense  of  the  survey  shall  be 
charged  and  collected  on  the  execution.  After  the  survey  has  been 
made,  the  officer  may  sell  the  property  levied  on  and  not  included  in  the 
homestead,  as  he  would  any  other  real  estate.  Any  person  owning  and 
occupying  a  house  situated  on  land  not  his  own,  and  claiming  it  as  his 
homestead,  sliall  be  entitled  to  exemption.  No  real  estate  is  exempt 
from  sale  for  taxes. 

Mississippi. — The  following  articles  are  exempted  from  execution  : 
The  agricultural  implements  of  one  male  laborer ;  the  tools  of  a  me- 
chanic necessary  for  his  trade ;  the  hooks  of  a  student  necessary  for  the 
completion  of  his  education  ;  the  wearing  apparel  of  each  person ;  one 
bed  and  bedding  ;  one  plow-horse,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  in 
value ;  one  cow  and  calf  belonging  to  a  housekeeper,  and  the  arms  and 
accouterments  of  any  person  of  the  enrolled  militia  of  the  state. 

Goods  on  lease-hold  premises  are  not  liable  to  execution  until  the  rent 
in  arrear,  not  exceeding  one  year,  is  tendered. 

Missouri. — There  is  exempt  from  execution,  wearing  apparel  of  all 
persons ;  the  tools  and  implements  of  a  mechanic  while  carrying  on  his 
trade,  and  the  following  articles,  if  the  property  of  a  householder :  Ten 
hogs,  ten  sheep,  two  cows  and  calves,  and  working  animals  to  the  value 
ol  sixty-five  dollars  ;  one  plow  and  set  of  plow-gears ;  one  axe  and  one 
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hoe,  or  any  other  property,  real  or  personal,  not  exceeding  in  value  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  chosen  by  the  debtor,  if  he  is  the  head  of  a 
family.  Also,  the  spinning-wheels  and  cards,  one  loom,  and  apparatus 
necessary  for  manufacturing  cloth  in  a  private  family  ;  all  the  spun  yarn, 
thread,  and  cloth  manufactured  for  family  use  ;  flax,  hemp,  ami  wool, 
twenty-five  pounds  each ;  the  wearing  apparel  of  the  family  ;  two  beds, 
with  the  usual  bedding,  and  other  necessary  household  and  kitchen  fur- 
niture, not  exceeding  twenty  five  dollars  in  value;  lawyers,  pliysicians, 
and  ministers  may  select  books  necessary  to  their  profession  in  place  of 
other  property,  at  their  option,  and  physicians  also  may  select  their 
medicines. 

The  property  of  the  wife  is  exempt  from  execution  against  the  hus- 
band it  the  debt  was  a  securit}'  debt,  or  was  contracted  before  marriage, 
or  befoi-6  the  wife  came  into  possession,  or  if  it  was  a  fine,  or  for  costs 
in  any  criminal  case  against  the  husband.  The  husband's  property  is 
exempt  from  all  liabilities  contracted  by  the  Avife  before  marriage. 

New  Hampshire. — The  following  articles  are  exempt  from  execution  : 
Necessary  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  his  family  ;  comfortable 
bedsteads,  beds,  and  bedding  for  the  family  ;  household  furniture  to  the 
value  of  twenty  dollars  ;  biblt-s  and  school-books  in  use  in  the  family  ; 
one  cow,  and  one  and  a  half  tons  of  hay  ;  one  hog  and  one  pig,  and  the 
pork  of  the  same  when  slaughtered  ;  tools  of  the  debtor's  occupation, 
to  the  value  of  twenty  dollars  ;  six  sheep,  and  their  fleeces  ;  one  cook- 
ing-stove and  its  necessary  appendages ;  provisions  and  fuel  to  the  value 
of  twenty  dollars ;  the  interest  in  one  pew  in  any  meeting-house  in  which 
the  debtor  or  his  family  usuallj-  worship,  and  in  one  lot  or  right  of  burial 
in  any  cemetery.  Also  the  uniform,  arms,  or  equipments  of  every  offi- 
cer and  private  in  the  militia.      [ComjAled  Statutes,  ch.  195,  §  2.) 

Homestead. — 'The  homestead  belonging  to  the  head  of  any  family  is 
exempt  from  any  execution  founded  on  any  cause  of  action  which  has 
accrued  since  January  1st,  1852.  The  homestead,  which  must  not  ex- 
ceed in  value  five  hundrt- d  dollars,  is  not  assets  in  the  hands  of  any  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator,  for  the  payment  of  debts,  or  subject  to  tlie  laws 
of  distribution  or  devise  so  long  as  the  widow  or  minor  children  shall  occu- 
py the  same  ;  and  no  release  or  waver  of  this  exemption  is  valid  unless 
made  by  deed  executed  by  the  husband  and  wife  with  all  the  forms 
required  by  law  for  the  conveyance  of  real  estate  ;  or  if  the  wife  be 
dead,  and  there  be  minor  children,  then  by  deed  executed  by  the  hus- 
band with  the  consent  of  the  judge  of  probate  in  the  county  in  which 
the  land  is  situate,  indorsed  on  the  deed.  The  exemption  extends  to 
any  interest  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  value  which  the  debtor 
may  have  in  a  homestead  or  in  a  building  occupied  by  him  as  a  home- 
stead, though  standing  on  land  owned  by  another.  • 

The  sheriff,  holding  an  execution  about  to  be  levied  on  lands  and  tene- 
ments, is  required,  on  application  of  the  debtor  or  his  wife,  to  cause  a 
homestead  not  exceeding  five  hundred  do'lars  in  value,  to  be  set  off  from 
the  lands  and  tenements  of  the  debtor,  in  the  following  manner  :  Three 
sworn  appraisers,  disinterested  and  discreet  persons,  residents  in  the 
county,  are  chosen ;  one  by  the  officer  one  by  the  creditor,  and  one  by 
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the  debtor,  who  proceed  to  set  off  a  homestead  by  metes  and  bounds, 
and  their  set-off  and  assignment  is  returned  by  the  officer  for  record  in 
court.  The  covirt  out  of  which  the  writ  of  execution  or  attachment  is 
sued,  may,  upon  good  cause  shown,  order  a  re  appraisement  and  reas- 
signment, by  the  same  or  other  appraisers,  under  instructioi-s  from  the 
court,  and  the  reappraisement  is  returned  jind  lecorded  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  first.  When  the  homestead  of  any  head  of  a  familv,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  appraisers,  can  not  be  divided  without  injury  and  incon- 
venience, they  shall  make  and  sign  an  appraisement  of  the  Avhole  prop- 
erty. This  appraisal  is  delivered  by  the  officer  to  the  execution  debtor, 
or  to  some  member  of  his  family  old  enough  to  understand  it,  with  a 
notice  attached,  that  unless  the  execution  debtor  shall,  within  sixty  days, 
pay  to  the  officer  the  surplus  value  over  five  hundred  dollars,  the  premi- 
ses will  be  sold.  If  the  surplus  is  not  paid,  the  officer,  observing  all  the 
forms  required,  makes  a  sale  of  the  premises,  and  out  of  the  proceeds 
pays  to  the  execution  debtor,  if  his  wife  gives  her  written  consent  to 
such  payment,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.  If  the  wife  does  not 
consent  to  such  payment,  the  officer  must  deposit  the  amount  in  some 
savings  institution  to  tiie  joint  credit  of  husband  and  wife,  and  to  be 
withdrawn  only  by  their  joint  order,  or  by  the  order  of  the  survivor  in 
case  of  the  death  of  either.  The  amount  is  exempt  for  one  year  from 
the  date  of  payment  or  deposit.  The  balance  of  proceeds  of  sale  is  ap- 
plied on  the  execution.  No  sale  can,  however,  be  made,  unless  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  is  bid  ;  if  less,  the  execution  may  be  returned 
unsatisfied.  The  provisions  of  the  exemption  act  do  not  extend  to  any 
judgment  rendered  on  any  note  or  mortgage  executed  by  the  debtor  and 
his  wife,  nor  any  claim  for  labor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  do 
they  impair  the  lien  by  mortgage  of  the  vendor,  for  the  purchase  money 
of  the  homestead,  or  any  statutory  lien  of  a  mechanic  or  other  person, 
for  debt  contracted  for,  and  in  aid  of,  the  erection  of  the  buildings,  nor 
do  they  protect  it  from  the  paymant  of  taxes  legally  assessed.  No 
mortgage  of  a  homestead  by  a  husband  is  valid  without  the  consent  of 
the  wife,  unless  it  be  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,  and  to  secure  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  money. 

New  Jersey. — The  following  articles,  the  property  of  the  head  of  a 
family,  are  exempt  from  execution  upon  judgment  founded  on  contracts 
made  before  the  14th  March,  1851  :  One  cow;  one  bed  and  bedding; 
one  cradle  ;  one  stove ;  one  half  cord  of  fire  wood  ;  one  half  ton  of 
stove  coal  ;  one  spinning-wheel ;  one  table  ;  six  chairs  ;  one  hog ;  one 
hundred  pounds  of  flour  ;  one  iron  cooking-pot ;  knives,  forks,  plates, 
and  spoons,  one  dozen  each  ;  half  dozen  bowls  ;  two  pails  ;  one  barrel ;  one 
coffee-pot;  one  tub  ;  one  frying-pan  ;  the  necessary  tools  of  a  tradesman 
to  the  vauie  of  ten  dollars  ;  and  all  necessary  wearing  apparel.  The  follow- 
ing property  is  exempt  (except  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes,  and  the 
purchase  money  of  the  property)  from  execution  upon  judgmeu.  founded 
on  contracts  made  since  14tli  March,  1851  :  Household  goods,  chattels, 
tradesman's  tools,  to  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  all  wearing 
apparel,  the  property  of  a  debtor  having  a  family,  and  residing  within 
the  state.     Such  property  is  exempt  as  well  after,  as  before  the  death  of 
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the  debtor,  for  the  use  of  the  family.  If  an  officer  can  not  find  sufficient 
property  beside  that  exempt,  to  satisfy  the  execution,  a  judge  of  the 
court  of  Common  Pleas  is  to  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  to  ap- 
praise the  goods,  without  reference  to  what  they  woidd  bring  at  public 
sale,  and  if  their  value  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  the  debtor  may  se- 
lect such  as  he  may  clioose  to  this  amount,  and  the  remainder  are  sold. 
A  widow  or  administrator  of  a  deceased  debtor  may  select  the  same 
amount,  under  similar  provisions. 

New  York. — The  following  articles,  the  property  of  a  householder, 
are  exempt :  The  spinning-wheels,  weaving-looms,  and  stoves  kept  for 
use  in  any  dwelling-house  ;  the  school-books  used  by  the  family,  and 
the  family  bible  and  pictures  ;  books  ;  a  part  of  the  family  library  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  in  value  ;  a  seat  or  pew  occupied  by  tlie  household- 
er or  his  family  in  any  place  of  public  worship  ;  sheep,  to  the  number 
of  ten,  with  their  fleeces,  and  the  yarn  or  cloth  manufactured  from  them ; 
one  cow,  two  swine,  and  necessary  food  for  them ;  necessary  pork,  beef, 
fish,  flour,  and  vegetables  provided  for  family  use,  and  fuel  necessary  for 
the  use  of  the  family  for  sixty  days  ;  necessary  wearing  apparel,  beds, 
bedsteads,  and  bedding  ;  arms  and  accouterments  required  by  law  ;  nec- 
essary cooking  utensils  ;  chairs,  knives  and  forks,  plates,  tea-cups,  and 
spoons,  to  the  number  of  six  each  ;  a  table  ;  sugar-dish,  milk-pot,  tea-pot ; 
cratie  and  appendages  ;  pair  of  andirons  ;  shovel  and  tongs  ;  and  the  tools 
and  implements  of  any  mechanic  necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  his 
trade,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollai-s  in  value.  In  addition  to  these 
articles,  necessary  household  furniture ;  working-tools,  and  a  team  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  value,  and  owned  by  a  house- 
holder, or  by  any  one  having  a  family Jor  which  he  provides,  are  exempted 
from  execution,  except  on  a  demand  for  the  purchase  money  of  the  arti- 
cles exempted  by  law.  Land  used  as  a  family  or  private  burial-ground, 
not  exceeding  one  fourth  of  an  acre  in  extent,  is  exempted,  but  the  ex- 
emption does  not  extend  to  any  building  except  a  vault  or  other  place  of 
deposit  for  the  dead.  Nor  does  this  exemption  hold  good  unless,  before 
the  sale  on  execution,  the  owner  has  certified  and  acknowledged,  in  the 
manner  required  for  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  a  description  of  the 
property,  and  procured  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  wherein  the  land  is  situated  ;  the  same  to  be  recorded  in 
the  same  books  and  in  the  same  manner  as  deeds  should  be  recorded. 

Homestead. — The  lot,  and  buildings  thereon,  to  the  value  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  occupied  as  a  residence,  and  owned  by  the  debtor,  is  exempt 
from  execution.  The  exemption  continues  after  the  death  of  the  house- 
holder, for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and  family,  until  the  youngest  child 
becomes  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  until  the  death  of  the  widow. 
But  some,  or  oiie,  of  the  family  must  occupy  the  homestead,  in  order  to 
render  it  exempt.  No  release  of  the  exemption  is  valid  unless  made  in 
writing,  subscribed  by  the  householder,  and  acknowledged  in  the  same 
manner  as  conveyances  of  real  estate  are  required  to  be  acknowledged. 
To  entitle  property  to  the  exemptit^,  the  conveyance  must  show  the  de- 
sign of  the  householder  to  hold  it  as  a  homestead,  or  a  notice  of  his  in- 
tention, containing  a  full  description  of  the  property,  must  be  executed 
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and  acknowledged  by  the  owner,  and  recorded  in  the  ofBce  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  wherein  the  homestead  is  situated,  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose,  and  known  as  the  "  Homestead  Exemption  Book."  No 
property  is  by  the  provisions  rendered  exempt  from  sale  for  non-payment 
of  taxes  or  assessments,  or  for  a  debt  contracted  for  the  purchase. money 
of  tie  premises,  or  contracted  prior  to  the  recording  of  the  deed  or  no- 
tice as  above  required. 

If-  the  shei-iff  holding  the  execution  thinks  that  the  premises  claimed 
as  exempt  are  worth  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  he  shall  summon 
six  qualified  jurors  of  his  county,  who  shall,  upon  oath  to  be  administered 
to  them  by  the  sheriff,  appraise  the  premises ;  and  if,  in  their  opinion, 
the  premises  may  be  divided  without  injury  to  the  interests  of  the  par- 
ties, they  shall  set  off  as  much  of  the  premises,  including  the  dwelling- 
.  house,  as  they  value  at  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the  residue  may  be 
sold  by  the  sheriff.  In  case  the  premises  exceed  one  thousand  dollars 
in  value,  but  can  not  be  divided,  they  shall  deliver  an  appraisal  of  the 
value  of  the  property  to  the  sheriff,  who  delivers  a  copy  to  the  execution 
debtor,  or  to  some  of  his  family  of  suitable  age  to  understand  it, 
with  a  notice  attached,  that  unless  the  execution  debtor  pays  to  the 
sheriff,  within  sixty  days,  the  surplus  over  and  above  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, the  premises  will  be  sold.  In  case  the  surplus,  is  not  paid  within 
sixty  days,  the  sheriflF  may  sell  the  property,  pay  to  the  execution  debtor 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  proceeds,  which  shall  be  exempt  from  exe- 
cution for  one  year  thereafter,  and  apply  the  balance  to  the  execution. 
Unless  upward  of  one  thousand  dollars  is  bid,  no  sale  shall  be  made, 
and  in  such  case  the  sheriff  may  return  the  execution  unsatisfied  for  want 
of  property.  The  costs  and  charges  of  thus  selling  a  homestead  are  to 
be  included  in  the  costs  upon  the  execution. 

North  Carolina. — In  this  state  there  is  exempt  from  execution, 
wearing  apparel  ;  working  tools  ;  arms  for  muster ;  one  bed  and  furni- 
ture ;  one  spinning-wlieel,  cards,  and  one  loom  ;  one  bible  and  testament, 
one  hymn-book,  one  prayer-book,  and  all  necessary  school-books,  the 
property  of  the  defendant.  The  following  articles,  belonging  to  any 
housekeeper,  are  also  exempt :  one  cow  and  calf,  and  one  loom ;  one 
bible  and  testament ;  one  hymn-book ;  one  testament ;  ten  bushels  of 
corn  or  wheat ;  fifty  pounds  of  bacon,  beef,  or  pork,  or  one  barrel  of 
fish  ;  all  farming  tools  necessary  for  one  laborer ;  one  bedstead,  bed,  and 
bedding  for  every  two  members  of  the  family,  and  such  other  property, 
to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars,  as  may  be  selected  by  three  disinterested 
freeholders,  appointed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county,  upon 
application  made  by  the  defendants. 

Ohio. — Every  person,  the  head  of  a  family,  can  hold  exempt  from 
execution  the  wearing  apparel  of  the  family  ;  the  bedsteads,  beds,  and 
bedding  necessary  for  use  ;  one  stove  and  pipe,  used  for  cooking,  or 
warming  the  dwelling  ;  fuel  actually  provided  for  use  sufficient  for  sixty 
days'  consumption  ;  one  cow  ;  or  household  furniture,  if  the  debtor  own 
no  cow,  to  the  value  of  fifteen  dollars ;  two  swine,  or  the  pork  therefrom  ; 
or  if  the  debtor  own  no  swine,  furniture  to  the  value  of  six  dollars ;   six 
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sheep,  the  wool  shorn  therefrom,  and  the  cloth  and  articles  manufactured 
from  the  wool ;  or,  in  lieu  of  sheep,  furniture  to  the  value  of  ten  dol- 
lars ;  and  sufficient  food  for  the  exempt  animals  owned  by  the  debtor, 
for  sixty  days ;  also,  the  bibles,  hymn-books,  psalm-books,  testaments, 
and  school-books  used  in  the  famil_v,  and  all  family  pictures ;  also,  any 
amount  of  provisions  actually  prepared  and  designed  for  the  sustenance 
of  the  family,  to  the  value  of  forty  dollars,  to  be  selected  by  the  debtor ; 
and  articles  of  household  or  kitchen  furniture  necessary  for  himself  or 
family,  to  the  value  of  thirty  dollars ;  also,  the  tools  and  implements  se- 
lected by  the  debtor,  to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars,  and  necessary  in  car- 
rying on  his  trade  or  business.  All  questions  arising  as  to  the  number 
of  beds  necessary  for  the  family,  the  amount  of  fuel  necessary  for  sixty 
days,  the  quantity  of  food  for  the  support  of  the  animals  exempt,  etc., 
are  determined  by  two  disinterested  freeholders  selected  by  the  officer 
holding  the  execution.  These  also  appraise  the  property  claimed  by  the 
debtor  as  exempt.  Burial-grounds,  so  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office 
of  the  county  in  which  they  are  situated,  or  which  have  been  used  as 
such  for  fifteen  years,  are  exempt  from  execution.  So,  also,  are  a  notary's 
seal  and  his  registers  and  official  documents. 

Homestead. — The  family  homestead  is  exempt  from  sale  on  execution, 
provided  it  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  in  value. 

The  officer  holding  the  execution,  on  application  of  the  debtor  or  his 
wife,  must,  if  he  intend  levying  on  real  estate,  including  the  homestead, 
cause  swora  appraisers  to  set  off  by  metes  and  bounds  to  the  debtor, 
a  homestead  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  value.  This  appraise- 
ment is  returned  on  the  execution,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  coun- 
ty clerk.  Upon  good  cause  shown  by  either  party,  the  court  out  of  which 
the  writ  issued,  will  order  a  reappraisement  and  assignment  of  the  home- 
stead. If  no  application  is  made  during  the  lifetime  of  the  debtor,  his 
widow  may  make  one  at  any  time  before  the  sale. 

On  petition  of  execulfors  or  administrators  to  sell  the  lands  of  any  de- 
cedent to  pay  his  debts,  if  the  deceased  has  left  a  widow  or  minor  child 
or  children  unmarried,  and  composing  a  part  of  his  family  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  the  appraisers  shall  set  apart  a  homestead,  and  the  home- 
stead shall  remain  exempt  so  long  as  any  unmarried  minor  child  resides 
thereon,  although  the  widow  may  have  previously  died,  and  although 
the  paient  from  whom  the  homestead  descended  may  have  left  neither 
■wife  nor  husband  surviving.  Every  widow  or  widower  having  an  un- 
married child  or  children  residing  with  him  or  her,  and  married  persons 
living  together  as  husband  and  wife,  though  without  children,  are  entitled 
to  the  privileges  of  homestead  exemption,  as-  also  are  persons  owning 
dwellings  occupied  by  themselves  as  homesteads,  though  built  upon  land 
owned  by  another. 

When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  appraisers,  it  would  materially  injure  the 
property  of  tlie  debtor  to  separate  the  homestead,  the  plaintiff  in  execu- 
tion receives  in  lieu  of  the  proceeds -of  the  sale  such  a  sum  annually, 
above  forty  dollars,  as  the  appraisers  shall  decide  upon  as  a  reasonable 
rent ;  and  he  continues  to  receive  this  rent  in  quarterly  payments  until 
the  debt,  interest,  and  costs  are  paid.  The  payments  are  to  be  made 
quarterly,  and  if  within  ten  days  after  the  payment  becomes  due  the  de- 
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fendant  does  not  pay  the  same,  the  officer  proceeds  to  sell  the  homestead, 
observing  the  same  process  provided  in  other  cases  for  the  sale  of  real 
propert)^  But  the  homestead  can  nut  be  sold  for  less  than  its  appraised 
value.  The  plaintiff,  when  in  receipt  of  runt,  may  cause  a  reappraise- 
ment  as  often  as  once  in  two  years,  and  the  rent  sliall  be  paid  according 
to  the  new  appraisement ;  if  between  any  two  appraisements  the  value 
of  the  homestead  has  not  increased  one  hundred  dollars,  the  costs  of  the 
appraisement  mu-t  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff. 

The  statute  of  exemption  does  not  affect  any  lien  upon  the  homestead 
for  the  purchase  money,  or  the  lien  of  any  meclianic  or  other  person  for 
labor  pei-ft)rmed,  or  materials  furnished  for  the  erection  of  the  dwelling, 
or  any  claim  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes.  No  sale  of  any  real  estate 
under  a  mortgage  not  executed  by  the  wife  of  the  debtor,  if  he  have  one, 
can  affect  the  right  of  the  debtor's  wife  or  family  to  have  a  homestead 
assigned  them  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute. 

Pennsylvania. — In  this  state,  property  to  the  value  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  over  and  above  all  the  wearing  apparel  of  the  defendant  and  his 
family,  and  all  bibles  and  school-books  used  in  the  family,  are  exempt. 
The  debtor  must  elect  to  retain  either  real  or  personal  estate  of  the  value 
mentioned.  Bonds,  mortgages,  or  other  contracts,  for  the  purchase 
montiy  of  real  estate,  are  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  statute. 

If  the  debtor,  when  real  estate  is  seized,  fails  to  make  his  election  to 
retain  real  estate,  he  is  not  entitled  to  three  hundred  dollars  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale.  The  claim  to  personal  estate,  in  order  to  avail  the 
defendant,  must  be  made  before  the  sale  ;  and  if  he  neglect  to  enter  his 
claim,  he  thereby  waives  all  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  statute.  If 
the  debtor  w;uves  his  right  to  the  exemption  by  agreement  with  one  ex- 
ecution debtor,  it  is  a  Avaiver  as  to  all  other  creditors.  The  widow  or 
children  of  a  deceased  debtor  may  retain  property  belonging  to  his  estate, 
to  the  value  of  three  hundred  dollars,  and  the  executor  or  administrator 
can  not  sell  the  same,  but  must  suffer  it  to  remain  for  the  use  of  the 
widow  and  family,  unless  the  claim  be  founded  on  a  lien  for  the  purchase 
njoney  of  real  estate.  ( 

Rhode  Island. — The  household  furniture  and  family  stores  of  a 
housekeeper,  providing  the  whole,  including  beds  and  bedding,  does  not 
exceed  two  hundred  dollars  in  value,  are  not  liable  to  attachment  on  any 
writ  or  warrant.  The  wearing  apparel  of  a  housekeeper  and  of  his  fam- 
ily ;  one  cow  ;  one  hog ;  his  working  tools,  to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars, 
are  exempt.  The  working  tools,  to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars,  and  the 
necessary  wearing  apparel  of  any  debt,  are  not  liable  to  distress  or  at- 
tachment. 

South  Carolina. — In  this  state  the  following  property  is  exempt  from 
execution  :  To  each  family,  two  bedsteads,  beds,  and  bedding  ;  one  spin- 
ning-wheel, and  two  pairs  of  cards  ;  one  loom  ;  one  cow  and  calf ;  ordi- 
nary cooking  utensils  ;  and  provisions  to  the  value  of  ten  dollars.  If  the 
debtor  be  a  farmer,  the  necessary  farming  implements ;  if  a  mechanic,  the 
tools  of  his  trade. 
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Homestead. — A  dwelling-house,  with  the  appurtenant  buildings,  and 
fifty  acres  of  land,  and  one  horse,  and  provis'ons  to  the  value  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  are  exempt,  provided  the  real  estate  is  without  the  limits  of 
a  city  or  town  corporate,  and  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  in 
value. 

Where  the  debtor  owns  more  than  fifty  acres  of  land,  three  commis- 
sioners are  appointed,  whose  duty  it  is,  to  set  off  fifty  acres,  including  the 
dwelling,  in  the  manner  most  favorable  to  the  family  of  the  debtor,  the 
remainder  of  the  estate  remaining  liable.  If  the  fifty  acres  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  in  value,  by  the  estimate  of  the  majority  of  the  commis- 
sioners, they  proceed  to  reduce  it  in  extent,  until  its  value  reaches  that 
limit.  Such  commissioners  are  appointed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  on 
the  application  of  either  plaintiflfor  defendant.- 

A  record  is  kept  by  the  clerk  of  each  county  court,  containing  the  ap- 
pointments and  the  returns  of  the  commissioners. 

Tennessee. — The  following  articles  iire  absolutely  exempt  from  attach- 
ment, or  any  process,  civil  or  criminal,  and  it  is  a  misdemeanor  in  any 
officer  to  levy  upon  them :  One  eow  and  calf ;  one  bedstead,  and  bed 
containing  not  more  than  twenty-five  pounds  of  feathers  ;  two  sheets ; 
two  blankets,  and  one  counterpane.  When  the  family  of  the  debtor  con- 
sists of  more  than  six  children,  an  additional  feather  bed  and  an  ad- 
ditionaLcow  and  calf  are  exempt  for  every  three  children.  The  follow- 
ing'are  also  exempt  from  execution:  six  knives  and  forks;  six  plates; 
one  dish ;  one  pot ;  one  Dutch  oven  ;  one  spinning-wheel ;  one  pair  of 
cotton  cards  ;  one  chopping-axe ;  five  sheep  ;  ten  swine ;  all  fowls  and 
poultry  ;  family  bible  and  hymn-book  ;  one  loom  ;  five  hundred  bundles 
of  oats  ;  five  hundred  bundles  of  fodder ;  ten  bushels  of  wheat ;  one 
stack  of  hay  ;  one  man's  saddle  and  one  side  saddle ;  one  bridle  ;  ox- 
cart, yoke,  ring,  staple,  and  log-chain  ;  one  farm-horse,  mule,  or  yoke  of 
oxen  ;  six  hundred  pounds  of  pork  or  bacon ;  twenty  barrels,  or  one 
hundred  bushels,  of  corn ;  one  plow  and  plowing-gear ;  one  hoe ; 
one  iron  wedge  ;  one  set  of  mechanics'  tools,  necessary  for  one  workman 
at  any  trade  ;  and  the  arms  and  equipments  of  the  militia. 

In  case  of  the  death  of  the  head  of  a  family,  the  above  "property  is 
exempt  in  the  hands  of  his  widow  ;  or,  if  she  did  not  survive  him,  in 
those  of  his  representatives,  for  the  benefit  of  his  children. 

Homestead. — Before  any  person  can  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
homestead  exemption  act,  he  must  declare  his  intention  of  claiming  the 
homestead,  by  haying  a  declaration  and  notice  of  such  intention  signed, 
sealed,  and  witnessed,  and  duly  registered  in  the  register's  office  in  the 
county  wherein  the  homestead  is  situated  ;  and  the  exemption  of  the 
homestead  dates  from  and  after  this  registration.  The  homestead  of 
every  housekeeper,  or  head  of  a  family  residing  within  the  state,  to  the 
value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  consis'ing  of  a  dwelling-house  and 
out-buildings,  and  the  land  appurtenant  thereto,  occupied  as  a  homestead 
by  the  head  of  the  family,  shall  be  exempt  from  attachment  and  execu- 
tion, where  the  cause  of  action  accrued  after  the  first  of  January,  1853. 

The  homestead  must  be  set  out  of  the  real  estate  levied  on,  by  three 
disinterested  freeholders,  and  only  the  remainder  sold.     If  the  home-

stead  can  not  be  set  apart,  the  whole  must  be  sold,  and  five  hundred  dol- 
lars of  the  proceeds  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  from  which  the  judg- 
ment issued,  to  be  used  by  him  only  for  the  purchase  of  another  home- 
stead.  The  surplus  proceeds  of  the  sale  are  applied  on  the  execution. 
Tlie  widow  of  a  housekeeper,  or  in  the  event  of  a  divorce  resulting  from 
the  husband's  misconduct,  the  wife  is  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the 
exemption  ;  so,  also,  are  children  during  their  minority.  To  become  en- 
titled to  the  benefits  of  the  exemption,  the  person  claiming  them  must 
permanently  reside  on  the  homestead.  The  homestead,  when  owned  by 
a  married  man,  can  only  be  aliened  on  mortgao;e  by  joint  deed  of  hus- 
band and  wife,  except  for  payment  of  the  purchase  money.  The  home- 
stead is  subject  to  sale  for  all  state,  county,  or  corporation  taxes,  legally 
assessed  thereon. 

The  person  to  whom  a  homestead  is  set  apart,  must,  within  one  year 
after  tlie  delivery  of  the  certified  description  of  the  real  estate  set  apart 
by  the  freeholders,  liave  the  same  registered  in  the  register's  office  of  the 
county  wherein  the  land  may  be,  in  order  to  obtain  a  valid  title  thereto. 

^  Texas. — There  is  exempt  from  execution,  household  and  kitchen  fur- 
niture, to  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars  ;  farming  implements,  to  the 
value  of  fifty  dollars  ;  the  tools,  apparatus,  and  books  appertaining  to 
the  trade  or  profession  of  any  citizen  ;  five  milch  cows ;  one  yoke  of 
oxen,  or  one  horse  ;  twenty  swine ;  and  provisions  for  one  year. 

Bomestea.d. — Tlie  homestead  of  a  family,  when  without  "the  limits  of 
a  city,  town,  or  village,  must  not  contain  more  than  two  hundred  acres 
of  land  ;  when  within  such  limits,  it  must  not  exceed  two  thousand  dol- 
lars in  value.  The  homestead  can  not  be  seized  in  execution,  nor  can  it 
be  alienated,  when  owned  by  a  married  man,  without  the  consent  of  the 
wife. 

Vermont. — In  this  state,  there  is  exempt  from  execution,  such  suitable 
apparel,  bedding,  tools,  arms,  and  household  furniture  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  supporting  life;  one  cow;  the  best  swine,  or  the  pork  of  two; 
ten  sheep,  and  one  year's  product  of  the  same,  whether  in  wool,  yarn,  or 
cloth  ;  forage  sufficient  for  one  cow  and  ten  sheep  through  one  winter ; 
ten  cords  of  firewood  ;  ten  bushels  of  grain  ;  twenty  bushels  of  potatoes  ; 
such  military  ai  ms  and  accouterments  as  required  by  law  ;  all  growing 
crops ;  the  bibles  and  other  books  used  in  the  family ;  all  gravestones 
lettered  ;  three  swarms  of  bees,  their  hives,  and  the  produce  in  honey; 
and  two  hundred  poimds  of  sugar. 

Homestead. — The  homestead  of  every  housekeeper  or  head  of  a  family, 
residing  witliiu  the  state,  consisting  of  a  dwelling-house,  out-buildings, 
and  the  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  occupied  by  the  housekeeper  as  a 
homestead,  and  the  yearly  products  thereof,  the  whole  not  to  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  in  value,  are  exempt  from  attachment  or  execution,  in  all 
cases  where  the  cause  of  action  occurred  subsequent  to  the  first  day  of 
December,  1850,  excepting  when  the  cnuse  of  action  occurred  previous 
to,  or  at  the  time  of,  the  purchase  of  the  homestead,  or  the  action  be 
brought  to  enforce  the  payment  of  taxes  legally  assessed. 

Whenever  the  real  estate  of  a  housekeeper  or  the  head  of  a  family  is 
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levied  upon,  sucli  portion  as  he  may  occupy  as  a  homestead,  or  may 
elect  to  regard  as  such,  to  the  value  of  five  hundred  dollars,  is  set  out 
to  him  by  the  appraisers  on  the  execution,  upon  their  oaths,  and  the  re- 
mainder only  is  set  off  to  the  execution  creditor. 

Whenever  the  personal  estite  of  any  housekeeper  or  head  of  a  family 
shall  be  attached,  or  taken  in  execution,  and  the  debtor  shall  claim,  and 
the  creditor  deny,  that  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  the  annual  pro- 
duce of  the  homestead,  the  officer  holding  such  attacliraent  on  execution 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  ascertained  and  set  out  to  such  debtor  by  ap- 
praisers 10  be  appointed  and  sworn  as  in  the  case  of  a  levy  upon  lands. 
A  statement  of  the  proceeding  must  form  part  of  the  return  upon  the 
attachment  or  execution.  The  expenses  of  setting  off  a  homestead,  or 
the  yearh'  products  of  one,  are  charged  upon  the  execution. 

If  a  hdusekeeper  or  head  pf  a  family  decease,  leaving  a  widow,  his 
homestead  wholly  passes  to  his  widow  and  children,  if  any  there  be,  ia 
direct  course  of  descent,  not  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the 
deceased,  unless  made  specially  chargeable  thereon,  and,  if  necessary, 
the  probate  court  appoints  a  commission  to  set  out  to  the  widow,  or  widow 
and  cliildren,  the  homestead. 

The  homestead  can  not  be  alienated  or  mortgaged  by  the  owner,  if  a 
married  man,  except  by  joint  deed  of  husband  himself  and  wife,  execu- 
ted and  acknowledged  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  conveyance  of 
lands  of  married  women,  excepting  that  at  the  time  of  the  purchase  of 
the  homestead,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  the 
husband  may  execute  a  mortgage  without  the  consent  of  his  wife.  The 
time  when  tlie  deed  to  the  owner  of  a  homestead  is  left  in  the  town 
clerk's  office  for  record,  is  deemed  the  time  of  purchase  for  all  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  homestead  exemption  act.  The  costs  and  expenses  of 
setting  out  a  homestead,  or  its  yearly  products,  as  provided  by  law,  are 
charged  in  the  officer's  bill  of  fees  upon  the  writ  or  execution. 

Virginia. — No  gi'owing  crop  of  any  kind,  not  severed,  shall  be  liable 
to  distre^s  or  levy,  except  Indian  corn,  which  may  be  taken  at  any  time 
after  the  fifteenth  of  October  in  any  year.  If  the  debtor  be  a  father  or  a 
husband,  the  following  articles  are  exempt :  One  bed  and  bedding ;  six 
chairs  ;  one  table,  and  the  necessary  kitchen  furniture  ;  one  loom  and  its 
appurtenances  ;  one  spinning-wheel  and  one  pair  of  cards  ;  one  axe  ;  five 
barrels  of  corn  ;  five  bushels  of  wheat,  or  one  barrel  of  tlour  ;  two  hun- 
dred pounds  of  bacon  or  pork  ;  and  forage  or  hay  to  the  value  of  five 
doUai's,  Slaves  can  not  be  levied  on  without  their  owner's  consent,  if 
there  be  other  property  not  exempt  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  execution. 

Wisconsin. — The  following  articles  are  exempt  from  attachment  or 
sale  on  any  final  process.  The  family  bible,  family  pictures,  school-books, 
or  library  ;  a  seat  or  pew  in  any  house  of  public  worship  ;  and  places 
of  sepulture  ;  all  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  his  family ;  all  bed- 
steads, beds,  and  bedding  used  by  the  fdmily  ;  all  cooking  utensils,  and 
other  household  furniture,  to  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars  ;  two 
cows ;  ten  swine ;  one  yoke  of  oxen,  and  a  horse,  or,  in  lieu  of  them,  a 
span  of  horses  ;  ten  slieep,  and  the  wool  therefrom,  either  as  raw  mate- 
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rial,  oV  manufactured  into  yarn  or  cloth  ;  necessary  food  for  the  support 
of  the  stock  mentioned,  for  one  year,  whether  provided  or  growing,  as 
the  debtor  may  choose  ;  one  wagon',  cart,  or  dray ;  one  sleigh ;  one 
plow  ;  one  drag  ;  and  other  farming  utensils,  including  tackle  for  teams, 
to  the  value  of  fifty  dollars.  Provisions  and  fuel  necessary  for  one  year's 
consumption  ;  the  tools  and  implements,  or  stock' in  trade,  of  any  me- 
chanic, miner,  and  other  person,  used  and  kept  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing on  his  trade  or  business,  to  the  valne  of  two  hundred  dollars  ;  the 
library  and  implements  of  any  professional  man,  to  the  value  of  two 
hundred  dollars ;  all  of  which  articles  are  to  be  chosen  by  the  debtor  or 
his  agent  or  representative.  Money  arising  from  insurance  on  property 
exempt,  which  has  been  destroyed  by  fire,  can  not  be  seized  on  execution. 

Homestead. — A  homestead  consisting  of  not  over  forty  acres  of  land, 
used  for  agri cultural  purposes,  with  a  dwelling-house  thereon,  and  its 
appurtenances,  to  be  selected  by  the  owner,  and  not  included  in  any 
town-plot,  city,  or  village ;  or  instead,  land  not  exceeding  one  fourth  of 
an  acre,  within  a  town-plot,  city,  or  vilhige,  with  a  dwelling-house  there- 
on, and  its  appurtenances,  owned  and  occupied  by  any  resident  of  the 
state,  is  not  subject  to  forced  sale.  This  exemption  does  not  affect  me- 
chanics' or  laborers'  lieris,  or  extend  to  any  mortgage  lawfully  obtained. 
A  mortgage  or  other  alienation  of  a  homestead  by  the  owner,  if  a  mar- 
ried man,  is  not  valid  unless  the  wife  join  in  the  deed. 

When  tlie  owner  of  a  homestead  dies,  leaving  infant  children,  it  is  ex- 
empt from  the  payment  of  his  debts ;  and  no  administrator  or  executor 
has  a  right  to  the  possession  of  an  estate  so  exempt,  or  to  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  same. 


THE  EXECUTION  OF  WILLS. 

The  laws  of  our  several  states  give  very  precise  directions  respecting 
the  modes  by  which  the  wishes  of  men  respecting  the  disposal  of  their 
property  after  their  death,  must  be  authenticated  in  order  to  be  ef- 
fectual. In  their  leading  features  the  systems  adopted  in  different 
jurisdictions  have  much  in  common,  while  they  differ  somewhat  in 
their  details. 

What  is  commonly  known  as  a  will,  is  a  written  instrument,  execu- 
ted with  peculiar  formalities,  and  purporting  to  direct  the  mode  in 
which  the  estate  of  the  party  executing  it  shall  be  disposed  of  after 
his  decease. 

The  party  executing  it  is  the  testator.  The  instrument  should  con- 
tain an  assertion  that  it  is  the  testator's  will,  and  should  embody  a 
clear  and  intelligible  statement  of  the  wishes  which  he  desires  to  have 
carried  into  effect.  It  must  be  authenticated  by  the  testator's  signature. 
This  is  usually  placed,  and  in  some  states  is  required  to  be,  at  the 
foot  of  the  will,  as  a  subscription.  The  testator  should  subscribe  his 
name  personally.  But  as  it  is  a  rule  of  law  that  a  party  may  sign  a 
paper  by  causing  his  own  name  to  be  written  by  another  person  in  his 
presence,  and  by  his  express  direction,  as  effectually  as  if  he  himself 
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performed  the  manual  task  of  writing,  a  signature  so  affixed  is  in  most 
states  a  sufficient  signature  to  a  will.  The  signature  should  be  affixed 
in  the  presence  of  witnesses,  or  if  this  is  not  done,  it  is  necessary  that 
the  testator  should  declare  or  acknowledge,  in  the  presence  of  witnesses, 
two  or  three,  or  even  more  in  number,  as  may  be  required  by  the 
laws  of  the  state,  that  the  instrument  is  his  last  will.  These  witnesses 
must  attest  the  execution  of  the  will  in  the  presence  of  the  testator. 
They  do  this  by  subscribing  a  short  paragraph,  written  at  the  foot  of 
the  will,  to  the  following  effect : 

FORM    OF    ATTESTATION. 

"  Signed,  published,  and  declared  by  the  said  [name  of  testator),  as 
his  last  will  and  testament,  in  the  presence  of  us,  who,  at  the  request 
of  the  said  (name  of  testator),  and  in  his  presence  and  in  the  presence 
of  each  other,  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names  as  witnesses." 


Witnesses'  names. 


This  form  of  attestation  may  be  used  in  any  state,  except  that  where 
a  will  is  required  to  be  under  seal,  the  opening  clause  should  be  "  signed, 
sealed,  published,"  etc.,  and.  excepting  also  that  it  is  generally  desir- 
able that  the  witnesses  state  their  places  of  residence. 

The  witne^es  selected  should  , be  such  as  in  age,  character,  intelli- 
gence, and  other  respects,  are  competent  to  testify  to  the  facts,  which  they 
attest,  and  others  which  may  lie  within  their  knowledge,  before  the 
court  to  which  the  proof  of  wills  is  intrusted.  It  is  particularly  import- 
ant that  no  person,  nor,  indeed,  the  husband  or  wife  of  any  person,  to 
whom  property  is  given  in  the  will,  should  be  relied  upon  as  a  wit- 
ness. • 

It  is  substantially  in  this  mode  that  the  instrument  known  as  a  will 
is  to  be  executed  ;  but  there  are  certain  emergencies  in  which,  in  many 
jurisdictions,  wills  may  be  made  orally,  within  limits  prescribed  as  to 
the  amount  or  nature  of  the  property  bequeathed,  or  the  personal  char- 
acter of  the  testator.  Such  wills  are  technically  known  as  nuncupative. 
In  making  a  nuncupative  will  the  testator  states  his  wishes  to  friends 
within  hearing,  announcing  them  as  constituting  his  last  will  and  testa- 
ment, and  they  are  reduced  to  writing,  from  recollection,  by  those  to 
whom  they  were  intrusted.  The  privilege  of  making  these  wills  is  in 
general  restricted  to  cases  of  emergency,  forbidding  the  execvaion  of  a 
written  will. 

The  following  is  a  concise  summary  of  the  statutory  provisions  on  the 
subject  peculiar  to  each  state.  The  reader  will  understand  that  the 
will  should  be  executed  according  to  the  general  principles  above 
stated,  except  so  far  as  modified  by  the  special  directions  now  given. 

Alabama. — Three  witnesses  are  required.  Nuncupative  wills  may 
Le  established  when  the  testator  in  his  last  illness  states  his  will  to 
persons  around  him. 
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Arkansas. — The  testator's  signature  must  be  placed  at  the  foot  of 
the  will.  .  \i  the  testator's  name  is  written  for  him  by  another,  such 
person  must  write  his  own  name  as  witness,  also  stating  that  he  signed 
the  testator's  name  in  his  presence  and  at  his  request.  The  testator 
must,  at  the  time  of  signing  the  will,  or  of  acknowledging  the  signature, 
as  the  case  may  be,  declare  the  instrument  to  be  his  last  will  and  tes- 
tament. Two  witnesses  are  required,  and  their  signatures  must  be 
placed  at  the  foot  of  the  will,  and  affixed  by  the  testator's  request. 
If,  however,  the  whole  will  and  the  signature  to  it  be  written  by  the  tes- 
tator's own  hand,  witnesses  are  not  required,  as  the  will  may  be  proved 
by  the  unimpeachable  testimony  of  three  or  more  disinterested  \vit- 
nesses  to  the  handwriting  and  signature.  But  no  such  will  can  be 
pleaded  in  bar  of  a  will  attested  in  due  form. 

California. — Two  witnesses  are  required  to  the  written  will.  Mar- 
ried women  may  make  a  will,  but  to  insure  its  validity  the  written 
consent  of  the  husband  must  be  annexed,  unless  authority  to  make  a 
will  was  granted  to  the  wife  by  ante-nuptial  contract.  The  consent  of 
the  husband  must  be  attested  by  witnesses,  ju§t  as  a  will  is  required  to 
be  attested. 

Nuncupative  wills  are  valid  within  the  following  limits.  The  estate 
must  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars.  The  will  must  be  proved  by 
two  witnesses  present  when  it  was  made  ;  and  it  must  be  proved  that 
when  the  testator  pronounced  it,  he,  in  effect,  called  on  some  one  to 
witness  that  it  was  his  will.  It  musi;  have  been  made  during  the  last 
sickness  of  the  testator,  and  at  his  dwelling-house,  or  where  he  had 
been  residing  ten  days  or  more,  except  in  the  case  of  a  person  taken 
sick  and  dying  away  from  home.  But  these  provisions  do  not  prevent 
soldiers  in  actual  service,  or  mariners  on  shipboard,  from  disposing  of 
personal  property  by  nuncupative  will. 

Connecticut  :  also,  Florida,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
South  Carolina. — It  is  sufficient  to  say  of  these  states,  that  three  wit- 
nesses to  a  will  are  required. 

Delaware  :  also,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  Missouri, 
New  Jersey,  Tennessee,  Wisconsin, — Two  witnesses  to  a  will  are 
sufficient.  In  other  respects,  the  execution  should  be  according  to  our 
general  directions  above  given. 

Georgia. — If  the  will  is  to  pass  real  property,  three  witnesses  are 
required ;  if  personal  only,  two  are  sufficient. 

Iowa. — Two  witnesses  are  sufficient.  ■  Property  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  in  value,  may  be  bequeathed  by  nuncupative  will,  if 
proved  by  two  witnesses.  Soldiers  in  actual  service,  and  mariners  at 
sea,  may  also  dispose  of  personal  property  by  nuncupative  will. 

Louisiana. — In  this  state,  wills  are  either  nuncupative,  mystic,  or 
olograpliic.     The  nuncupative,  or  open  will,  may  be  made  in  two  ways : 
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by  public  acts,  or  by  act  under  private  signatures.  If  in  th*^  first,  the 
will  must  be  taken  down  by  a  notary  public,  in  the  presence  of  wit- 
nesses, at  the  dictation  of  the  testator — must  be  read  over  to  him,  also 
in  the  presence  of  witnesses — and  must  be  signed  by  him — all  at  one 
time,  and  without  interruption.  The  witnesses  must  be  three  in  number 
if  residents  of  the  place  where  the  will  is  to  be  executed  ;  if  otherwise, 
five.  They  must  sign  the  will  as  witnesses,  or  if  they  can  not  all  write, 
one  at  least  must  sign  for  them  all.  If  the  second  mode  is  adopted, 
the  testator  may  write  the  will  or  cause  it  to  be  written  in  the  presence 
of  witnesses,  or  may  present  it  to  them  already  prepared,  declaring  it 
to  be  his  last  will.  But  in  either  case  the  will  must  be  read  to  the 
witnesses  in  presence  of  the  testator,  either  by  one  of  the  witnesses  or 
by  the  testator  himself.  The  number  of  witnesses  required  is  five  if 
residents  of  the  place,  seven,  if  not.  The  will  must  be  signed  by  the 
testator  if  he  is  able,  and  by  the  witnesses,  or  if  all  can  not  write,  by 
two  at  least,  and  the  others  must  affix  their  marks. 

The  mystic,  or  secret  testament,  must  be  signed  by  testator,  and 
presented,  sealed  up  in  an  envelop  or  otherwise,  to  a  notary  and 
seven  witnesses,  and  acknowledged  to  them  by  the  testator  to  be  his 
will,  written  by  himself  or  at  his  dictation,  and  signed  by  him.  The 
testator,  the  notary,  and  the  witnesses,  or  at  least  two  of  them,  must 
sign  an  attestation  called  the  act  of  superscription,  indorsed  by  the 
notary  upon  the  will  or  envelope. 

The  olographic  will  must  be  written,  dated,  and  signed  wholly  by 
the  hand  of  the  testator.  It  is  subject  to  no  other  form,  and  may  be 
made  anywiiere,  even  out  of  the  state. 

Women,  children  under  sixteen,  slaves,  persons  insane,  deaf,  dumb, 
or  blind,  or  who  are  declared  by  the  criminal  laws  incapable  of  exer- 
cising civil  functions,  are  incompetent  as  witnesses.  Heirs  and  leg- 
atees may  witness  the  mystic,  but  not  the  nuncupative  will. 

Maryland. — Three  witnesses  are  required.  A  married  woman  may 
bequeath  her  property  or  a  part  of  it  to  her  husband,  or  to  any  one 
person.  But  the  consent  of  the  husband  must  be  subscribed  to  the 
will,  it  must  be  made  sixty  days  before  the  wife's  death,  and  she  must 
be  examined  by  the  witnesses  apart  from  her  husband,  as  if  the  instru- 
ment were  a  deed, 

Mississippi. — Three  witnesses  are  required,  except  when  the  will  is 
wholly  written  and  signed  by  the  testator.     Nones  are  then  necessaiy. 

New  Hampshire. — Wills  must  be  under  seal,  and  attested  by  three 

witnesses. 

New  York. — The  testator's  signature  must  be  at  the  foot  of  the 
will,  and  he  must  declare  to  the  witnesses  at  the  time  of  the  attesta- 
tion, that  the  instrument  is  his  last  will  and  testament.  Two  wit- 
nesses are  necessary,  and  they  are  required,  under  penalty,  to  write 
their  respective  places  *of  residfence  opposite  their  signatures. 
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North  Carolina. — The  will  must  be  attested  by  two  witnesses,  ex- 
cept that  a  will  may  be  established  without  such  attestation  if  found 
among  the  testator's  papers,  written  in  a  hand  generally  recognized  as 
his  by  his  acquaintances,  and  proved  to  be  genuine  by  the  testimony 
of  three  witnesses,  and  if  it  contains  the  testator's  name  subscribed  to 
it  or  inscribed  in  some  part  of  it. 

Ohio. — The  signature  of  the  testator  must  be  at  the  foot  of  the  will, 
and  it  must  be  attested  by  two  witnesses. 

A  nuncupative  will  is  valid  in  respect  to  personal  estate,  if  it  is 
proved  that  the  testator  was  of  sound  mind  and  under  no  restraint, 
that  he  made  the  will  during  his  last  sickness,  and  called  on  some  one 
to  witness  that  it  was'  his  will,  and  if  the  will  is  reduced  to  writing  and 
attested  by  two  witnesses  within  ten  days  after  it  was  declared. 

Pennsylvania. — Wills  must  be  in  writing,  and  proved  by  two  wit- 
nesses. Unless  the  extremity  of  a  last  sickness  prevents,  the  tes- 
tator's signature  must  be  affixed,  and  this  at  the  end  of  the  will. 

Texas. — Two  witnesses,  above  fourteen  years  of  age,  must  attest 
wills  not  wholly  written  in  testator's  own  hand.  ' 

In  Texas,  no  person  can  deprive  his  descendants  of  more  than  one 
fourth  of  his  property  by  will. 

Vermont. — Wills  must  be  attested  by  three  witnesses  subscribing 
in  the  presence  of  the  testator  and  of  each  other. 

Virginia. — Two  witnesses  are  requisite,  unless  the  will  is  wholly 
written  by  the  testator.

Alaba-MA.— The  legal  rate  of  interest  Is  eight  per  cent.  In  usurious  contracts,  the  principal, 
without  any  interest,  may  be   recovered. 

Arkansas.— When  no  rate  is  mentioned,  it  is  six  per  cent  Parties  may  contract  for  any 
rate  not|exceeding  ten  per  cent.    Usurious  contracts  are  YO\ii.—Ar/cs.  Digest,  p.  613,  et  se(i. 

CALiroRNtA. — When  there  is  no  express  contract  in  ivritins,  ii.\ing  a  different  rate,  interest 
shall  beallowed  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  all  moneys  after  they  become  due 
on  any  bond,  bill,  promissory  note,  or  other  instrument  of  writing,  on  any  judgment,  recovered 
before  any  court  in  this  State,  for  money  lent,  for  money  due  on  the  settlement  of  aeoounte, 
from  the  day  on  which  the  balance  is  ascertained,  and  for  money  received  to  the  use  of 
another. 

Parties  may  agree  in  writing  for  the  payment  of  any  rate  of  interest  whatever  on  money 
due,  or  to  become  due,  on  any  contract.  Any  judgment  ren<lered  on  such  contract  shall  con- 
form thereto,  and  shall  bear  the  interest  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  and  which  shall  be  speci- 
fied in  the  judgment. 

The  parties  may,  in  any  contract  in  writing  whereby  any  debt  is  secured  to  be  paid,  agree, 
that  if  the  interest  on  such  debt  is  not  punctually  paid,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  principal 
and  thereafter  bear  the  same  rate  of  interest  as  the  principal  debt.— Stat.  Cal.  ' 

CoNNECTictJT.— Six  per  cent.  In  usurious  contracts,  the  principal  can  be  recovered  with- 
out the  interest  Persons  guilty  of  taking  usury,  forfeit  the  whole  of  the  ijiterett;  one- 
half  to  him  who  shall  prosecute  to  eflfect,  one-half  to  State  Tieasniy.—Iiev.  Stat,  of  1848  — 
I^blio  Acts  of  1S49,  p.  4T. 

Delaware.— Six  per  cent.  "Whoaver  exacts  more,  is  liable  to jbrfeit  the  whole  debt— one- 
half  to  the  State,  and  one-half  to  the  prosecutor. 

Florida.— Eight  per  cent  by  agreement;  if  no  rate  be  specified,  then  six  per  cent  The 
person  reserving  a  higher  rate  shall  forfeit  the  entire  interest— TTwmpsoTi's  Digest,  p.  234. 

Georgia.— By  the  statute  of  1845,  the  legal  rate  of  interest  (which  previous  to  that  time  had 
been  eight  per  cent)  was  reduced  to  seven  per  cent,  and  the  penalty  for  usury  made  a  forfeit- 
ure of  the  whole  interest,  legal  as  well  as  usvu-ious.- &«  Pamphlet  Act  of  1S45  vd  35 
and  .36. 

This  Act  took  effect  I7th  December,  1845.  All  contracts  previous  to  that  date,  eightper 
cent  Interest  up  to  the  time  of  payment  although  not  discharged  until  subsequently  to  the 
passage  of  the  above-mentioned  act 

Illinois.— Six  per  cent,  where  no  rate  is  specified.  By  contract  parties  may  go  as  high  as 
ten  per  cent  He  who  reserves  a  higher  rate  than  ten  per  cent,  shall  forfeit  three  times  the 
amount  of  the  entire  interest  reserved. 

Indiana.— Six  per  cent  Usurious  interest  cannot  be  recovered;  and,  if  paid,  may  be  re- 
covered back,  at  any  time  within  a  year  after  the  payment  Any  person  receiving  illegal  in- 
terest shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  double  the  excess  of  interest  so  \sk.evi.— Revised  Laics 
o/Indiana,  pp.  530-81-S2-S3. 

Iowa.— When  no  agreement  is  made  respecting  interest  the  legal  rate  is  six  per  cent  The 
Legislature  of  1851  passed  an  act  abolishing  all  usury  laws. 

Kentucky.— Six  per  cent    The  agreement  for  usurious  excess  only  is  void. 

Louisiana.— Five  per  cent ;  but  parties  may  agree  on  any  sum  as  high  as  eight  per  cent 
Usurious  contracts  are  void, 

Maine.— Six  per  cent.  K  more  bo  agreed  to  be  taken,  the  debt  or  claim  is  forfeited. 
Usurious  interest  paid  may  be  recovered. 

Maryland.— Six  per  cent  Contracts,  where  more  is  ageeed  for,  or  reserved,  are  not  void 
except  as  to  the  excess. 
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MASSACmiSETTS. — Six  per  cent  When  the  defence  of  nsnry  is  established,  the  defendant 
shall  recover  his  full  costs,  and  the  plaintiff  shall  forfeit  threefold  the  amount  of  the  interest 
unlawfully  reserved  or  taken. 

The  party  paying  usurious  interest  may  recover  back  threefold  the  amount  of  the  unlawful 
Interest  so  paid. — Supplement  <y  1846,p.  383. 

MicmoAN. — Seven  per  cent,  with  permission  to  a^ee  upon  any  rate  not  higher  than  ten 
per  cent,  fur  a  loan  of  money.    Contracts  are  not  void  for  usury  beyond  the  usurious  excess. 

MississrppL — Eight  per  cent,  for  a  bona  fide  use  of  money ;  six  per  cent  upon  other  con- 
tracts! The  penalty  for  usury  is  the  loss  of  the  entire  interest — HutchinsorCa  Mian.  Code,  p. 
641. 

MissorrRi. — Six  per  cent  If  plea  of  usury  be  sustained,  the  whole  interest  to  go  to  the  use 
of  common  schools.  A  usurer  may  be  presented  by  any  informant,  and  the  whole  interest  be 
set  off  to  common  schools. 

New  Hampshire. — Six  per  cent,  and  if  more  be  taken,  the  party  forfeits  three  times  the 
amount  unlawfully  taken. 

New  Jbeset. — Six  per  cent,  and  contracts  for  a  higher  rate  are  void.  Persons  taking  a 
higher  rate  forfeit  the  whole  value  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  contract;  one-half  to  the  State, 
one-h'alf  to  the  prosecutor. — Statutes  ofN.  J.,  p.  795. 

Nbw-Tobk. — Seven  per  cent  All  contracts,  whereby  a  higher  rate  is  reserved,  are  void. 
Corporations  cannot  set  up  the  defence  of  usury. 

North  Carolina. — Six  per  cent  All  contracts  whereby  a  greater  rate  is  reserved  are  void, 
and  the  party  exacting  it  is  liable  to  forfeit  double  the  amount  of  the  debt,  one-half  to  the  State, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  person  suing  for  the  same,  by  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  of  record. — 
1  Rev.  Stat.,  ch.  117. 

Ohio. — Six  per  cent    On  written  agreement,  any  rate  as  high  as  ten  per  cent    If  more  be 

reserved,  the  excess  is  void. 

Pennsylvania.— Six  per  cent.,  and  if  a  greater  rate  is  attempted  to  be  secured,  the  party 
may  recover  the  actual  sum  loaned,  with  legal  interest  thereon,  and  a  qui  tarn  action  must  be 
instituted  within  one  year  from  the  commission  of  the  offence,  when  a  forfeiture  is  sought 

When  any  railroad  or  canal  company  has  borrowed  money,  and  given  a  bond  or  other  evi- 
dence of  indebtedness  in  a  largr/  sum  than  the  amount  actually  received,  such  transactions 
shall  not  be  deemed  usurious. 

Rhode  Island. — Six  per  cent  In  an  action  brought  upon  a  usurious  contract,  the  plaintiff 
can  recover  the  principal,  with  legal  interest  and  costs  of  suit 

SoiTTH  Cakolina. — Seven  per  cent  The  party  reserving  more  forfeits  the  entire  interest,' 
and  must  pay  the  costs. 

Tennessee. — Six  per  cent. ;  and  the  person  exacting  more  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
the  amount  usuriously  taken.  / 

Texas. — Eight  per  cent  Parties  may  agree  upon  any  rate  as  high  as  twelve  per  cent 
Any  violation  of  this  statute  incurs  a  forfeiture  of  all  the  interest— iaiu*  of  Jan.,  1S40,  Vol.  4, 
p.  8. 

Veemont. — Sis  per  cent ;  iind  interest  paid  beyond  that  rate  may  be  recovered  back,  with 
tosts'—Rev.  Stat,  of  Vermont, p.  366. 

ViKGiNiA.— Six  per  cent  All  usurious  contracts  are  void,  with  the  penalty  of  forfeiture  of 
twice  the  amount  of  the  debt. 

Wisconsin. — Seven  per  cent  Parties  may  agree  upon  any  rate  as  high  as  twelve,  such 
agreement  to  be  in  writing.    Any  agreement  for  more  forfeits  the  lohole  debt.— Act  ofX'SSL 
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
